PREFA.TOIIY 


The  San  Fsan-cisco  Directory  for  1858,  is  the  first  volume  of  that 
■work  issued  by  the  present  compiler ;  and  in  placing  the  result  of  his  la- 
bors before  the  public,  he  considers  it  an  appropriate  occasion  to  make  a 
few  remarks  relative  to  the  enterprise  in  which  he  is  engaged. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  present  volume,  the  compiler  has  aimed  to 
arrange  a  Directory  more  comprehensive  in  its  plan,  and  more  systematic 
in  its  arrangement,  than  any  publication  of  a  similar  character  hitherto 
issued  in  California.  He  has  endeavored  to  present  a  Manual  of  Ref- 
erence so  useful  and  valuable,  that  its  successors  may  be  deemed  wel- 
come annual  visitors  to  every  citizen.  To  this  end  he  has  devoted  un- 
remitting industry  and  the  most  vigilant  care.  How  far  he  has  given  evi- 
dence of  his  ability  to  accomplish  this,  must  be  del^ermined  by  the  succeed- 
ing'pages;  and  in  referring  thereto,  he  only  asks  that  indulgence  for  any 
defects  which  may  exist  therein,  that  he  has  a  right  to  expect,  when  the 
peculiarities  of  the  enterprise  are  taken  into  consideration. 

There  is,  probably,  no  enterprise  which  is  surrounded  with  so  many 
obstacles  to  its  successful  prosecution,  as  the  preparation  of  a  work  like  the 
present ;  and  especially  in  this  city,  where  there  is  so  much  reluctance  ex- 
pressed by  many  persons  to  communicate  the  necessary  information.  In 
this  respect,  the  compiler  has  met  with  so  many  cases  where  parties  have 
refused  their  names,  occupation  and  residence,  that  it  has  required  con- 
siderable time  and  labor  to  complete  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
He  anticipates,  however,  that  these  difficulties  will  not  exist  to  any  con- 
siderable extent  hereafter,  and  that  a  more  universal  desire  will  be  ex- 
pressed to  assist  him  in  his  efforts  to  establish  permanently  a  work  of 
so  much  importance  to  the  city,  as  a '  complete  and  reliable  Directory. 
The  almost  entire  a.bsence  of  numbers  from  buildings  throughout  the 
city,  is  another  obstacle  which  prevents  the  exact  locality  of  residence 
being  fixed.     The  only  portion  of  our  population  who  appear  to  regard 
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this  matter  in  a  proper  light,  are  the  Chinese  merchants,  who,  without 
an  exception,  have  their  places  of  business  correctly  and  conspicuously 
numbered — an  example  that  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  their  more 
intelligent  neighbors. 

The  contents  of  the  present  volume  will  be  found,  on  examination,  to  be 
of  considerable  interest  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  its  selection 
the  compiler  has  aimed  to  include,  not  only  a  register  of  the  residents,  but 
such  information  connected  with  the  progress  and  present  condition  of  the 
city  as  would  best  illustrate  its  importance  and  character.  The  register 
comprises  eighteen  thousand,  five  hundred  names — nearly  seven  thousand 
more  than  are  contained  in  the  Directory  of  last  year  published  by  Mr.  Col- 
ville.  This  addition  is  not  owing  altogether  to  an  increase  of  the  population, 
but  from  the  fact  of  a  more  thorough  canvass  of  the  city  having  been  made, 
and  many  portions  included  which  hitherto  were  omitted.  In  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  different  firms,  the  style  of  the  Boston  Directory  of  Mr. 
Adams,  has  been  adopted,  and  a  thorough  alphabetical  arrangement  pur- 
sued throughout. 

The  Business  Directory,  a  feature  introduced  in  a'  General  Directory 
for  the  first  time  in  California,  comprises  over  six  thousand  different  per- 
sons, residents  of  the  city,  arranged  and  classified  under  appropriate 
heads.  This  department  will  be  found  useful  for  reference,  and  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  work.  The  Appendix  contains  the  organization  of  the  mu- 
nicipal government,  including  the  various  departments  and  the  oflBcers 
thereof,  together  with  appropriate  references  to  the  different  associations, 
and  a  variety  of  information  connected  therewith.  The  Historical  Eeview 
also  contains  many  interesting  facts  and  statistics,  exhibiting  the  progress 
and  present  condition  of  the  city,  worthy  of  attention  and  consideration. 

In  closing  these  remarks  the  compiler  would  express  his  thanks  for  the 
uniform  courtesy  extended  to  him  during  the  progress  of  his  labors;  the 
prompt  and  ready  acquiescence  exhibited  by  the  different  public  officers  in 
furnishing  information,  and  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  numerous 
friends  is  warmly  appreciated.  The  San  Francisco  Directory  for  1859,  will 
be  issued  in  January  next.

HISTORICAL     HEVI-ET^T. 


Since  the  publication  of  the  San  Francisco  Directory  for  1857,  the  progress  of  the 
Citv  has  been  more  liealthy  than  during  any  previous  year  of  its  existence.  It  is  true 
tliat  there  has  not  been  the  same  reckless  spirit  exhibited  as  characterized  the  opera- 
tions of  many  of  its  citizens  during  the  early  period  of  its  history,  but  an  examination 
of  the  statistics  of  trade  and  commerce  and  the  returns  of  the  different  departments 
of  government,  together  with  the  evidences  set  forth  in  the  present  volume,  will  fully 
establish  the  fact  that  the  City  has  never  been  more  substantially  prosperous  than  it 
is  at  the  close  of  the  year  1857.  Under  the  wise  and  salutary  operations  of  the  Con- 
solidation Act,  the  municipal  affairs  of  the  government  have  been  administered  with 
energy,  fidelity  and  success  ;  although  the  stringency  of  a  few  of  the  provisions  of  that 
measure,  may  have  occasioned,  in  some  instances,  considerable  inconvenience  ;  jet 
the  genial  result  of  it9,operations,  in  checking  the  extravagance  of  former  administta- 
tions,  and  providing  a  safe  and  economical  City  government  lias  been  such  as  to  meet 
the  approval  of  every  true  friend  of  the  City. 

Improvements. 

The  improvements  during,  the  past  year  have  been  numerous  and  permanent  in 
their  character.  Several  extensive  and  substantial  edifices  dedicated  to  religion  and 
benevolence  have  been  erected  and  improved,  while  the  number  of  buildings  comple- 
ted for  the  purposes  of  trade  have  been  numerous  and  extensive.  One  of  the  most 
gratifying  evidences  of  the  real  prosperity  of  the  City  is  exhibited  by  the  number  of 
buildings  occupied  as  private  residences,  many  of  which  have  been  finished  during 
the  past  year.  It  is  believed  that  of  those  vacant  a  year  since,  not  one-fourth  are  now 
unoccupied.  The  condition  of  the  streets  exhibits  a  marked  improvement,  and  the  sys- 
tem of  sewerage  now  being  adopted  must  have  a  tendency  not  only  to  improve,  but 
greatly  to  advance  the  value  of  real  estate. 

The  Public  Schools. 

Notwithstanding  that  during  the  entire  year  past,  the  Department  of  Public  Schools 
has  been  oppressed  by  constant  and  serious  embarrassment,  perceptible  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  perfecting  of  our  School  system.  The  High  School  has  been  per- 
manently established,  the  grades  of  other  Schools  have  been  raised,  and  consequently 
the  standard  of  qualification  for  admission  to  the  corps  of  Teachers ;  three  new  School 
Houses  have  been  erected,  one  purchased,  and  several  improved.  In  all  respects 
throughout  the  department,  evidences  of  improvement  are  to  be  observed.  For  a  full 
review  and  historical  sketch  of  the  Public  Schools,  see  page  35.

Population. 

In  the  absence  of  reliable  data,  it  is  difficult  to  make  an  estimate  that  will  approxi- 
mate to  the  present  population  of  this  City.  From  careful  observation,  however,  and 
a  consideration  of  such  information  bearing  upon  the  subject,  as  we  have  been  able  to 
obtain,  it  is  believed  that  it  exceeds  the  estimates  heretofore  made.  This  is  evident 
from  the  extent  of  names  in  the  present  volura'e,  over  eighteen  thousand,  which  is  fifty 
per  cent,  more  than  are  contained  in  the  issue  for  1856,  and  the  greatly  increased 
number  of  women  and  children  now  residing  in  the  City.  The  following  estimate  is 
offered  as  the  result  of  our  investigations  :

The  above  comprises  the  most  important  cases ;  the  total  number  of  inquests  held 
amounted  to  nearly  five  hundred.  During  the  first  year  there  were  more  drowned 
than  during  the  last,  in  consequence  of  the  condition  of  the  wharves  in  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  City.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  murders  and  suicides  have 
greatly  increased  over  those  of  the  year  1856. 
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Finances  of  the  Oity. 

The  condition  of  the  Finances  of  tlie  City  at  the  close  of  the  year  1857,  as  exhibited 
by  the  figures  herewith  presented,  is  of  the  most  gratifying  character.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  organization  of  the  municipal  government,  the  expenditures  are  much 
less  than  the  receipts,  and  if  the  operations  of  the  Treasury  for  the  first  six  months  of 
tlie  fiscal  year,  are  to  be  taken  as  an  indication,  there  will  be  at  its  close,  in  addition  to 
the  amounts  appropriated  by  law  for  the  redemption  of  the  Civil  Bonds  of  1851, 
$50,000,  and  the  Fire  and  SchQol  Bonds  of  1854,  821,607  ;  total,  $71,607,  a  hand- 
some surplus  in  the  Treasury.  The  expenditures  for  the  present  fiscal  year  are  esti- 
mated at  $770,693  including  f;241,000  for  interest,  and  $71,667  for  the  redemption  of 
Bonds;  leaving  a  balance  of  $457,900  as  the  actual  expenses  of  the  government. 
This  sum  includes  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  1856-'57,  amounting  to  $123,467. 
Tlie  average  yearly  expenditures  from  July  1853  to  June  1856,  were  $1,778,045,  mak- 
ing an  annual  saving  under  the  present  Municipal  Act  of  |>1,320,079,  per  annum. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  December  31, 1856,  exhibits  a  balance  in  the  Treasury 
of  $240,808  74;  of  this  amount  $137,135  50  is  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  interest 
and  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  of  1851,  the  remainder  as  follows :

As  contrasted  with  last  year,  there  is  an  increase  on  the  present,  on  the  gross  amount, 
of  ($9,337,851)  nine  miUion.1,  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thousand,  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-ond  dollars :  attributable  to  the  fact  that  mortgages  and  consigned 
goods,  together  with  the  shipping  as  registered  in  the  Custom  House,  have  been  in- 
cluded in  the  personal  property  for  the  first  time,  this  year.  The  item  of  "  Steamers, 
Vessels  and  Sailing  Craft,"  alone  amounts  to  ($1,637,400)  one  million,  six  hundred 
and  thirty- seven  thousand,  four  hundred  dollars.

The  imports  for  the  past  year  exhibit  a  large  decrease  compared  with  the  year  1856, 
which  may  be  accounted  for  in  a  measure  by  the  fact  that  this  State  is  increasing  its 
manufactures,  thereby  lessening  the  demand  for  articles  of  eastern  manufacture.  The 
total  sum  paid  for  freights  during  the  year  amounts  to  nearly  $3,000,000.

The  California  Fleet  of  1857. 

The  shortest  passage  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  in  1857  was  made  by  fhe 
Great  Republic,  which  arrived  on  March  9th,  in  91  days.  The  Flying  Dragon  arrived 
March  5th,  in  97  days,  and  the  Westward  Ho  on  the  2eth  of  same  month,  in  101 
days.  The  average  time  made  direct  from  New  York  during  the  year,  was  a  fraction 
over  130  days,  against  128  days  in  1850,  and  135  in  1855. 

The  shortest  time  from  Boston,  was  made  by  the  Morning  Star,  which  arrived 
March  16th,  in  101  days.  The  average  time  during  the  year  was  136  days,  against 
131  days  in  1856,  and  136  days  in  1855.

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CHRONOLOGICAL  HISTORY  OF  PRLNCIPAL  EVENTS, 

From  October  1,  1836,  to  December  31,  1837. 

October  1.  1856. — The  first  paper  mill  in  California  was  put  in  operatiou.  It  is 
situated  near  Toiuales  Bay,  about  ten  miles  above  Bolinas,  and  was  erected  by  Messrs. 
V.  B.  Post  and  Samuel  B.  Taylor.  The  experiment  proved  very  successful,  and  the 
'paper  made  at  this  mill  has  since  been  used  by  the  San  Francisco  publishers  in  pre- 
ference to  that  imported. 

Oct.  7. — An  attempt  was  made  to  sink  the  new  steamer  Orizaba,  while  lying 
at  the  wharf,  foot  of  Washington  street.  Some  malicious  person  went  on  board 
through  one  of  the  ports,  and  opened  the  fire-room  valves,  or  stops.  Water  flowed 
in  with  great  rajiidity,  and  when  discovered  in  the  morning,  the  steamer  was  aground 
with  several  feet  of  water  in  the  hold.  She  was  soon  pumped  out,  and  the  valves  se- 
cured. Had  the  water  at  the  landing  been  very  deep,  the  damage  would  have  been 
considerable. 

Oct.  22. — The  Attorney-General  of  the  State  of  California  commenced  a  suit 
in  the  Twelfth  District  Court,  claiming  the  steamships  Uncle  Sam,  Cortes,  Pacific  and 
Brother  Jonathan,  and*the  storeships  Ark  and  Rowland,  as  h.aving  escheated  to  the  State, 
on  the  ground  that  the  corporation  of  the  "  Accessory  Transit  Company,"  owners  of 
said  property,  had  been  abolished  and  dissolved  by  the  government  of  Nicaragua. 

November  5. — James  Kennovan,  an  American  by  birth,  aged  43  years,  accom- 
plished the  feat  of  walking  lOG  consecutive  hours  on  a  platform.  This  was  considered 
the  greatest  teat  on  record,  but  he  exceeded  it  by  several  hours  a  few  months  after- 
wards in  this  city. 

Nov.  13  AXD  14. — The  great  real  estate  sale  of  the  Folsom  property  took  place. 
The  total  amount  of  prices  for  which  the  lots  were  sold,  was  §423,135,  and  the 
aggregate  prices  realized  exceeded  the  appraised  value  of  the  property  by  about 
818,000.  The  purchasers  generally  were  not  speculators,  but  those  who  soon  after 
improved  their  property.  The  Union  Theatre  on  Commercial  street  brought  $8,000  ; 
and  the  Custom  House  Block  sold  for  $47,000. 

Nov.  15. — The  newly  elected  Police  Judge,  H.  P.  Coon,  took  his  seat  and  com- 
menced the  duties  of  his  office.  On  the  Monday  following,  James  F.  Curtis,  the 
new  Chief  of  Police,  went  into  oflSce.  At  the  same  time  the  new  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors held  their  first  meeting;  there  was  no  business  transacted  after  the  election  of 
Clerk  of  the  Board  and  Police  Clerk. 

Nov.  22. — In  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  in  the  case  of  tlie  United  States  vs.  the 
executors  of  J.  L.  Folsom,  deceased — suit  brought  to  settle  up  the  accounts  of 
Capt.  Folsom,  as  Quartermaster — the  Jury  rendered  a  verdict  in  fiivor  of  the  United 
States  for  the  sum  of  §186,058,  with  interest  from  November  14th,  1855,  and  costs  of 
suit. 

December  1. — The  official  votes  of  the  State,  (the  counties  of  Plumas  and  Colusi 
excepted,  as  the  returns  had  not  been  received),  were  counted  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  showed  the  following  result:

Geo.  Freaner,  one  of  the  Presidential  electors,  was  chosen  as  Messenger  to  carry  the 
electoral  vote  to  Washington. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  it  was  ijscertained  Stood  :  Senate — Democratic,  28  ; 
Picpublicans,  5;  Americans,  2.  Assemhly — Democrats,  67;  Republicans,  9;  Amer- 
icans, 4  ;  giving  the  Democrats  in  joint  ballot,  a  majority  of  75  over  both  the  other 
parties. 
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The  Fire  Di^partinont  held  au  elec-tion  for  ofticeis,  when  Frank  E.  R.  "Whitney  was 
elected  Chief  ]inginecr,  and  Vi.  O.  f^iuith,  D.  T.  Van  Orden,  and  C.  S.  Simpson,  As- 
sistants. 

])ec.  3. — Complete  changes  were  itiade  in  the  Police  Department.  Four  new  cap- 
tains and  a  niimher  of  policemen  were  sworn  in;  very  few  of  the  old  force  were  retained. 

Dec.  5. — Maguire's  new  Opera  House  was  commenced  on  the  15th  of  October  and 
finished  this  date.     The  first  performance  was  given  on  the  evening  of  the  6tli. 

Dec.  10. — Jose  Y.  Limantouv  arrested,  under  an  indictment  found  against  liim  for 
presenting  a  fraudulent  claim  (which  was  confirmed),  to  the  Land  Commission,  invol- 
ving a  large  portion  of  the  City  of  the  San  Francisco,  Alcatraz  Island,  and  other  prop-' 
crty.  There  was  a  great  excitement  in  certain  quarters  in  consequence  of  the  arrest, 
lie  gave  $30,000  bail  for  his  appearance. 

Dec.  15. — An  entertainment  in  compliment  to  Mons.  P.  Dillon,  late  Consul  of 
France  at  this  port,  was  given  at  the  International  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  this  date. 
It  was  a  farew  ell  testimonial  previous  to  his  departure  from  California,  and  was  nume- 
rously attended. 

The  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  removed  the  lanterns  from  almost  all  the  gas 
posts  in  the  city,  with  the  exception  of  oue  at  the  intersection  of  each  cross  street. 
This  reduction  of  light  was  the  result  of  the  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  refusing  to  pay  the  price  charged  for  gas  by  the  Company. 

Dec.  22. — Forefathers'  Day,  celebrated  at  the  International  Hotel  by  a  grand 
dinner,  which  was  principally  partaken  of  by  gentlemen  from  the  New  England  States. 
It  was  well  attended,  and  altogether,  was  a  very  happy  affair.  A  great  many  ad- 
dresses were  made  on  the  occasion  by  difterent  gentlemen,  most  of  them  worthy  of 
doing  honor  to  the  Pilgrim  ftithers. 

Dec.  31. — The  San  Francisco  Divorce  Calendar  for  the  j-ear  1856,  shows  that  110 
divorce  suits  were  instituted  in  the  Fourth  and  Twelfth  District  Courts.  In  39  of 
these  cases,  decrees  of  divorce  were  granted,  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  year. 
In  1855,  there  were  72  suits  commenced  in  the  city,  and  decrees  dissolving  marriage 
were  rendered  in  all  of  them. 

During  the  year  1856,  there  were  146  applications  in  insolvency,  in  which,  42  were 
made  in  the  Fourth  District  Court,  and  10-1  in  the  Twelfth  District  Court.  The  total 
amounts  were  as  follows  :

Showing  a  net  gain  of  population  from  arrivals  by  sea  of  only  6,883,  which  is  a 
very  unfavorable  exhibit.  About  8,000  were  added  to  the  population  by  the  overland 
route,  and  it  is  estimated  they  brought  with  them  from  25,000  to  30,000  head  of 
horned  cattle.

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The  exports  of  gold  alone  from  California  from  1848  to  January  1,  1856,  amounted 
to  about  §330,000,000.  This  amount  does  not  include  the  sums  taken  or  sent  away 
without  record,  by  passengers — this  it  would  be  difficult  to  ascertain,  but  the  estimate 
of  §180,000,000,  would  be'low,  which  would  make  the  total  exportation  of  gold  amount 
to  over  five  hundred  millions  of  dollars.     (See  State  Heffister  for  IBS'?,  p.  219.)

The  City  Sexton  reported  the  whole  number  of  deaths  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  during  the  year  1856,  at  1346,  being  54  more  than  during  the  prece- 
ding year,  aiid  359  less  than  during  the  year  1854.  The  deaths  are  classed  as  fol- 
lows: men,  292;  boys,  460;  women  119;  girls,  262;  still-born,  133.  Of  the  number 
23  were  colored  persons.  During  the  year  15  persons  were  killed  or  murdered;  4 
hanged  by  the  Vigilance  Committee;  1  by  the  civil  authorities  ;  02  were  drowned  and 
49  committed  sin'cide.  622  were  natives  of  the  United  States,  and  724  were  born 
in  other  countries. 

January  2, 1857.— -The  ship  Bostonian  arrived  bringing  the  celebrated  Sam  Bran- 
nan  Engine,  made  to  the  order  of  Mr.  Brannan,  in  New  York,  at  an  expense  of  §11,000, 
and  presented  by  him  to  the  Brannan  Fire  Association  of  this  city. 

Jan.  5. — Consul  I'atrice  Dillon,  for  several  years  resident  Consul  of  France  in  this 
citv,  took  his  departure  on  the  John  L.  Stephens. 

The  State  Legislature  met  at  Sacramento.  During  the  session,  David  C.  Broderick 
was  elected  U.  S.  Senator  for  the  long  term,  and  Wm.  M.  Gwin  for  the  short  term. 
The  Annu.ll  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  year  1856  was 
read  ;  from  which  it  appears  that  there  were,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  in  thirty-four 
counties,  310  schools,  30  of  which  were  in  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  There  were 
in  all,  26,100  children  in  attendance — 4,751  of  these,  in  this  city. 

Jan.  8. — D.  C.  Broderick  was  elected  by  the  Legislature,  Senator  for  the  long  term. 
The  election  was  made  on  the  first  ballot,  which  stood  :  for  Broderick,  81  ;  scattering, 
28.  The  news  was  telegraphed  to  this  city,  when  the  friends  of  Mr.  Broderick  turned 
out  en  masse,  fired  guns  to  his  honor,  and  made  bonfires  on  the  hills  overlooking 
the  city. 

The  first  public  Temperance  Meeting  in  this  city  was  held  at  the  Baptist  Church, 
on  Pine  street.  It  was  well  attended,  anil  about  twenty  names  were  added  to  the 
pledge.  The  meeting  resolved  to  hold  public  meetings  every  month  throughout  the 
year ;  but  the  slim  attendance  at  the  two  next  meetings  induced  the  friends  of  tem- 
perance to  abandon  the  movement. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Catholic  Orphan  Asylum,  shows  that  on 
the  31st  Dec.  there  were  one  hundred  and  forty-five  children  in  that  institution.  The 
ex])enses  from  May  25,  1855,  to  Dec.  27,  1856,  amounted  to  !5!30,007  43. 

Jan.  9. — The  city  was  visited  by  a  violent  earthquake,  which  seemed  to  have  ex- 
tended nearly  through  the  entire  length  of  the  State.  In  San  Francisco  it  was  felt 
at  a  quarter  past  8  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  in  Sacramento,  at  a  quarter  before  8  o'clock;  and 
at  .San  Diego  and  all  along  the  Southern  coast,  at  about  half  past  8  o'clock.  On  the 
coast  it  is  represented  as  having  been  the  severest  shock  experienced  by  the  oldest  in- 
habitants. In  this  city  in  many  places,  the  clocks  were  stopped,  and  boxes  and  bales 
thrown  from  the  shelves  in  stores,  and  a  small  frame  house  at  the  corner  of  California 
and  Market  streets,  thrown  several  feet  from  its  foundations.  In  the  last  five  years, 
no  less  than  sixty  shocks  of  earthqu.akes  have  been  felt  in  this  city  and  vicinity. 
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January  13. — Win.  M.  Gwiu  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  Senator  for  the 
short  term.     The  vote  stood — for  Owin,  82;  Crabb,  17;  Sergeant,  11;  Shafter,  1. 

The  trial  of  the  gamblers  arrested  by  the  police  officers  on  the  night  of  the  7th, 
came  otl'  before  Judge  Coon.  They  were  declared  guilty,  and  his  Honor  ordered  a 
fine  of  JilOO  to  be  entered  against  each  of  them. 

J-ANUAKY  20. — The  steamer  Orizaba  left  for  Nicaragua,  crowded  with  passengers. 
The  prices  were — first  cabin,  $160;  second  cabin,  llOO ;  steerage,  $50.  Tickets 
were  sold  for  the  steerage  as  low  as  125. 

Senators  Broderick  and  Gwin  left  for  Washington.  Their  friends  assembled  at 
North  Point  and  honored  them  with  a  salute  of  twenty-five  guns,  as  the  steamer 
left  the  port. 

January  21. — The  officers  of  the  U.  S.  Army  met  in  session  at  tlie  Tehama 
House,  as  a  Court  Martial,  to  investigate  the  charges  of  disobedience  of  t>rders  and 
of  conduct  subversive  of  good  order  and  military  discipline,  against  Major  R.  B.  Lee, 
of  the  Commissary  Department.     Col.  Fauntleroy,  President  of  the  Court. 

The  Hon.  H.  A.  Crabb,  Col.  K.  N.  Wood,  and  other  well-known  personages,  left 
on  the  steamer  Sea  Bird,  for  San  Diego,  en  route  for  the  Gadsden  Purchase.  The 
fate  of  the  gallant  company  is  well  known. 

A  meeting  of  the  merchants  of  this  city  was  held,  at  which  a  series  of  resolutions 
were  passed  relative  to  the  evils  of  the  Attachment  Laws,  suggesting  certain  amend- 
ments ;  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  present  and  urge  the  same  for  adoption 
by  the  Legislature. 

January  22. — The  Legislature  passed  an  act  preventing  the  State  Treasurer  from 
paying  out  any  moneys.  A  resolution  was  also  passed  appointing  a  Committee  to 
investigate  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  to  ascertain  if  the  law  had  been  violated  in 
that  department. 

Jan.  25  and  26 — The  Chinese  New  Year's  Day  was  celebrated.  Tables  Laden  with 
the  choicest  Chinese  delicacies  were  prepared  and  set  by  the  wealthy  Chinese,  and 
the  time  was  passed  in  visiting  and  feasting.  The  performances  at  the  Chinese 
theatre  were  kept  up  day  and  night  without  intermission. 

Jan.  28. — Jose  Y.  Limantour  was  arraigned  before  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court,  and 
plead  "not  guilty"  to  the  indictment  of  perjury  found  against  him  by  the  grand  jury. 

February  1. — The  seventh  anniversary  of  the  Sau  Francisco  Bible  Society  was 
held.  The  report  gives  the  number  of  the  volumes  of  the  scriptures  issued  during 
the  past  year,  as  4,815 ;  of  which  325  were  in  foreign  languages,  the  remainder  in 
English.  2,386  were  copies  of  the  Bible,  the  remainder  copies  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment.    400  copies  were  donated,  the  balance  were  sold. 

In  the  evening,  a  destructive  fire  broke  out  in  Washington  street  near  Kearny,  in 
the  building  adjoining  the  chemical  laboratory  of  Dr.  Lanzsweert,  and  before  the 
flames  could  be  arrested,  several  frame  buildings  and  contents  were  destroyed.  Loss 
estimated  at  $50,000. 

February  2. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Board  refused  to 
pay  the  piice  demanded  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  for  lighting  the  streets 
and  City  Hall ;  and  the  consequence  was  that  the  gas  was  shut  oft',  and  the  Hall  and 
streets  have  remained  in  darkness  ever  since.  At  several  subsequent  meetings  of  tlie 
Board,  each  member  brought  his  own  candle. 

In  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  in  the  case  of  Jas.  McGuire  and  Thos.  H.  Place  vs. 
the  steamer  Golden  Gate,  Judge  McAllister  rendered  an  opinion  giving  judgment  in 
favor  of  McGuire  for  $965,  and  in  favor  of  Place  for  8250  and  costs.  The  causes  of 
action  were,  injuries  sustained  by  the  plaintiffs,  passengers  on  the  Golden  Gate,  from 
certain  of  the  officers  of  that  steamer. 

February  5. — Sixty-five  men  embarked  on  the  steamship  Sea  Bird,  with  the  in- 
tention of  joining  the  forces  of  Gandara,  in  the  Mexican  State  of  Sonora.  The 
original  number  enlisted  in  this  city  was  eighty-six — twenty-one  of  whom  backed  out 
when  their  names  were  called.  They  were  well  supplied  with  United  States  arms 
and  ammunition. 
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Two  distinct  siiouks  of  an  earthquake  were  felt  at  about  7  o'clock,  P.  M.  The 
sensation  resembloJ  the  sudden  jar  as  of  an  explosion  by  powder.  No  damage  was 
done. 

Fed.  6. — The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  appointed  a  committee 
to  memoralize  the  proper  department  for  tlie  establishiirent  of  a  penny  post  delivery 
for  letters  in  the  city,  and  also  for  the  reduction  of  box  rents. 

Feb.  10. — The "  Sailor's  Home,"  on  Front  street,  between  Pacific  and  Broad- 
way was  solemnly  doilicated  witli  appropriate  exercises.  The  institution  was  placed 
under  the  sole  management  of  the  ladies  composing  the  Seamen's  Friend  Society. 

Fed.  11. — The  State  Treasurer  was  impeached  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate.  In  the 
afternoon  Mr.  Bates  resigned  the  office,  and  James  L.  English,  former  Mayor  of  Sac- 
ramento, was  appointed  in  his  place.  , 

Feu.  17. — The  Brannan  Fire  Association,  with  their  splendid  machine,  turned  out 
for  the  first  time,  and  paraded  through  the  streets.  They  were  accompanied  by  a 
delegation  from  each  of  the  city  engine  companies,  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Assist- 
ants, and  the  city  authorities.     It  was  a  very  imposing  and  creditable  turn-out. 

Feb.  20. — Major  General  John  E.  Wool,  having  resigned  his  position  as  Com- 
mauiler  of  the  Pacific  Division,  left  on  the  steamer.  Previous  to  his  departure  many 
of  our  prominent  citizens  tendered  the  General  a  public  dinner,  as  a  slight  testimo- 
nial of  their  regard  ;  but  the  official  duties  of  Gen.  W.  were  so  pressing  as  to  occupy 
all  his  lime.  Ills  departure  from  our  shores  was  announced  by  national  salutes  from 
Fort  Alcatraz  and  Fort  Point. 

Fed.  22. — Washington's  birth-day  was  generally  observed  throughout  the  city. 
All  tlie  banking  houses  and  wholesale  stores  were  closed.  The  military  compauies 
p.iradod  in  full  uniform,  .and  in  the  evening  the  Continental  Guards  gave  a  grand  ball. 

Fei!.  24. — The  election  for  State  Senator  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  res- 
ignation of  Hon.  Frank  Tilford.  There  were  three  candidates — F.  A.  Woodworth, 
F.  L.  Jones,  and  Fred.  Tracy.  Woodworth  received  4,501  votes,  giving  him  a  ma- 
jority of  1,121  over  both  his  opponents. 

Feb.  28. — The  sur\iving  passengers  of  the  steamship  California,  which  arrived  here 
in  1849,  celebrated  the  eighth  anniversary  of  their  arrival. 

March  3. — A  fleet  of  clipper  ships  and  other  vessels  arrived  in  the  bay.  Among 
them  were  the  clippere  War  Uawk,  Morning  Light,  West  Wind,  Beaver,  and  Harvey 
Birch,  and  the  Danish  clipper  ship  Cimber.  The  latter  made  the  passage  from  Liver- 
pool to  the  Heads  in  106  days,  the  shortest  passage  ever  made  from  that  port.  She 
was  built  at  Darmstadt,  Germany,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  of  naval  archi- 
tecture afloat. 

March  19. — In  the  evening.  Calvary  Church,  on  Bush  Street,  was  discovered  to  be 
on  fire  ;  before  the  front  doors  could  be  beaten  in,  the  building  was  densely  filled  with 
smoke,  so  that  it  was  impossible  for  any  one  to  enter.  The  streams  of  water  were 
directed  at  random,  and  an  hour  elapsed  before  the  flames  were  subdued.  The  build- 
ing was  deluged  with  water  and  the  library  and  furniture  destroyed.  The  building 
was  fully  insured.  It  required  two  months'  labor  to  put  it  in  repair  again.  The  fire 
was  doubtless  the  work  of  an  incendiary. 

March  20. — The  mail  steamer  Golden  Gate  left  for  Panama  on  her  regular  day  of 
sailing;  but  had  proceeded  only  as  far  as  North  Point  when  she  struck  on  a  rock,  and 
was  so  far  injured  as  to  be  compelled  to  return  and  go  upon  the  dry  dock  at  Benecia. 
She  was  detained  until  the  23d,  when  she  left  fully  repaired. 

April  7. — The  warmest  day  of  the  year.  The  thermometer  stood  in  the  shade, 
where  there  was  a  free  circulation  of  air,  as  follows: — 12  o'clock,  81°;  1  o'clock, 
82=  ;  2  o'clock,  84°  ;  and  at  3  o'clock,  P.M.,  80°. 

The  old  pioneer  ship  Arkansas,  which  arrived  here  in  1849,  under  command  of 
Capt.  W.  W.  Shepherd,  and  on  which  the  United  States  Hotel,  on  Pacific  street,  was 
built,  was  torn  to  pieces  by  the  Chinese  in  April.  The  old  hulk  was  sold  for  $1,000. 
Most  of  the  timbers  appeared  to  be  in  a  perfectly  sound  condition. 

April  21. — The  barque  Ocean  Bird  sailed  for  San  Juan  del  Sud,  with  fifty  pas- 
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sengers  and  a  load  of  freight  destined  for  Walker's  army.  The  freight  consisted  of 
provisions  and  munitions  of  war,  and  was  in  charge  of  Major  F.  Muhon. 

At  half  [last  G  o'clock  in  the  morning,  a  fire  broke  out. in  a  frame  building  on  Mil- 
ton I'laco,  which  was  quickly  consumed.  Two  children,  twin  sons  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Murray,  burned  to  death.  The  firemen  endeavored  to  penetrate  the  room  in  which 
they  were  sleeping,  but  as  it  was  in  a  perfect  mass  of  flame,  they  could  not  enter. 

April  27. — A  destructive  fire  occurred,  which  consumed  five  frame  buildings  on 
Broadway,  five  on  Dupont  street,  and  three  on  Adler  street.  The  buildings  were  all 
of  the  most  flimsy  and  combustible  material,  and  burned  with  fearful  rapidity.  Tim 
loss  is  estimated  at  about  §25,000. 

April.  29. — In  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  in  the  case  of  the  U.  S.  vs.  Jos.  de  Haro, 
Vincent  P.  Gomez  testified  that  at  Monterey,  in  1850,  he  drew  up  the  "  Potrero 
Grant,"  and  that  afterwards  the  blanks  were  filled  up  and  the  signatures  added.  This 
evidence  proved  the  Spanish  title  spurious. 

May  1. — Ninety  laborers  employed  on  the  government  works  at  Alcatraz  Island 
.ibandoned  their  o'ork,  in  consequence  of  the  inferiorit}'  of  the  food  provided  for  them, 
and  the  compulsory  payment  of  60  per  week  exacted  for  it.  Only  four  laborers  were 
left  on  the  Island. 

Mat  1 1. — The  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  on 
Washington  street,  was  performed.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Brierly,  pastor  of  the  church,  ofii- 
ciated,  and  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Guernsey  delivered  the  address. 

Mav  28. — Another  destructive  conflagration  occurred,  ■which  originated  in  the 
kitchen  of  the  Barnum  Restaurant,  on  Commercial  street,  south  side,  between  Mont- 
gomery and  Kearny,  and  before  the  flames  were  arresteil  eight  frame  buildings  were 
destroyed.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Francois  Jaconnetti  Francisco,  sleeping  in  the 
building  adjoining  the  restaurant,  was  burned  to  death.  From  the  second  story  of 
the  same  building,  a  woman,  by  the  name  of  Minna  Ilarter,  was  injured  by  leaping 
from  tlie  window  into  a  blanket  held  below  to  receive  her.  She  recovered  from  her 
injuries  in  a  few  3ays.  The  value  of  the  buildings  was  trifling,  only  about  $1,500  ; 
loss  of  personal  property,  about  $11,000 

Edward  McGowan,  charged  with  being  accessory  to  the  murder  of  James  King  of 
Wm.,  was  tried  at  Napa.  The  trial  occupied  four,  days,  and  on  the  1st  of  June  the 
jury,  after  a  short  consultation,  brought  in  a  verdict  of  "not  guilty." 

June  4. — Mr.  C.  C.  Russ,  proprietor  of  Russ'  Garden,  died,  aged  62  years.  lie 
came  to  this  country  in  1847. 

June  5. — The  Genesee  Flour  Mills,  on  Gold  street  between  Montgomery  and  San- 
some,  were  destroyed  by  fire.  Loss  in  building  and  material  estimated  at  ^20,000. 
The  mill  belonged  to  Kennedy  &  Hopkins,  and  covered  an  area  of  67  by  79  feet. 

June  7. — R.  E.  Woods,  City  and  County  Treasurer,  surrendered  the  keys  of  his 
office  to  Mr.  Burr,  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  placed  the  Commis- 
sioners in  possession.  The  cash  on  hand  amounted  to  $20,565.  Wm.  Hooper  was 
appointed  Treasurer,  ^o  tern.,  in  place  of  Mr.  Woods. 

June  22. — The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia F.  and  A.  Masons,  was  held  at  Masonic  Hall,  when  the  following  officers  were 
elected  and  installed  :  Louis  L.  Mortimer,  M.  W.  G.  M.;  Charles  W.  Parker,  D.G.  M. 
Wm.  Isaacs,  S.  G.  W.;  Henry  C.  Cornish,  Jr.  G.  W.;  Anthonv  Osborne,  G.  T.;  Jas. 
G.  Marshall,  G.  S.;  R.  W.  Freeman,  Cor.S.;  John  P.  Scott,  G.  Tyler.  The  session 
continued  for  three  days. 

The  clipper  ship  Golden  Fleece,  which  had  just  arrived  from  New  York  and  was 
lying  a  few  miles  distant  from  the  bay,  struck  on  the  North  Shoal  and  received  seri-. 
ous  injury.  She  immediately  set  sail,  entered  the  harbor  and  came  alongside  of  Val- 
lejo  Street  Wharf,  when  she  immediately  commenced  discharging  cargo,  with  seventeen 
feet  of  water  in  the  hold.  By  constant  working  the  pumps  the  water  was  reduced  to 
seven  feet,  and  the  cargo  was  saved  in  tolerably  good  condition.  About  three  years 
ago,  a  fine  clipper,  bearing  the  same  name  and  commanded  by  the  same  officers  as 
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this  one,  was  wrecked  near  the  same  spot  where  this  cHpper  struck.     She  was  beating 
out  of  port  at  the  time,  and  became  a  total  wreck. 

JiNE  29. — A  tine  lot  of  valuable  stock  arrived  by  the  steamer  of  June  5  ;  among 
them  were  four  bulls,  imported  by  L.  Stone,  of  Colusi ;  also,  a  lot  of  beautiful  merino 
sheep,  imported  by  Samuel  Brannan,  Esq. 

.luLV  1. — Jose  V.  Limantour  and  a  number  of  witnesses  in  the  Limantour  case, 
arrived  in  the  steamer  Sonora  from  Me.\ico.  Auguste  Jouan,  a  witness  for  the  Uni- 
ted States,  came  in  the  same  steamer. 

Ji:lv  4,  1857,  was  marked  by  no  great  municipal  parade  in  the  city.  The  stores, 
banks,  markets,  and  all  other  places  of  business  were  closed,  and  the  population  gen- 
erally sought  amusements.  The  day  was  ushered  in  by  a  salute  from  the  Old  Cali- 
fornia Guard,  Capt.  Johns,  at  a  quarter  to  5  o'clock,  when  immediately  the  bells  of 
the  churches  and  engine  houses  pealed  forth  that  the  anniversary  of  our  independence 
had  arrived  :  during  the  day  salutes  were  fired  from  many  ves-sels  in  the  harbor, 
and  the  national  stars  and  stripes  floated  from  every  mast  in  the  bay  and  staff  in  the 
city.  The  Independent  Guard,  Capt.  Wat.son,  the  National  Guard,  Capt.  Moore,  and 
the  California  Fusileers,  Capt.  Seidenstriker,  turned  out  in  full  uniform  and  made  a 
fine  display.  The  First  Light  Dragoons,  the  Continental  Guards,  and  the  Young 
America  Guards  also  paraded  in  the  afternoon.  The  Marion  Rifles,  with  a  brass  band, 
proceed  to  Mare  Island,  where  they  met  the  Sutter  Rifles  from  Sacramento,  and  en- 
gaged in  target  shooting.  The  steamboats  Goliah  and  Antelope  carried  large  num- 
bers of  passengers  to  Henicia  and  Mare  Island,  and  the  Oakland  and  other  ferry-boats 
Were  crowded  all  day.  In  the  evening  the  California  Guard  fired  a  parting  salute, 
and  until  a  late  hour  at  night  the  general  jubilee  was  kept  up  by  fire-crackers  and 
exhibitions  of  fire-works.  The  day  passed  off  pleasantly,  and  but  few  accidents  oc- 
curred to  mar  the  pleasures  of  the  celebration. 

July  8. — The  steamer  Constitution  left  for  Puget'  Sound  and  returned  on  the  13th 
in  a  very  leaky  condition.  Soon  after  passing  I'oint  Reyes  she  encountered  a  heavy 
sea  and  commenced  leaking,  and  as  all  her  pumps  could  not  keep  her  free,  a  large 
portion  of  her  cargo  was  thrown  overboard.  When  oft"  Cape  Mendicino  it  became 
evident  that  she  could  not  complete  her  voyage,  when  she  was  turned  about  and 
headed  for  this  port.  She  had  eighty  jiassengers  on  board,  all  of  whom  worked  with 
a  good  will. 

Jllv  9. — A  land-slide  occurred  at  the  government  works  at  Alcatraz  Island,  by 
which  seven  hundred  tons  of  earth  were  removed,  and  two  of  the  workmen,  Daniel 
Pewter  anil  Jacob  Unger,  buried  beneath  the  mass.  Two  other  men  were  very 
severely  injured,  but  afterwards  recovercl. 

Ji-LY  22. — The  Fourth  Anniversary  Meeting  of  the  Ladies'  Protection  and  Relief 
Society  was  held  on  the  evening  of  this  date,  at  the  First  Congregational  Church. 
The  Treasurer's  Annual  Report  was  read,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  Society  re- 
ceived by  donations,  etc.,  during  the  year  $2,400  38,  all  of  which,  except  8128  38, 
has  been  disbursed,  besides  which,  209  garments,  153  3ards  material,  and  111  pack- 
ages of  groceries  have  been  given  away.  The  Society  has  relieved  207  cases,  of  des- 
titution among  women  and  children,  and  furnished  many  poor  people  with  employ- 
ment <ind  the  means  of  earning  an  honest  livelihood. 

Ji  Lv  20. — The  first  regatta  of  the  season  came  oft"  on  the  Bay.  The  contending 
boats  were  the  Alcatraz,  Frank  Flint,  Star  of  the  South  and  Breckinridge.  The 
.stakes  were  $500,  and  were  won  by  the  Alcatraz,  beating  Frank  Flint  five  minutes, 
and  Star  of  the  South  seven  raiimtes.  The  distance  was  from  Shaw's  wharf  to  a  stake 
boat  near  Fort  Point  and  back. 

JiLv  20  and  27. — The  first  annual  Jubilee  of  the  United  German  Musical  Socie- 
ties of  the  State  was  held  on  the  25th,  and  consisted  of  a  grand  concert,  a  pic-nic 
and  ball.  It  was  a  very  successful  aS'air  throughout.  Tickets  were  sold  amounting 
to  §3,408. 

JuLV  29. — John  Bigler,  U.  S.  Minister  to  Chile,  sailed  from  this  port  for  Yal- 
pariso,  he  was  accompanied  outside  of  the  Heads  by  a  large  party  of  friends. 
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August  5. — The  Rev.  Mary  tie  Sales,  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  departed  tliis  life, 
and  was  hiiried  on  tlio  8tli,  in  a  vault  under  St.  Mary's  Cathedral,  with  all  the  cere- 
monies of  the  Church.  The  lay  name  of  the  sister  was  Joanna  Reddin.  She  was 
about  57  years  of  age,  a  native  of  Ireland,  a  cousin  of  the  celebrated  Daniel 
O'Counell.  She  dedicated  an  immense  fortune  to  religion,  and  for  thirty  years  pre- 
sided over  the  Magdalen  Asylum  of  Limerick,  Ireland,  of  which  she  was  the  founder. 
She  was  a  pure  and  pious  martyr,  and  sacrificed  fortune  and  life  in  the  cause  of  uni- 
versal benevolence. 

Aug.  9 — Was  the  "hot  day."  The  thermometer  in  the  city  at  12  o'clock,  ranged 
from  102°  to  115°  in  the  shade.  In  many  gardens,  the  sun  gave  such  intense  heart  as 
to  burn  many  leaves  to  a  crisp. 

Aug.  10. — The  Chief  of  Police  marched  out  of  the  station  house  to  tLe  Plaza, 
eighteen  of  the  most  notorious  tliieves  and  vagrants  that  ever  committed  depreda- 
tions on  a  community.  They  were  kandcufted  and  tied  two-by-two,  and  keiit  on 
the  public  si|uare  several  hours,  during  which  time  they  were  subject  to  the  gaze  of 
thousands  of  persons.  Public  opinion  was  divided  at  the  time  as  to  the  policy  of 
this  act  on  the  part  of  the  Chief — some  pronouncing  it  a  "  horrible  outrage  on  pub- 
lic decency,"  whilst  others  applauded  the  act,  and  urged  regular  public  exhibitions  of 
the  well  known  thieves  and  pickpockets,  that  they  might  be  known  to  the  connnu- 
nity  and  guarded  against.  Since  the  exhibition,  most  of  those  who  were  shown  up 
have  been  convicted  of  crimes  and  are  now  in  the  State  Prison,  and  the  balance, 
who  have  been  so  fortunate  as.  to  escape,  have  left  the  Country. 

Aug.  1 4. — The  Settlers  of  the  city  and  county  held  a  large  and  enthusiastic  meet- 
ing at  Musical  Hall.  The  meeting  was  eloquently  addressed  by  several  distinguished 
gentlemen,  and  resolutions  adopted  urging  the  Settlers  throughout  the  State  to  sup- 
port the  Settlers'  State  Ticket.  The  meeting  acknowledged  no  obligation  to  the 
Democratic,  Republican  or  other  party,  "  being  convinced  that  their  duty  to  them- 
selves, their  families  and  the  State,  is  paramount  to  the  obligations  of  party." 

Aug.  15. — That  public  edifice  known  as  the  Metropolitan  Theatre  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  which  broke  out  in  the  basement  about  8  o'clock,  and  continued  to  burn  until 
midnight,  when  almost  the  whole  interior  of  the  building  was  destroyed.  The 
cisterns  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  gave  out  early  in  the  evening.  This  Temjile 
of  the  Muses,  decidedly  the  finest  on  the  Pacific  coast,  was  built  in  1853,  at  a  cost 
of  $80,000,  by  Mr.  Joseph  Trench,  and  opened  on  Christmas  Eve  of  that  year,  under 
the  management  of  Mrs.  C.  N.  Sinclair.  At  the  time  of  the  fire,  the  building  was 
owned  by  H.  Hentsch  and  L.  E.  Ritter,  whose  loss  is  estimated  at  850,000.  There 
was  no  insurance. 

Aug.  17. — It  was  discovered  that  the  U.  S.  Branch  Mint  had  been  robbed,  and 
one  of  the  employees,  "Wm.  Bein,  was  suspected  as  being  one  of  the  thieves.  He 
was  closely  watched  for  two  days  and  then  arrested.  At  first,  when  accused  of  the 
theft,  he  denied  it ;  but  subsequently,  when  it  was  determined  to  search  his  room,  he 
acknowledged  to  the  Superintendent  that  he  was  guilty.  He  told  that  ofiicer  that 
he  had  9)7,000  or  $8,000  in  Jho  vault,  and  begged  him  not  to  send  him  to  the  State 
Prison,  but  to  take  the  money  and  pay  for  any  losses  that  had  occurred.  He  ad- 
mitted that  he  had  stolen  two  lots  of  clipjiings  worth  $3,333,  and  paid  the  amount 
over  to  the  Superintendent.  In  his  trunk  was  afterwards  found  a  lot  of  gold  and 
silver  clippings  and  blanks,  a  lot  of  tools,  crucibles,  <fec.,  which  had  also  been  stolen 
from  the  Mint.     Bein  was  tried  for  grand  larceny  and  convicted. 

Aug.  21. — An  attempt  was  made  to  assassinate  Manuel  Castanares,  the  chief: 
witness  of  Jose  Y.  Limantour,  whose  testimony  had  partially  been  taken  before  the 
U.  S.  Commfssion.  He  occupied  a  room  in  the  third  story  of  the  Union  Hotel, 
corner  of  Kearny  and  Merchant  streets.  About  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  it  ap- 
pears that  some  person  unknown  entered  his  appartment,  took  his  knife  from  the 
bureau,  approached  the  bed,  and  made  one  stroke  at  the  sleeping  man.  The  knife 
penetrated  through  a  roll  of  bed  clothes,  and  entered  the  right  breast  of  Castanares, 
about  an  inch  and  a  half.     The  blade  struck  a  rib  and  glanced  into  the  hollow  of  the 
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breast.  The  knife  was  left  in  the  wound.  Before  inHicting  the  wound,  the  assassin 
had  overhauled  and  ransacked  his  papers,  and  abstracted  some  of  value.  A  reward 
of  ^5,000  was  otiered  for  the  arrest  of  the  attempted  assassin,  but  he  was  never 
heard  of.  Some  of  the  papers  of  the  day  uncharitably  insinuated  that  it  was  a 
"  made  up  affair."  Castanares  soon  recovered,  concluded  his  testimony,  and  left  for 
Mexico. 

Aug.  30. — The  Annual  Regatta  took  place  on  the  Bay.  The  race  was  contested  by 
the  yachts  Alcatraz,  Capt.  Taylor ;  Star  of  the  South,  Cajit.  Ratcliff ;  W.  II.  Woodward, 
Capt.  Kennedy  ;  Frank  Fhnt,  Capt.  Brown  ;  and  Fisherman,  Capt.  White.  The  boats 
started  from  tlie  foot  of  Battery  street  to  a  stake  boat  off  Hunter's  Point,  back,  round 
a  stake  boat  near  Goat  Island,  thence  to  a  stake  boat  at  Fort  Point,  and  back  to  the 
place  of  starting.  The  race  was  .well  contested,  and  won  by  "Fisherman,"  which 
came  in  in  3h.  26m.  10s.,  beating  the  "  W.  H.  Woodward,"  the  second  boat,  3m. 
21s.  • 

September  4. — The  election  for  City  and  County  officers  was  held,  and  was  one 
of  the  most  quiet  and  peaceable  elections  ever  held  in  the  city.  Although  there  was 
much  excitement,  the  whole  number  of  votes  polled  in  the  twelve  districts,  amounted 
to  only  10,585,  being  1,567  less  than  were  cast  at  the  general  election  last  year.  The 
ticket  known  as  the  "  Peoples'  Ticket,"  was  successful  throughout  the  city. 

Sei't.  5. — The  corner  stone  of  the  new  German  Hospital,  on  Brannan  street,  was 
laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies — the  Masons,  Odd  Fellows  and  all  the  other  bene- 
volent institutions,  with  the  German  Fusileers,  participating.  N.  Green  Curtis,  M.  W. 
G.  M.  of  F.  and  A.  Masons,  with  the  assistance  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
performed  the  ceremonies. 

Sept.  7. — The  most  imposing  spectacle  ever  witnessed  on  the  Pacific  coast  was  the 
celebration  of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  Lafayette,  which  took  place  on  this  date. 
Preparations  had  been  going  on  for  months,  and  full  and  complete  committees  had 
been  appointed  for  each  detail.  At  daylight,  the  first  gun  was  fired,  and  in  a  few 
minutes  after  the  streets  were  spanned  with  banners,  and  every  flag-staff'  in  the  city, 
and  all  the  shipping  in  the  harbor  were  fully  adorned.  The  Mechanics'  Institute  Pa- 
vilion was  comjiletely  draped  from  every  corner  to  the  top  of  the  dome,  with  hun- 
dreds of  streamers  of  every  nation.  The  banks  and  all  the  stores  were  closed  ;  me- 
chanical work  of  every  description  was  postponed  ;  the  streets  were  crowded  with 
men,  and  every  window  and  balcony  in  the  principal  thoroughfares  crowded  with 
ladies  and  children.  It  required  several  hours  to  range  in  order,  and  to  get  all  ready 
for  the  grand  procession ;  during  which  time,  the  different  companies  auil  societies, 
with  appropriate  banners  and  music,  marched  and  countermarched  through  the  streets. 
At  1  o'clock,  however,  the  procession  formed  in  six  divisions  ;  and  each  division  under 
the  care  of  a  Marshal  and  Aids,  and  the  whole  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Marshal 
J.  P.  Haven.  The  procession  numbered  near  3,500  persons,  composed  of  nearly  all 
the  Military,  the  Fire  Department,  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  and  other  benevolent  So- 
cieties; together  with  the  United  States,  State  and  County  officers.  Foreign  Consuls, 
etc.  After  marching  through  the  city  for  two  hours,  the  procession  halted  in  the 
square  in  front  of  the  Oriental  Hotel,  being  the  most  convenient  place  in  the  city,  ca- 
pal>le  of  accommodating  so  large  an  assembly.  Here  a  large  platform  had  been  raised, 
on  which  were  seated  the  Foreign  Consuls,  the  United  States  and  State  Officers,  and  the 
I'ross,  and  from  which,  M.  S.  Latham,  Esq.,  delivered  an  elegant  oration ;  and  F. 
Soule,  Esq.,  recited  an  appropriate  poem.  At  5  o'clock  the  ceremonies  were  concluded, 
and  the  various  companies  returned  to  their  res])ective  places  for  disbanding.  The 
celebration  of  this  day  will  be  ever  memorable  in  our  annals. 

Sei't.  8. — C>n  the  morning  of  this  date,  the  Pavilion  of  the  Mechanics'  Institute  Fair 
was  first  opened  for  the  admission  of  visitors.  It  is  impossible  in  our  limited  summary, 
to  do  justice  to  the  exhibition,  and  we  can  only  remark  that  it  exceeded  by  far  the 
antici]iations  of  its  warmest  friends  and  projectors.  On  entering  the  Pavilion,  the 
visitor  was  surprised  at  the  great  multiplicity  of  beautiful  objects  before  him,  the 
exquisite  taste  displayed  in  draping  and  festooning  the  interior  of  the  Pavilion,  and 
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the  multiplicity  of  tlie  choicest  productions  of  nature  and  art  presented  to  the  view. 
A  large  number  of  the  articles  on  exhibition  were  the  productions  of  the  soil  of  our 
own  State,  or  the  work  of  our  own  artizans ;  yet  many  varieties  were  on  exhibition 
from  every  quarter  of  the  globe.  Many  gentlemen  who  attended  the  World's  Fair, 
at  London  and  New  York,  assert  that  this  first  California  Fair,  considering  all  circum- 
stances, compared  most  favorably  with  them,  and  far  exceeded  their  expectations. 
During  the  continuation  of  the  Fair,  which  was  about  three  weeks,  the  Pavilion  was 
densely  crowded  every  night,  and  the  Institute  realized  a  handsome  sum,  although  the 
expenses  were  very  heavy.  The  management  set  apart  the  receipts  of  one  day  for 
the  benefit  of  the  orphans  of  the  city,  and  the  amount  handed  over  was  $1,.3.34  80. 

Sept.  9. — The  corner  stone  of  the  new  First  Presbyterian  Church,  on  the  west  side 
of  Stockton  street,  between  Washington  and  Clay,  was  laid.  There  was  no  particul.ir 
ceremony  on  the  occasion.  The  Rev.  Dr.  W.  C.  Anderson,  Rev.  J.  A.  Anderson,  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  church,  performetk  the  ceremonies.  The  history  of  the  church, 
a  copy  of  each  of  the  daily  papers  and  other  documents  were  placed  in  the  corner  stone. 

The  seventh  Anniversary  of  the  Admission  of  California  into  the  Union,  was  cele- 
brated by  the  Society  of  California  Pioneers,  assisted  by  large  numbers  of  companies, 
societies,  and  citizens  of  the  State.  In  the  route  of  the  procession,  banners  were 
thrown  over  the  streets,  and  flags  waved  from  all  the  engine  houses  and  flag  stafts  in 
every  portion  of  the  city,  and  the  American  vessels  in  the  bay  were  handsomely  deco- 
rated by  the  flags  of  all  nations.  The  day  was  held  as  a  sacred  holiday — the  stores 
were  all  closed,  and  no  business  whatever  was  transacted.  From  an  early  hour  in 
the  morning  the  various  bands,  companies  and  societies  paraded  the  streets,  and  at  11 
o'clock,  united  in  Market  street,  and  formed  into  procession;  and  .ifter  a  general  re- 
view, marched  to  the  American  Theatre,  where  Judge  T.  W.  Freelon  delivered  a 
suitable  oration,  and  Mr.  Edward  Pollock  recited  an  original  poem.  At  an  early 
liour  in  the  evening,  the  ceremonies  of  the  day  concluded,  and  the  societies  moved  to 
their  respective  places  of  meeting  and  disbanded. 

Dr.  Henry  Bates,  ex-Treasurer  of  the  State  of  California,  was  arrested,  in  obedience 
to  a  bench  warrant  issued  at  and  transmitted  from  Sacramento.  He  was  taken  to  the 
Capital  by  a  police  officer,  the  same  afternoon. 

Sept.  19. — The  Grand  Jury  of  the  United  States  presented  an  indictment  against  i 
Augiistin  Harazthy,  for  embezzling  gold  to  the  amount  of  $151,550,  from  the  U.  S. 
Branch  Mint.  The  indictment  set  forth  that  the  said  Melter  and  Refiner  did,  while 
employed  in  the  Mint,  "  unlawfully  and  feloniously  embezzle  a  portion  of  the  metals  ■ 
committed  to  his  charge  for  the  purpose  of  being  coined,  to  wit:  8,092  ounces  of  gold  i 
bullion,  and  one  gold  bar,"  the  whole  valued  at  the  above  amount.  He  was  arrested! 
the  same  evening  by  the  U.  S.  Marshal,  and  admitted  to  bail,  giving  two  sureties  in  ; 
S10,000  each,  and  himself  the  sura  of  820,000. 

Sept.  26. — Wm.  Bein,  convicted  of  embezzling  gold  to  a  large  amount  from  the 
U.  S.  Branch  Mint,  was  called  up  for  sentence.  He  made  a  statement  acknowledg- 
ing that  he  had  committed  the  act,  and  that  his  former  confessions  were  true.  On 
motion  of  the  District  Attorney,  and  in  order  to  give  Bein  time  to  settle  up  his  aft'airs, . 
his  sentence  was  postponed  for  two  weeks.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  he  was  again 
called  up  and  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  in  the  State  Prison  for  the 
term  of  six  years,  and  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  82,000. 

OcTODER  5,  (Mokday). — Tho  steamer  Golden  Gate  left  the  wharf  for  Panama. 
She  proceeded  smoothly  until  half-past  1 1  o'clock  on  Tuesday  night,  when  by  a  sudden 
shock  on  board,  it  was  apparent  that  some  part  of  her  machinery  had  become  disar- 
ranged, and  it  appeared  on  examination  that  her  main  shaft  had  been  snai)ped  ofi", 
by  which  one  wheel  was  rendered  useless.  As  soon  as  the  broken  shaft  was  cleared 
away,  she  was  started  back  on  one  wheel.  In  the  morning,  and  when  on  her  return, 
the  passengers  were  not  aware  that  any  accident  had  occurred.  AVhen  she  reached 
her  wharf  the  Golden  Age  was  ready  to  take  her  place,  and  left  at  8  o'clock  on  the 
next  (Sunday)  evening,  with  the  passengers,  mails  and  treasure.  The  Gate  was  imme- 
diately sent  to  Benicia,  where  she  received  a  new  shaft. 
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Oct.  31. — In  the  evening,  a  great  Mass  Meeting  wa.s  held  at  Musical  Ilall,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  expression  to  public  feeling  in  regard  to  the  loss  of  the  steamship 
Central  America.  Lafayette  Maynard  was  appointed  President ;  twenty  Vice  Presi- 
dents were  named  and  five  Secretaries.  After  several  addresses  had  been  delivered, 
a  long  series  of  resolutions  were  unanimously  adojited.  One  of  the  resolutions  attri- 
buted the  loss  of  the  steamer  to  the  negligence  and  indifterence  of  the  U.  8.  Mail 
Steamship  Company  to  the  safety  of  those  whose  money  it  had  received,  under  the 
higliest  obligation  on  its  part,  to  convey  them  to  their  port  of  destination,  at  least,  as 
safely  as  the  acts  of  God  and  the  perils  of  the  sea  wouUl  permit ;  and  that  such  negli- 
gence and  indifference  is  little  short  of  crime."  The  meeting  also  recommended,  that 
a  steamship  company  should  be  formed  whose  stock  shall  be  held  and  controlled  in  tliis 
State,  and  be  directly  responsible  to  the  people.  After  the  adoption  of  the  preamble  and 
resolutions,  the  following  was  offered,  and  carried  by  au  unanimous  vote:  "Resolved, 
That  Congress  be  most  urgently  rcijuested  to  open  and  complete  at  least  one  Wagon 
Roail  to  California,  and  protect  the  same  by  a  sufficient  military  force,  and  that  the 
same  be  completed  in  one  year." 

NovEjiiBKR  2. — In  the  evening,  the  steamer  John  L.  Stephens  arrived,  bringing  the 
news  of  the  great  financial  jianic  in  the  East.  It  was  the  most  important  and  thrilling 
intelligence  that  had  ever  been  rececived,  and  its  effects  on  California  were  sensibly 
felt.  The  banking  house  of  Sather  &  Church,  as  well  as  two  firms  which  had  before 
been  considered  among  the  most  substantial  in  the  country,  failed  almost  immediately 
on  the  receipt  of  the  news.  For  a  few  days  there  w.as  a  complete  stagnation  in  busi- 
ness, and  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  collections  could  be  made  for  the  next 
steamer  dav ;  but  after  the  steamer  had  left,  business  revived,  and  as  no  more  failures 
occurred,  confidence  was  restored.  • 

Nov.  3. — The  French  frigate  Perseverante  arrived  in  our  bay,  from  the  Sandwich 
Islands.  Rear-Admiral  Luguel,  commander  of  tlie  French  squadron  in  the  Pacific, 
was  on  board.  The  Perseverante  mounts  sixty  guns,  and  had  a  crew  of  560  men. 
She  remained  about  three  weeks,  during  which  time,  many  of  our  citizens  visited  her. 
The  officers  and  crew  received  every  attention,  and  on  their  departure,  expressed  them- 
selves highly  gratified  with  their  visit  to  California. 

Nov.  4. — Sather  &  Church,  bankers,  furnished  for  publication  a  statement  of  their 
affairs,  which  shows  the  following  result : —

Of  the  Bills  Receivable,  most  of  them  would  bo  due  in  thirty  days. 

Several  convicts  at  the  State  Prison  were  killed,  under  the  following  circumstances  : 
A  boat  loaded  with  wood,  liaving  a  number  of  convicts  on  board,  was  moored  at  the 
wharf.  When  the  wood  was  partially  unloaded,  the  prisoners  endeavored  to  move 
the  boat  further  along ;  having  orders  to  do  so,  they  say,  from  the  overseer.  As  the 
boat  moved,  one  of  the  guard  by  the  name  of  Cortin,  who  was  on  an  eminence  about 
two  hundred  yards  distant,  standing  by  a  loaded  six-pounder,  says  he  thought  the 
prisoners  were  endeavoring  to  escape,  and  fired  the  gun,  killing  three  men,  and  wound- 
ing four  or  five  others.  Two  of  the  wounded  have  since  died.  The  cannon  was 
loaded  with  grape  shot. 

Nov.  7. — Wm.  B.  Chapman,  the  well  known  comedian,  departed  this  life,  aged  70 
years.  "Uncle  Billy,"  as  he  was  familiarly  termed  by  those  with  whom  he  was  inti- 
mate, was  decidedly  the  best  artist  in  his  line  that  has  ever  appeared  in  California. 
lie  came  to  this  country  in  1852,  and  immediately  determined  to  make  it  his  per- 
manent home.     He  was  a  great  favorite,  and  will  long  be  regretted  by  thousands  of 
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friends  and  all  lovers  of  the  drama  in  the  State.     Uis  funeral  was  very  largely  at- 
tended. 

Nov.  18. — The  annual  examination  of  the  puhlio  .schools  of  this  city  commenced, 
and  resulted  in  showing  that  our  educational  institutions  are  in  a  high  state  of  useful- 
ness and  efficiency. 

Augiistin  llarazthy,  late  Melter  and  llefiner  in  the  U.  8.  Branch  Mint,  indicted  for 
the  alleged  embezzlement  of  *i2.51,000  from  the  (lovernment,  was  arraigned  in  the  U. 
S.  Circuit  Court  On  the  2.3d  November.  He  waived  the  reading  of  the  indictment, 
pleaded  not  guilty,  and  asked  for  a  continuance  of  the  case.  lie  filed  an  affidavit,  in 
which  he  stated,  that  time  would  bo  reijuired  to  prepare  himself  for  trial,  as  he  would 
have  to  make  out  a  full  and  complete  account  of  his  term  of  office  ;  a  work  of  intri- 
cacy and  complication,  lie  also  averred  that  two  important  and  material  witne-sses 
were  absent,  and  ho  could  not  safely  proceeil  to  trial  without  them.  On  considera- 
tion, the  case  was  continued  by  the  Court  until  the  third  Monday  in  February,  1858, 
for  trial. 

Nov.  20. — On  the  night  of  this  date,  the  building  knowni  as  the  Helvetia  House, 
on  Clay  street,  between  Drumm  and  East,  with  several  adjoining  buildings,  were  de- 
stroyed by  tire,  the  result  of  accident.     Loss  estimated  at  812,000. 

Nov.  21. — The  boy  William  Kelly,  aged  only  ten  years,  but  one  of  the  most  no- 
ted thieves  in  town,  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny,  and  sent  to  the  County  Jail  for 
sixty  days.  Had  there  been  a  House  of  Refuge  in  the  county,  he  would  have  been  sent 
there  with  his  numerous  accomplices. 

An  ordinance  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  suppress  the  sale  of  ob- 
scene books,  papers,  prints,  etc. 

Mr.  F.  Mahoney  was  re-elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department.     Terra  of  service,  one  year. 

Nov.  23. —  The  U.  S.  Branch  Mint  resumed  operations,  and  notwithstand- 
ing the  withdrawal  by  the  United  States  of  the  "bullion  fund,"  and  the  consequent 
inability  to  make  prompt  returns,  the  deposits  came  in  as  fast  as  usual.  The 
deposits  of  gold  during  the  first  three  days  amounted  to  25,517  ounces,  equal  to 
8433,800. 

Nov.  26 — (Thursday) — was  observed  generally  as  a  day  of  Thanksgiving.  The 
stores  and  banking  houses  were  all  closed,  and  morning  and  evening  services  were 
performed  at  all  the  churches.  There  was  a  great  demand  in  our  markets  for  tur- 
keys, and  on  Wednesday  morning  they  sold  readily  at  40  cents  per  pound  ;  but  by 
Thursday,  11  o'clock  in  the  morning,  they  commanded  81  per  pound,  at  which  price 
a  great  many  were  sold. 

The  jury,  in  the  case  of  Henry  Bates,  charged  with  plundering  the  State  Treasury,  i 
failed  to  agree.  Before  the  trial,  some  of  the  Sacramento  papers  openly  charged  that  . 
the  jury  was  packed  for  that  purpose. 

Nov.  27. — The  banking  house  of  J.  C.  Palmer,  formerly  Palmer,  Cook  &  Co.,  was 
closed  by  attachments  sued  out  by  J.  H.  Turney  and  M.  G.  Reed,  for  ^36,090. 
Reed  was  Palmer's  book-keeper.  On  each  suit  attachments  were  issued  and  served. 
The  bank  was  closed  by  the  Sheriff,  and  the  keys  taken  possession  of  by  him. 

Nov.  28. — .Judge  Hager,  of  the  Fourth  District  Court,  made  a  decree  in  the  Adams 
&  Co.  case,  ordering  that  $50,000,  in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver,  be  distributed  among 
the  creditors,  and  that  the  Receiver  proceed  at  once  to  settle  up  the  estate  by  prose- 
cuting pending  suits  to  judgment,  and  by  collecting  and  selling  at  auction  all  the  bills 
receivalile,  notes,  etc.,  belonging  to  Adams  &  Co.  The  decree  was  appealed  from  by 
the  first  attaching  creditoi's. 

The  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  has  decided  that  the  steamers  Cortes,  Brother  Jonathari, 
Uncle  Sam  and  Pacific  are  the  property  of  Cornelius  Vanderbilt.  Mr.  Garrison,  through 
his  agents,  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital,  per  month,  for  ten 
months,  from  January  1,  to  October  1,  1857,  was  151 — total  number,  1,510;  deaths 
during  the  same  period,  45.     The  average  monthly  expenses  of  the  Hospital  are  ^3,800. 
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Nov.  29. — In  the  case  of  James  Galbraith  to  the  tract  called  "Bolsa  deTomales," 
five  square  leajrues  in  Marin  county,  in  the  U.  S.  District  Court  a  decree  of  confirma- 
tion was  entered.  In  this  case,  the  jifrant  was  made  in  June,  184C,  after  the  declara- 
tion of  war  between  the  United  States  and  .Mexico,  which  took  place  on  May  19th, 
1846.  There  is  consequently  an  important  question  decided  bv  the  confirmation ; 
that  is,  that  a  grant  made  after  the  declaration  of  war  may  still  be  valid. 

During  the  last  week  in  November,  District-Attorney  Osborne  commenced  suits 
agamst  some  seven  or  eight  huudred  parties  for  non  pavment  of  State  licenses.  In 
such  cases  the  amount  of  license  is  doubled  when  sued  for,  besides  which  *20  is  added 
for  Court  and  lawyer's  fees,  so  that  if  the  original  license  was  $15,  when  collected  by 
suit  the  party  would  be  compelled  to  par  *56. 

December  4.— A  case  that  e.'fcited  great  interest  in  the  communitv  came  on  for 
trial  in  the  Court  of  Sessions.     The  Grand  Jury  had  found  a  true  bill  acrainst  the 
publishers  of  the  Morninri  Call  newspaper,  for  publishing  an  editorial  char^no-  crim- 
inality on  the  part  of  Major  J.  R.  Snyder,  Treasurer  of  the  U.  S.  Branch  Mmt'^in  this 
city.     The  article  was  published  on  the  loth  of  last  September,  and  pronounced  a 
libel,  inasmuch  as  it  charged  Major  Snyder  with  having  proved  faithless  in  his  posi- 
tion ;  with  having  recommended  8zabo  as  successor  of  Ilaraszthy ;  with  connivin.r  at 
the  frauds  of  the  late  Melter  and  Refiner,  etc.     Cols.  Baker  and"  Hart,  with  Distnct- 
Attorney  Osborne  appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  Messrs.  J.  V.  Watson  and  H.  S. 
Love  on  the  part  of  the  defense.     The  case  occupied  two  days,  and  the  principal  wit- 
nesses for  the  prosecution  and  defense  were  persons  connected  with  the  Mint.     In  the 
course  of  the  trial  Mr.  Hempstea.l,  Superintendent,  testified  that  there  was  a  deficiency 
of  8152,000  in  Haraszthy's  accounts;  that  he  had  spoken  to  Haraszthy  concernino-  it 
and  that  officer  told  him  that  some  of  it  went  up  the  chimney  ;  that'he  might  have' 
by  accident,  turned  over  bars  twice;  and   that  employees  under  hiin   miaht   have 
stolen  the  money.     He  always  denied  anv  fraud  on  his'part,  or  the  connivam-e  of  any 
one  else.     Mr.  Hempstead  said  that  "during  the  time  Harazthy  was  in  the  Mint  there 
were  three  settlements ;  the  wastage  on  the  first  settlement  was  about  204  ounces  • 
the  next  one  was  a  bad  settlement,  and  the  last  was  an  awful  one."     After  hearino-  all 
the  evidence,  the  accused  waived  the  opening  address  ;  Col.  Baker,  for  the  prosecu- 
tion, made  an  eloquent  summing  up,  which  was  most  ably  responded  to  by  Mr  Wat- 
son     At  11  o'clock  on  Saturday  night,  the  Court  gave  a  short  but  impartial  cbaree 
and  the  jury  retired,  but  returned  at  12  o'clock,  when,  in  answer  to  the  usual  question' 
the  foreman  said,  "There  is  no  possibility  of  an  agreement  upon  a  verdict."     Judo-e 
Freelon  then  discharged  the  jury  and  the  Court  adjourned,  sine  die.                          " 
Antonio  Orlinski  was  arrested  by  the  police  for  grand  larceny.     On  the  examina- 
tion of  his  eflects  his  trunks  were  found  to  contain  gold  watches,  diamond   jewelry 
silver  ware,  valuable  cases  of  surgical  instruments,  and  other  articles  to  the  amount  of 
ten  or  htteen  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  had  been  stolen  from   our  citizens.     As 
soon  as  the  articles  were  exposed  to  view,  many  of  them  were  recoo-nized  and  claimed 
by  those  from  whom  they  had  been  stolen.     On  Saturday,  Orlinski  was  brought  into 
the  I'ohce  Court,  when  he  was  examined  on  six  ditferent  charges  of  o-rand  larceny 
Ihe  proof  was  clear  against  him,  and  he  was  sent  to  the  Court^f  Ses'lions  for  trial 
on  each  case      Orlinski  was  temporarily  confined  in  the  Station  House,  but  beino-  a 
desperate  villain  was  determined  not  to  remain  there.     By  some  means  ho  had  been 
urnislied  with  a  file,  a  crowbar,  and  a  pair  of  pincers,  and  on  Wednesday  raornin<r 
the  0th  inst.,  about  half  past  three  o'clock,  having  succeeded  in  loosenin<^  one  of  th%' 
wooden  bare  of  his  cell,  he  crept  stealthily  up  behind  oflicer  Moore,  who  was  seated 
by  the  stove,  raised  the  bar  and  inflicted  a  stunning  blow  upon  the  officer's  head 
knocking  hira  to  the  floor  senseless.     He  then  dealt  Bim  two  other  blows  on  the 
head  fracturing  his  skull,  and  left  him  for  dead.     The  villain  then  robbed  the  officer 
ot  X40,  took  the  jail  key  from  his  pocket,  let  himself  out,  and  walked  leisurely  throu-h 
the  rear  of  the  City  Hall.     The  alarm  was  soon  given  and  he  was  followed,  but  made 
good  his  escape.     This  fellow  is  a  Polander  bv  birth,  aged  about  37  years.     He  is  an 
escaped  convict  from  his  own  country,  and  is  said  to  have  served  th'ree  years  in  the 
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penitentiary  in  one  of  the  Eastern  States.  Ho  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  desperate 
scoundrels  we  ever  had  amongst  us.  Orlinski  was  retaicen  at  a  pawnbroker's  on  Com- 
mercial street.  It  apjjears  that  he  had  secreted  himself  among  the  sand  hills  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Court,  and  had  made  several  visits  to  the  City  in  disguise. 

Dec.  7. — Judge  Freelon  delivered  an  opinion  on  the  Kendo  case.  R.  A.  Potter 
had  been  convicted  in  the  Police  Court  under  the  old  law  of  1855  for  playing  the 
gambling  game  of  rondo,  and  fined  100  dollars.  The  case  was  appealed  and  brought 
before  Judge  Freelon  on  a  Habeas  Corpus.  His  Honor  said  that  he  was  satisfied 
there  was  no  repeal  of  the  law  of  1855  as  to  games  of  chance,  and  therefore  the  con- 
viction was  rightly  had.     It  was  ordered  that  the  prisoner  be  remanded  to  custody. 

The  Fireman's  Election,  under  the  Consolidation  Act,  took  place.  There  were  four 
candidates  for  Chief  Engineer — Messrs  Whitney,  Nuttinan,  O'Brien  and  Lane.  The 
contest  was  very  warm  and  exciting  between  the  two  first  named,  and  the  vote  stood 
as  follows  :  F.  E.  II.  Whitney,  400  ;  James  Nuttman,  395  ;  O'Brien,  60 ;  Lane,  55. 
Whitney,  having  a  plurality  of  five  vo^es,  was  elected.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Delegates,  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  Mr.  Nuttman  gave  notice  that  he  should  contest 
the  election.  The  term  of  service  is  three  j'ears.  D.  T.  Van  Orden  was  elected  First 
Assistant,  to  serve  three  years  ;  L.  H.  Robie,  Second  Assistant,  two  years;  and  Cor- 
nelius Walsh,  Third  Assistant,  one  year. 

The  following  named  gentlemen  were  elected  Directors  of  the  Sacramento  Valley 
Railroad  for  the  ensuing  year  : — J.  P.  Crocket,  G.  C.  Johnson,  C.  K.  Goodwin,  Wm. 
Freeborn,  G.  F.  Bragg, Y.  F.  Moss,  J.  B.  Bayerque,  G.  Touchard,  H.  R.  Payson,  W. 
C.  Ralston,  J.  P.  Robinson,  H.  W.  Harkness  and  S.  J.  Field. 

Dec.  9 — Articles  of  Incorporation  were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
in  favor  of  the  San  Francisco  Market  Street  Railroad. 

Dec.  22. — A  dreadful  murder  and  suicide  took  place  at  the  Red  House,  near  the 
Race  Course.  The  proprietor,  Sylvester  Murphy,  aged  27,  a  native  of  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
murdered  a  servant  named  Mary  Ann  McGlynn,  aged  23,  b)'  shooting  her  in  the 
htiad,  and  then  cutting  her  throat ;  afterwards  he  took  his  own  life,  by  inflicting  with 
a  small  knife,  eight  stabs  upon  his  left  breast,  and  also  by  cutting  his  own  throat. 
The  whole  aflair  is  wra])ped  in  mystery. 

Dec.  24. — A  slight  shock  of  earthquake,  was  felt  in  this  city,  about  half  past  ten 
o'clock,  A.  M. 

Dec.  25. — Christmas  Day  was  celebrated  in  an  appropriate  manner.  Ser\'ice  was 
performed  in  the  various  churches  throughout  the  city ;  business  was  suspended,  and 
every  one  gave  themselves  up  to  the  enjoyment  of  merry  Christmas. 

Dec.  31. — Number  of  applications,  in  insolvency,  during  the  year  130,  of  which 
55  were  made  in  the  Fourth  District,  and  75  in  the  Twelfth  District  Court.  The  to- 
tals of  liabilities  are  not  as  large  as  in  the  failures  of  1856,  and  not  near  as  large  as  in 
1855,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  tables : 

In  1855:  Number  of  applications,  197;  liabilities,  $8,371,821;  assets,  $1,516,175;  balance  of 
failure,  $6,861,652. 

In  1856;  Number  of  applications,  146;  liabilities,  $3,401,042;  assets,  $657,908;  balance  of 
failure,  $2,743,134, 

In  1857:  Number  of  applications,  130;  liabilities,  $2,719,497;  assets,  $271,507;  balance  of 
failure,  $2,447,990. 

Number  of  divorce  suits  instituted  in  San  Franci.sco  during  the  year  1857,  106  ;  of 
which  36  were  commenced  in  the  Fourth  District,  and  70  in  the  Twelfth  District 
Court.     In  40  of  these  cases,  decrees  of  divorce  h.ive  already  been  granted. 

The  total  number  of  claims  for  laud  under  Mexican  titles  in  the  Northern  District i 
of  California  is  426,  Of  these,  211  are  finally  settled  in  favor  of  the  claimants. 
These  claims  cover  in  all  2,469,338,  or  upwards  of  11,000  acres  each  on  an  average. 
Of  the  remainder,  72  have  been  finally  rejected  or  dismissed  ;  about  70  are  yet  unde- 
cided, and  the  remainder  have  been  appealed  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

The  amount  of  fines  imposed  by  tlie  Police  Court  for  the  thirteen  months  ending 
this  date  is  §34,686,  of  which  820,560  was  collected. 
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Is  this  departmcDt  of  the  -work  we  propose  to 
give  a  brief  glance  at  the  operations  of  the  differ- 
ent public  institutions,  and  those  private  estab- 
hshments  wliich  arc  deemed  worthy  of  notice, 
with  such  details  connected  therewith  as  we  may 
deem  interesting  to  our  readers. 

Education  and  the  Public  Schools. 

Most  fortunately  for  her  own  interests  as  well 
as  for  the  permanicnt  good  of  tlio  wliole  State, 
San  Francisco  from  an  early  period  in  her  history, 
as  an  American  community,  has  extended  a  fos- 
tering care  to  the  cause  of  free  schools,  and  has 
to  the  fullest  extent  provided  tho  means  of  in- 
struction for  the  children  of  every  citizen.  No 
institution  within  her  limits  has  received  greater 
or  more  zealous  attention  ;  none  has  been  more 
liberally  and  faithfully  sustained.  This  is  as 
it  should  have  been,  as  w?  hope  hereafter,  may 
ever  be  the  case.  That  our  Public  Scliools  form 
the  basis  upon  which  securely  rests  our  nation's 
present  greatness,  and  depend  our  future  na- 
tional permanence;  and  progress  and  improve- 
ment is  not  merely  a  well  rounded,  euphonious 
sentence,  but  one  which  expresses  a  substantial 
fact. 

When  in  1849,  there  rushed  to  these  shores 
the  busy  throng  of  eager  and  restless  adventu- 
rers, impatient  in  the  pursuit  of  fortune,  fame,  or 
pleasure:  liappily  for  San  Francisco,  there  came 
also  others  having  a  more  abiding  interest  in  her 
■welfare;  a  higher  object  of  pursuit,  than  those 
impelled  by  a  mere  onobling  ambition.  And  when 
the  exciting  clatter  of  a  thousand  hammers  re- 
echoed from  every  hill  side,  and  San  Francisco,  as 
if  by  magic,  was  hastening  into  a  real  existence; 
these  were  busily,  unobtrusively,  yet  perseve- 
ringly  employed  in  giving  her  a  moral  and  social 
li/e,  rt'hich  has  signally  elevated  her  charfvcter; 
but  which,  as  we  trust,  will  hereafter  grow  with 
her  growth,  and  strengthen  with  her  strength 
till  they  shall  ripen  into  those  graceful  propor- 
tions of  a  moral  and  social  society  which  shall 
render  her  the  pride,  and  endearing  home  of  al] 
her  citizens. 

Prominent  among  the  early /rienrfj  of  San  Fran- 


cisco were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Polton,  who,  as  it 
appears,  left  Boston,  Mass.,  in  the  early  part  of 
1849;  and  (strange  as  it  then  appeared  to  those 
unacquainted  with  them,  or  the  real  motives  that 
prompted  their  acts)  with  the  object,  of  establish- 
ing here  on  tho  far  off  shores  of  the  Pacific,  a  free 
Public  School  on  the  New  England  plan. 

HISTORY   OF  THE   FIRST  PUBLIC  SCHOOL. 

Arriving  in  San  Francisco  in  the  autumn  of 
1 849,  Mr.  Pelton  immediately  made  preparations 
for  carrying  out  his  cherished  object.  ■  He  soon 
found  friends,  and  through  them  secured  the  free 
use  of  the  Baptist  Chapel,  then  standing  on  Wash- 
ington street  near  Stockton,  (and  still  occupied 
by  the  Primary  Department  of  the  original 
School;)  and  on  tho  2Gth  December,  1849,  three 
children  having  been  gathered,  the  first  Public 
Free  School  in  this  City,  or  indeed  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  was  accordingly  commenced.  This  School 
was  continued  free  to  pupils  from  the  first,  and 
was  sustained  several  months  entirely  by  the  vol- 
untary and  gratuitous  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Pelton,  aided,  in  paying  the  incidental  expenses 
of  the  School,  and  procuring  the  services  of  extra 
teachers,  who  were  soon  required,  by  the  contri- 
butions of  citizens  who  had  become  interested,  in 
what  had  at  first  appeared  to  them  an  enterprise 
as  strange  as  it  was  new.  The  names  of  those  con- 
tributors having  been  preserved,  we  take  pleasure 
in  giving  them  a  permanent  place  in  the  record  of 
early  benefactors  of  San  Francisco :

On  or  about  the  first  of  April,  1850,  the  School 
had  greatly  increased  in  number,  and  in  every 
way  prospered  beyond  the  expectations  of  its  most 
sanguine  friends.  It  had  beoorao  an  ornament  to 
the  City,  a  blessing  to  the  children  and  youth, 
tlicn  rapidly  gathering  in  from  every  habitable 
part  of  the  globe.  It  was  appreciated  and  referred 
to  with  pride  and  satisfaction  by  San  Franciscans, 
who  had  now  commenced  to  feel  some  interest 
in  her,  other  than  felt  for  a  place  only  of  business 
and  turmoil,  the  field  of  adventure;  for  there 
were  those  there,  who  thought  to  make  here  a 
future  homo  for  themselves  and  for  their  children  ; 
accordingly,  the  Ayuntamiento  or  City  Council, 
adopted  the  School  then  formed,  (by  ordinance 
passed  April  10th,  1850),  and  undertook  its  sup- 
port as  a  free  Public  School,  employing  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Pelton,  to  continue  it  at  a  nominal  salary  of 
$500  per  mouth,  for  the  services  of  both,  and  by 
them  it  was  taught  till  the  fall  of  1851,  (uninter- 
rupted except  by  occasional  fires  and  short  vaca- 
tions) ;  when,  to  meet  the  then  greatly  increased 
demands  of  the  youth  of  the  City,  a  new  School 
ordinance  was  matured  and  adopted,  (not  differing 
materially  from  the  one  now  in  force),  and  a  new 
Board  of  Education  and  Superintendent  elected. 
Under  this  new  Board  of  Education,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  the  new  ordinance,  the  following 
Schools  were  organized,  viz. : 

No.  1.  Washington  Street  School,  now  Powell 

Street established  Dec.    1849. 

No.  2.  Denman  Grammar  "  Sept.  1851. 
No.  3.  Riucon  "  "        Jan.    1852. 

No.  4.  Spring  Valley  "  "         Feb.    1852. 

No.  5.  Union  Street  "  "        June,  1852. 

The  history  of  our  Public  School  Department 
from  this  period  (1853)  to  the  present  time  is  not 
without  great  interest ;  but  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances connected  therewith  being  within  the  re- 
collection of  most  of  our  present  citizens,  no  more 
than  a  cursory  glance  will  be  expected  from  us 
to  complete  this  sketch,  which  up  to  this  time  has 
been  dwelt  upon  somewhat  in  detail. 

EESOUBCES. 

Our  Public  Schools  are  supported  partly  by  a 
special  School-tax,  and  partly  by  semi-annual 
appropriations  of  State  School  Funds.  The 
School-tax  this  year  is  thirty-five  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  assessment.  From  this 
source  about  $100,000  should  be  realized.  The 
appropriations  from  State  funds  now  amount  an- 


nually to  about  $10,000.  These  united  sources, 
therefore,  should  yield  an  annual  fund  of  about 
$110,000  00.  Should  this  entire  sum  be  real- 
ized, it  will  be  no  more  than  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  to  be  made  upon  it  during  the  com- 
ing year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  state- 
ment of  ordinary  expenditures  and  debts  of  the 
Department : 

Monthly  Expenditures  are — for  salaries  of  twelve 
male  Teachers,  whose  salaries  are  from  $125 
to  $208  per  month,  and  fifty  female  Teachers, 
whose  salaries  are  from  $50  to  $125  per  month, 

about $6,500 

Monthly  rents 1,000 

Janitorial  service,  water,  fuel,  etc 500 

Total  expense  of  Dcp't  per  mo.  about  $8,000 
or,  about  $80,000  per  annum  for  ten  mouths' 
session. 

The  following  exhibits  the  cost  of  education 
per  pupil  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City :

There  must  also  be  satisfied  from  the  School 
funds  of  the  coming  year,  the  unpaid  bills  on  last 
year's  account,  amounting  to  nearly  $15,000;  and 
unless  legislation  be  had  during  the  approaching 
session  of  the  Legislature,  for  the  relief  of  the 
School  fund,  the  further  sum  of  $4,200  must  be 
drawn  therefrom  to  pay  the  interest  on  $60,000 
of  School  Bonds  issued  in  1854,  for  the  building 
of  School-houses.  We  find,  therefore,  that  not- 
withstanding the  liberal  provisions  which  have 
been  made,  there  are  demands  to  be  made  upon 
the  School  moneys  during  the  coming  year,  which 
even  though  the  strictest  economy  be  exercised, 
will  be  quite  equal  to  the  largest  amount  that  can 
be  expected  to  be  placed  to  its  credit;  but,  should 
there  be  a  deficiency  in  the  legitimate  funds  of 
the  Department,  we  presume  our  Scliool  officers, 
as  heretofore,  will  bo  found  equal  to  the  emer- 
gency. It  is  gratifying  to  note,  that  though  pay- 
ments of  Teachers'  salaries  have  sometimes,  and 
too  frequently  heretofore,  been  long  delayed,  they 
have  always  been  finally  provided  for.

THE    CHILDREN. 

It  has  always  been  claimed  by  the  friends  of 
our  Public  Schools,  that,  in  general  intelligence, 
capacity  and  talent,  the  pupils  found  in  them 
were  unequaled  Ijy  those  to  be  met  elsewhere,  in 
this  or  any  other  State.  The  recent  examinations 
were  auspicious  occasions  for  the  pupils  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  this  City.  By  the  very  large 
number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  gave  them- 
selves the  pleasure  of  listening  to  and  witnessing 
those  interesting  rehearsals,  it  was  conceded  that 
the  pupils  are  not  only  all  that  has  been  claimed 
for  them,  but,  without  dissent,  it  was  acknowl- 
edged that  no  better  Schools  are  to  be  found  in 
the  City,  or  in  fact  desired,  than  are  our  Public 
Schools  as  they  are  or  as  they  7nay  be  conducted. 

We  cannot  do  better  in  expressing  our  ideas 
of  the  oliildren  generally  of  the  Public  Schools  as 
they  have  appeared  to  us  at  our  recent  visits, 
than  to  quote  the  following  remark  upon  the  sub- 
ject recently  made  by  a  careful  observer  and  ex- 
perienced teacher.  She  says  : — "  One  peculiar 
feature  to  be  marked  in  the  children  attending 
these  Schools  is  their  healthful  appearance.  Their 
robust  proportions,  clear  complexions,  and  excess 
of  animal  spirits,  give  full  evidence  that  the  bra- 
cing climate  of  San  Francisco  is  highly  favorable 
to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  physical 
nature  of  children ;  and  if  properly  trained,  the 
mind,  from  very  sympathy,  must  be  susceptible 
of  large  culture,  giving  fair  promise  for  the  future 
of  California.  Perhaps  in  no  city  in  any  part  of 
the  world  are  there  children  brought  together 
with  such  diversity  of  habits,  creeds,  thouglits 
and  feelings,  but  with  the  ready  adaptation  and 
quick  assimilation  of  childhood  these  destructive 
traits  gradually  pass  away;  they  catch  the  im- 
press of  the  prevailing  tone,  and  when  they  enter 
upon  the  responsible  duties  of  life,  will  prove 
themselves  Americans  in  heart  and  Americans  in 
action.  All  ranks  in  society  send  their  children 
to  these  Schools ;  hence,  if  for  no  other  reason, 
they  should  be  exalted  to  the  highest  point  of 
excellence,  that  the  rich  and  the  poor  may  alike 
•  Not  Including  those  of  the  Night  School. 


draw  their  intellectual  sustenance  from  the  same 
fountain.  How  important,  then,  that  the  teachers 
should  bo  experienced,  competent  and  responsi- 
ble, that  the  instruction  imparted  be  solid  and 
practical,  and  that  morality  and  refinement  here 
find  a  place." 

THE   TEACHERS* 

In  our  Public  Schools  as  a  general  rule,  have 
been  sucli  teachers  as  have  given  character  to 
their  Schools  and  to  the  Department,  and  dignity 
to  their  profession ;  such  as  have  deservedly  com- 
manded and  obtained  the  confidence  of  pupils, 
patrons,  and  the  public  generally.  May  the  high 
character  of  the  present  corps  long  bo  sustained.

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SCHOOL  OFFICEBS. 

The  oflDcers  of  the  School  Department  consist 
of  one  School  Director,  elected  in  alternate  dis- 
tricts once  in  two  years,  (tlio  Directors  conse- 
quently holding  office  during  two  years),  and  a 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  elected  once  in  two 
years,  at  the  general  elections,  and  a  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  (the  Superintendent 
acting  in  that  capacity  by  virtue  of  his  office.) 
San  Francisco  has  always  been  extremely  for- 
» tunate  in  the  choice  of  officers,  elected  to  take 
the  care  and  management  of  her  greatest  trea- 
sures. 

Under  the  circumstances  attending  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  first  School  in  1849— and  not  less 
under  those  attending  the  re-organization  of  the 
Schools  in  1852,  nothing  but  true  zeal  and  a  de- 
votion to  their  interests  could  have  overcome  the 
difficulties  that  opposed  their  progress.  Neither 
of  these  requisites  were  wanting  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Pelton,  who  gave  the  Schools  their  first  exis- 
tence., or  Mr.  T.  J.  Nevins,  who  succeeded  him. 
A  Board  of  faithful  and  zealous  friends  of 
Education  succeeded  that]  which  was  joined 
with  and  assisted  Mr.  Nevins,  with  Mr.  O'Grady 
as  Superintendent,  and  Mayor  Garrison  as  Presi- 
dent. By  this  Board  much  was  done,  and  more 
attempted ;  and  except  for  the  unfortunate  loca- 
tion of  one  or  two  fine  School  Houses  they  would 
have  now  very  much  to  look  back  upon  with 
pride  and  pleasure.  Much  progress  was  made 
by  the  Schools  under  their  administation.  Of 
the  succeeding  Board  Mayor  Webb  was  Presi- 
dent ;  in  him  the  Board  had  a  dignified  officer  and 
the  teachers  a  kind  and  safe  adviser.  The  next 
Board  was  organized  with  Mayor  Van  Ness  as 
President.  Though,  during  his  term  he  was  con- 
stantly oppressed,  sometimes  well  nigh  over- 
whelmed by  an  accumulation  of  varied  and  per- 
plexing duties,  sufficient  to  completely  overcome 
almost  any  man,  he,  nevertheless,  evinced  a  deep 
and  continued  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Schools:  Dr.  E.  A.  Theller  was  Superintendent. 
The  great  act  of  this  Board  during  the  year, 
the  one  which  alone  should  entitle  it  to  the  un- 
ceasing gratitude  of  every  friend  of  Education, 
was  the  harmoniously  uniting  of  the  two  sets  of 
Schools,  (called  the  Ward  and  City  Schools,) 
which  had  existed  for  several  years  dividing, 
rather  than  concentrating  the  efforts  of  their  res- 
pective friends  and  advocates. 

We  have  now  come  to  the  Board  of  last  year. 
This  was  the  first  organized  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Consolidation  Act     J.  C.  Pelton,  County 


Superintenent,  became  City  and  County  Superin- 
tendent. Mr.  H.  B.  Janes  was  chosen  President, 
and  acted  as  such  till  the  election  of  1856.  The 
Board  was  then  re-organized,  by  the  choice  of 
Wm.  Sherman,  Esq.,  as  President,  and  George 
Taitc,  Esq.,  Secretary,  pro  tern. 

The  facts  connected  with  the  operations  and 
efforts  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  last  year,  are 
doubtless,  too  fresh  in  the  mind  of  every  one,  to 
render  it  necessary  for  us  to  more  than  remark, 
that  though  encompassed  by  many  difficulties 
and  by  constant  embarrassments  and  annoyances, 
the  schools,  by  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Pelton,  the 
Superintendent,  united  with  those  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  were  enabled  to  overcome,  and 
safely  surmount  every  obstacle  that  presented  it- 
self to  their  continuance,  now  to  bo  permitted  to 
enjoy  a  more  propitious  day. 

The  schools  are  now  as  they  have  heretofore 
been,  in  safe  and  able  hands.  For  President  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  a  better  choice  could 
scarcely  be  made  than  Wm.  Sherman,  ]':sq.  His 
long  experience  in  connection  with  the  schools 
of  this  city,  his  untiring  zeal,  and  known  devotion 
to  their  interests,  well  fit  him  for  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  responsible  position,  and  en- 
title him  to  the  confidence  of  parents,  teachers 
and  pupils,  which  we  believe  he  fully  enjoys. 

Mr.  Janes  has  long  manifested  a  deep  interest 
in  the  cause  of  education  in  this  city.  Having 
bad  much  experience  in  connection  with  schools 
and  a  practical  acquaintance  with  teaching,  much 
may,  no  doubt,  be  expected  of  him  during  the 
ensuing  two  years. 

As  a  part  of  the  system,  the  Board  should  es- 
tablish a  Normal  School,  which  should  be  atten- 
ded weekly  by  the  Teachers  and  others  interested 
in  the  subject  of  education.  If  properly  conducted 
it  would  soon  become  a  useful  adjunct  to  the 
Department,  and  tend  to  the  mutual  improvement 
of  the  Teachers,  the  elevation  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  Department,  and  dignity  of  their 
profession. 

To  the  arduous  labors  of  the  Board  of  Education 
the  Department  is  indebted  for  much  of  its  ef- 
ficiency. The  citizens  will  gratefully  remember 
these  gentlemen,  who  have  devoted  so  much 
time  and  labor  without  fee  or  hope  of  reward. 

Wo  have  seldom  seen  gathered  into  so  small 
a  space  so  much  valuable  information  as  is  con- 
tained in  the  following  tabular  exhibit  of  the 
Schools,  which,  from  the  great  value  of  the  sta- 
tistics it  contains,  we  take  the  liberty  of  intro- 
ducing from  the  late  report  of  Superintendent 
Pelton.     From  this  table  can  be  obtained,  at  a 
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glance,  a  "bird's  eyo  view"  of  the  School  Depart- 
meut.  from  its  origin — the  organization  of  tiie  lirst 
School — to  tho  present  time — and  through  it  the 
general  progress  of  the  City. 
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In  closing  our  remarks  on  this  subject,  Tire 
earnestly  desire  to  impress  upon  citizens  the 
great  importance  of  [the  Night  School.  It  is 
ably  conducted  and  well  attended,  and  while  it 
is  an  object  of  especial  interest  and  benefit  to 
t'  ■  youth  of  tha_city,  it  should  receive  the  fos- 
i  .  ng  support  and  countenance  of  the  citizens. 
Gentlemen  of  standing,  fathers  and  guardians. 


should  make  it  a  point  to  visit  it,  and  thus  hold 
up  tho  hands  of  the  Teachers,  and  cheer  on  the 
Board  in  their  most  commendable  eflbrts  to  ex- 
tend the  benefits  of  education  to  an  important 
class,  who  otherwise  would  be  in  a  great  degree 
debarred  from  the  advantages  of  Schools. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  commencing 
with  one  School  in  1849,  wo  now  have  fifteen, 
or,  as  now  classified,  26;  that  from  obc  the  num- 
ber of  Teachers  has  increased  to  sixty-fivo  or  sev- 
enty ;  that,  though  the  first  School  at  commence- 
ment numbered  but  three  pupils,  the  short  period 
of  seven  years  has  increased  that  number  till  we 
have  in  daily  attendance  in  the  Public  Schools 
nearly  three  thousand  pupils  1 1  These  statistics 
are  of  an  interesting  character,  and  we  commend 
them  to  the  perusal  of  all  citizens  interested  in 
School  affairs. 

PRIVATE   SCHOOLS. 

San  Francisco  is  not  only  fortunate  in  the  pos- 
session of  her  excellent  public  schools,  and  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  blessings,  but  she  has 
also  many  flourishing  private  institutions  of  a 
deservedly  high  character.  We  note  the  follow- 
ing which  have  come  under  our  notice  : 

SAX  FEANCISCO  COLLEGE. 

Commenced  in  March,  1854,  as  the  Trinity 
High  School,  aud  was  in  June  of  this  year  organ- 
ized on  its  present  basis,  supplying  a  necessity, 
to  wit :  an  institution  where  an  University  edu- 
cation con  bo  obtained,  contiguous  to  the  city, 
and  free  from  any  sectarian  associations.  "  The 
College  and  College  School  are  situated  on  Bush, 
between  Mason  and  Taylor  Streets,  on  a  planked 
road,  easy  of  access  from  the  city,  on  an  eminence 
commanding  an  extensive  view  of  the  surround- 
ing country."  The  dwelling  house  is  commodi- 
ous, affording  [ample  accommodation  for  such 
students  as  board  at  tho  College,  with  suitable 
conveniences  and  comforts.  A  play-ground  in- 
closing two  fifty-vara  lots  is  attached  to  the 
College,  with  a  gymnasium,  etc.  The  sessions 
are  half-yearly,  commencing  on  the  fifteenth  of 
May  and  fifteenth  of  November,  and  containing 
five  mouths  each — with  a  recess  of  two  weeks  at 
Christmas.  Terms  of  tuition,  with  board,  $40  to 
$C0  per  month,  payable  quarterly  in  advance; 
day  scholars,  $7  50  to  $15  per  month.  There 
are  about  seventy-five  students  in  attendance. 
The  course  of  studies  in  the  several  divisions  in- 
cludes the  ordinary  English  branches,  Latin, 
Greek,  modern  languages,  mathematics,  drawing, 
painting,  music,  etc.    There  is  a  well  selected  li. 
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brary,  and  the  raost  complete  act  of  iiliilosophical 
apparatus  in  the  State,  and  a  globe  seven  and  a 
liali  feet  in  diameter, 

SAX   FUAKCISCO   FEMALE    INSTITUTE. 

In  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Shepherd  and  Lady. 
This  school  was  opened  with  the  express  design 
of  establishing  in  San  Francisco  a  permanent 
institution,  whore  advantages  for  a  thorough 
and  complete  education  should  remove  all  neces- 
sity or  desire,  on  tho  part  of  parents,  for  seud- 
^  ing  their  daughters  to  any  Eastern  school.  It 
has  been  in  successful  operation  since  the  early 
part  of  1855.  Under  the  experienced  Principal, 
aided  by  his  accomplished  lady  and  the  well 
qualified  instructors  in  the  several  branches,  a 
finished  female  education  can  be  here  obtained. 

HEBREW  SCHOOL. 

At  the  Emanuel  Synagogue,  Broadway,  be- 
tween Powell  and  Mason  Streets,  a  school  is 
taught  One  hundred  pupils  in  attendance.  Mr. 
Levy,  Principal.  There  is  also  a  school  at  the 
Synagogue  of  the  Shireth  Israel,  Stockton  street, 
near  Broadway.  Eev.  H.  A.  Henry,  Principal. 
About  thirty  pupils  in  attendance. 

ST.  mart's  female  institute. 

Under  the  care  and  management  of  Rev.  Pr. 
Ver  Mehr  and  lady.  Situated  corner  of  Powell 
and  Geary  streets.  Few  schools  of  this  class 
sustain  a  higher  character  for  tlie  thorough  and 
finished  education  given  those  attending,  and 
the  high  moral  influence  imparted  to  all  con- 
nected with  the  institution,  thau  does  the  school 
in  question. 

The  course  of  study  includes  all  those  com- 
mon English  and  advanced  branches  necessary 
to  a  complete  system  of  education ;  also  drawing, 
painting,  music,  etc. 

The  Institute  is  now  in  a  highly  flourishing 
condition,  now  numbering  in  attendance  about 
sixty  young  ladies.  Those  who  elect  are  accom- 
modated with  board  in  the  family  of  the  Princi- 
pal, Dr.  Yer  ilehr,  a  desirable  home  indeed  for 
young  ladies  absent  from  the  parental  roof. 

Beside  the  schools,  public  and  private,  that  we 
have  enumerated,  there  are  a  number  of  others 
— male  and  female.  Catholic  and  Protestant — of 
which  we  can  furnish  no  particulars;  as  their 
conductors  have  either  failed  to  respond  to  our 
inquiries,  or  we  have  overlooked  them.  But  the 
facts  shown  demonstrate  conclusively,  that  while 
the  facilities  for  obtaining  a  finished  classical 
education  in  San  Francisco  are  second  to  but 
few  cities  in  the  Union,  the  means  aQbrded  for 


good  common  school  instruction  are  superior  to 
most. 

Religion — Chnixhcs. 

The  spirit  manifested  during  the  past  year  in 
the  erection  of\  new  and  appropriate  houses  of 
public  worship  and  the  improvements  of  numer- 
ous others,  afford  the  best  evidence  of  the  res- 
pect the  people  of  San  Francisco  have  for  religion. 
The  new  Baptist  Church  on  Washington  street, 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $30,000,  and  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  on  Stockton  street,  now  being 
finished,  are  spacious  buildings,  and  well  adapted 
to  the  holy  purposes  to  which  they  are  dedi- 
cated. The  St.  Mary's  Cathedral,  now  in  a  state 
of  completion,  is  the  most  extensive  and  im- 
posing church  edifice  in  the  State. 

For  a  historical  sketch  of  the  organization  of 
the  several  congregations  of  tliis  city,  and  the 
operations  of  the  different  religious  associations, 
our  readers  are  referred  to  the  Appendix,  page 
373,  wliich  will  be  found  complete  and  worthy 
of  attention. 

Religions  and  Benevolent  Societies* 

The  number  of  these  associations  have  greatly 
increased  during  the  year  just  passed.  The  lib- 
eral spirit  manifested  by  our  citizens  towards 
these  important  public  institutions,  evince  a 
noble  and  proper  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of 
the  directors  in  relieving  the  destitute  and  the 
needy.  The  numerous  list  of  associations  of 
tliis  ch.iracter  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  and 
the  operations  of  each  therein  detailed,  are  the 
best  evidences  of  their  efficiency  and  the  fidelity 
of  those  benevolent  citizens  under  whose  super- 
intendence they  are  placed. 

SUSDAT  schools. 

The  Sabbath  Schools  connected  with  the 
different  churches  are  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition.  We  are  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of 
J.  F.  Laradin,  Esq.,  the  Secretary,  for  the  fol- 
lowing statement  of  the  operations  of  the 

San  Francisco  Sabbath  School  Union. — The 
Union  was  re-organized  May  1S57. 

The  anniversary  was  held  on  the  14th  June, 
1857,  at  the  First  Congregational  Church,  when 
reports  were  read  by  the  Secretary  from  the  diff- 
erent schools,  showing  them  to  be  in  a  very  en- 
couraging state.  A  number  of  conversions  had 
taken  place  during  the  year,  and  a  religious  feel- 
ing pervading  the  schools  which  gave  promise  of 
a  still  more  encouraging  result  from  the  labors 
of  the  ensuing  year.  But  few  deaths  were  re- 
ported to  have  occurred  in  all  the  schools  the 
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past  year,  which  was  a  cause  sufficient  to  call 
forth  the  liveliest  emotions  of  gratitude  to  Him 
who  is  the   Author  of  all  gooil.     For  list  of 
ofiScers  of  the  Union,  see  page  377.

Masonic  and  Odd  Fello'wa. 

The  dilVerent  associations  connected  with  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  and  the  I.  0.  of  Odd  Fellows, 
are  represented  to  be  in  a  very  prosperous  state. 
The  Fraternity  of  F.  and  A.  M.  have  dispensed 
during  the  year  1857,  up  to  the  Ist  of  Decem- 
ber, the  sum  of  $3,000.  The  sura  dispensed  by 
individual  Lodges,  during  the  same  period, 
amounts  to  $1,500.  The  Board  of  Relief  are  at 
present  contributing  to  the  support  of  five  wi- 
dows and  fourteen  orphans  of  deceased  members. 

In  the  dispensing  of  charities,  each  Lodge 
supports  its  own  infirm  or  indigent  members, 
buries  deceased  members,  and  provides  for  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and,,  in  addition  thereto, 
contributes  to  the  general  relief  fund,  to  be  dis- 
pensed by  the  Board  of  Relief,  in  aid  of  members 
of  the  Order  who  are  strangers,  and  in  support 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  members. 

The  amount  contributed  by  the  individual 
Lodges  to  the  Board  of  Relief,  is  ten  cents  per 
month  for  each  member,  and  $5  for  each  degree 
conferred.

Asswoclatlons,  Literary,  Protective,  etc. 

For  a  description  of  the  dilTereut  Associations, 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  Appendix,  page 
37T,  in  which  will  be  found  the  officers  and  ope- 
rations of  each  during  the  past  year.  The  pro- 
gress made  by  many  of  these  Associations,  re- 
flects credit  upon  the  members  tlioreof,  and 
worthy  of  the  liberality  so  generously  exhibited 
in  their  support. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
Franklin  E.  R.  Whitney,  of  October  1,  1857, 
represents  the  Department  in  a  high  state 
of  efficiency  and  prosperity.  From  it  we  find 
that  there  at  present  1,037  members  of  the 
Fire  Department — divided  into  fourteen  engine 
and  three  hook-and-ladder  companies.  For  their 
accommodation  there  are  sixteen  houses,  and 
one  in  the  course  of  completion ;  and  for  their 
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use,  fourteen  fire-engines,  fourteen  hose  car- 
riages, and  three  hook-and-ladder  trucks.  There 
are  in  the  city  sixty-one  cisterns,  capable  of 
holding  1,648,900  gallons  of  water — many  of 
them  substantially  built  of  brick  and  cement. 
Since  December,  1856,  there  have  been  one 
hundred  and  four  fires,  and  nine  false  alarms — 
out  of  the  fires  only  fifty  were  such  as  caused 
loss.  The  total  amount  of  the  losses  by  fire 
since  the  date  mentioned,  is  $108,250. 

We  refer  our  readers  -to  the  Appendix,  page 
363,  for  a  complete  description  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  tliis  important  branch  of  the  public  ser- 
vice, in  which  will  be  found  a  mass  of  informa- 
tion concerning  the  different  companies,  useful 
to  its  members,  and  interesting  to  every  citizen. 

Review  of  Industrial  Enterprises. 

The  Business  Directory,  published  in  the  pres- 
ent volume,  will  best  exhibit  the  progress  al- 
ready made  in  the  different  branches  of  Mechan- 
ical industry  in  this  city.  We  propose  in  this  re- 
view to  make  a  brief  reference  to  a  few  of  the 
most  Important  branches  and  to  exhibit  some 
very  interesting  statistics  collected  during  the 
progress  of  our  labors. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  SUGAR  REFINERY. 

This  establishment  is  owned  by  a'company  of 
San  Francisco  and  New  York  merchants,  organ- 
ized by  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  The 
works  of  the  company  are  located  in  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  they  are  of  the  most  extensive 
character,  and  of  a  capacity  sufficient  to  supply 
the  entire  consumption  of  sugar  in  this  State. 
The  main  building  is  seventy-five  feet  in  width, 
by  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  feet  in  length, 
and  five  stories  high;  several  small  buildings 
are  attached  for  the  prosecution  of  the  different 
branches  connected  with  the  refinery. 

The  raw  material  consumed  at  these  works  is 
obtained  from  Manilla,  Batavia  and  other  Islands 
of  the  Pacific,  and  a  line  of  clipper  barks  is  now 
employed  in  maintaining  a  regular  supply  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  company. 

It  is  estimated,  that  four  hundred  tons  of  su- 
gar and  twenty  thousand  gallons  of  syrup  per 
month  can  be  manufactured  at  these  works.  The 
number  of  hands  employed  is  one  hundred  and 
fifty.  Cost  of  building  and  grounds,  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  CORDAGE   AND    OAKUM    MANU- 
FACTORY. 
The  Works  are  located  in  the  vicinity  of  San 
Francisco.    This  enterprise  was  -commenced  in 


April,  1856,  since  which  time  tlie  operations  oQ 
the  company  have  been  successful. 

The  buildings  connected  with  the  works  are 
of  the  most  extensive  and  permanent  character. 
The  main  structure  occupied  as  the  rope-walk, 
is  one  thousand  feet  in  length,  and  the  spinning 
factory  is  one  hundred  by  forty  feet  in  length. 

The  consumption  of  the  raw  material  is  about 
four  thousand  pounds  of  hemp  and  three  thousand 
pounds  of  oakum  per  day,  which  is  obtained  from 
Manilla,  and  arrangements  have  been  completed 
for  regular  shipments  thereof  until  California  shall 
be  able  to  furnish  the  same  from  the  products  of 
her  own  soil. 

The  enterprising  projectors  of  this  establish- 
ment have  made  arrangements  for  the  impor- 
tation of  seed  from  Manilla  to  test  the  capacity 
of  the  soil  of  California  for  the  production  of 
hemp,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  article 
should  not  be  produced  here  in  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  supply  not  only  the  home  consumption, 
but  a  share  of  the  demand  existing  abroad. 

PACIFIC   M.\TCn  MANUFACTORY. 

Theses  works,  recently  erected  by  a  company 
of  practical  workmen,  are  located  on  the  corner 
of  Brannan  and  Johnston  streets.  The  machine- 
ry employed  is  of  the  most  improved  construction, 
and  is  believed  to  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  sup- 
ply the  entire  consumption  of  matches  iu  this 
State.  The  capacity  of  the  works  are  about  one 
hundred  gross  of  matches  per  day,  which  can  be 
increased  whenever  the  demand  requires  it. 
CALIFOENIA  METALLUEGICAL  WOEKS. 

These  Works,  situated  on  Harris  near  Bran- 
nan  street,  have  been  in  successfiil  operation  dur- 
ing the  past  eighteen  months.  They  are  both 
extensive  and  admirably  adapted  for  the  assay- 
ing of  different  descriptions  of  ore,  and  especially 
for  the  extraction  of  gold  from  the  taiUngs  of 
Quartz  mills. 

During  fifteen  of  the  eighteen  months  these 
Works  have  been  in  operation,  but  one  furnace 
was  used  ;  during  the  last  three  months,  two 
have  been  employed.  The  aggregate  amount  of 
gold  extracted  from  quartz  tailings  and  ores  dur- 
ing this  period,  is  $150,000.  The  whole  of  this 
sum  may  be  considered  clear  gain,  and  as  two- 
thirds,  or  $100,000,  were  paid  to  the  owners  of 
quartz  leads,  who  have  invested  their  money,  as 
a  general  thmg,  in  this  State,  the  item  becomes 
of  considerable  importance.  About  $50,000  have 
been  taken  firom  sweepings,  polishiugs,  cinders 
from  assay  offices,  etc. ;  and  of  this  amount  two- 
thirds,  or  $33,333  00,  have  been  paid  to  the  par- 
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ties  from  whom  Iho  material  was  obtained.  Tho 
entire  cost  of  these  Works  is  $150,000,  and  fur- 
nish employment  to  sixteen  persous.  The  agents 
of  these  Works  are  Wass,  Uznay  &  Warwick." 

ECKEKA   UEFINEUY. 

The  Kureka  Gold  and  Silver  Refinery  is  situ- 
ated on  the  corner  of  Brannan  and  Harris  streets. 

The  building— a  substantial  brick  structure, 
one  story  in  hight,  and  sixty  feet  in  width  by 
one  hundred  and  thirty  in  length— togetlier  with 
the  various  implements  in  use,  represents  a  per- 
manently invested  capital  of  about  $60,000.  Em- 
ployment is  furnished  to  an  average  of  from  twen- 
tj'-fivo  to  thirty  persons.  Operations  were  com- 
menced at  tho  Refinery  on  tho  14tli  of  last 
Marcli,  and  continued  until  August  8th,  when 
thoy  were  temporarily  suspended.  Since  that 
time  the  facilities  have  been  greatly  increased, 
and  in  February  or  March  next  tho  business  will 
be  resumed.  The  Refinery  has  a  capacity  equal 
to  the  refining  of  twenty  thousand  ounces  of  gold 
per  day,  or,  at  817  per  ounce,  $340,000.  The 
amount  refined  during  the  period  it  was  in  ope- 
ration, was  equal  to  $10,000,000.  Messrs.  Jusih 
A  Hunter  are  tho  proprietors. 

One  laudable  feature  in  the  management  of 
this  establishment  is,  that  all  gold  deposited  is 
returned  to  the  depositors  in  American  coin.  By 
au  arrangement  with  the  Mint  in  this  City,  this 
desirable  result  has  been  readied,  and  the  finan- 
cial evils  consequent  upon  the  issuance  of  private 
coin  avoided." 

CHEMICAL  WORKS. 

The  San  Francisco  Chemical  Works  are  located 
near  the  Mission  Dolores ;  F.\rmii:r,  Cuase  &  Co., 
proprietors.  These  Works  have  been  success- 
fully employed  for  the  past  three  years  in  the 
manufacture  of  Acids.  The  average  number  of 
persons  employed  is  fourteen,  and  tho  amount  of 
Acids  disposed  of  during  the  past  year  amounted 
to  over  $100,000. 

IRON  FOUNDRIES. 

The  various  establishments  of  this  character 
are  numerous  and  extensive.  They  are  five  in 
Qumber — Union,  Pacific,  Vulcan,  Sutter  and  Ful- 
ton— employing,  in  the  aggregate,  nearly  four 
[lundred  men. 

Union  Iron  Works.— The  present  proprietor,  Mr.  Peter 
Donahue,  with  his  brothers,  are  well  known  among  tho 
most  entcrpriHiDg  aod  succcssrul  uf  tlie  busiui-Hd  muu  of 
3an  Franot^co.  Commencing  in  1S49  in  a  small  way  as 
[)]aiek8mithB  and  machini8t8,  they  coDtinueil  to  enlarge 
their  works  as  their  capital  justifled,  and  the  businesa  of 
the  city  rt'ijuired,  until  they  have  extended  to  their  pres- 
pnt  importance.  In  March,  1850,  the  first  essay  at  iron 
casting  was  Buccossfulty  made  at  these  works,  consisting 


of  propeller  boxes  for  the  steamer  McKim.  Although 
the  enormous  price  of  fifty  cents  per  pound  was  received 
for  this  work,  it  was  unprofitable,  owing  to  the  great  ex- 
pense of  preparing  for  it.  A  brick  foundry  and  machino 
shop  Ims  boon  completed,  which  with  the  different 
machino  ami  boiler  shops,  etc.,  covers  a  fifty  vara  lot  and 
an  adjoining  Bjiaco  of  40x80  feet.  All  the  maciiinery  of 
theee  works  was  constructed  within  them,  and  the  ex- 
tensive castings  and  machinery  of  tho  Cms  "Works  of  this 
city  wore  also  made  hero.  From  50  to  170  men  are  em- 
ployed at  the  Union  Works,  according  to  the  exigencies 
of  business. 

Pacific  Foundry. — Ooddard  &  Co.,  proprietors.  These 
Works  were  established  on  their  present  location,  Sep- 
tember, 1850,  by  Kgcry  &  Ilinkley.  Tho  improvements 
consisted  of  a  one-story  frame  building,  50x50,  in  which 
a  general  foundry  and  machine  business  was  trausacted. 
December,  1853,  the  proi)rietor8  purchased  the  interest  of 
the  original  owners— erected  a  three-story  building, 
30x00 — and  added  greatly,  by  improvements  in  machine- 
ry, etc.,  to  former  facilities  for  meeting  the  increase  of 
trade.  The  cupolas,  two  in  number,  have  a  capacity  of 
melting  12  tuns  of  metal  per  day.  The  Works  employ 
from  50  to  80  men,  and  the  average  annual  business  is 
$i;40,000  per  annum. 

Vulcan  Iron  Works  Co. — Successors  to  Geo.  Gordon  & 
Stoen.  Tho  Vulcan  Iron  Works  were  establishetl  in  Au- 
gust, 1851,  by  Gordon  &  Stecn,  for  tho  manufacture  of 
steam  engines  and  machinery.  In  January,  1855,  they 
were  converted  into  a  joint  stock  incorporated  (jompany. 
Present  proprietors,  T.  A.  BJonkhouse,  S.  Aitkcn,  A.  C. 
Austin,  Paul  Torquet  and  Charles  L.  Steiger,  the  foreman 
of  tho  various  departments,  who  had  been  with  the  con- 
cern from  its  commencement.  These  works  have  turned 
out  about  150  engines  and  260  boilers,  with  the  machin- 
ery of  upwards  of  170  saw,  flour  and  quartz  mills,  candle 
and  starch  factories,  etc.  All  the  hydraulic  machinery 
for  raising  brick  buildings  in  San  Francisco,  were  in- 
venteci  and  made  at  theso  works.  The  amount  of  wages 
paid  to  workmen,  including  amounts  withdrawn  by  the 
proprietors,  since  the  commencement  in  1851,  have  been 
$400,000.  Tho  number  of  hands  employed  varies  from 
forty-five  to  ninety.  The  business  averages  $170,000 
per  annum. 

Fulton  Foundry. — Ilinckley,  Worth  <fc  Field,  propne- 
tors.  These  works  were  established  by  Worth,  Hyde  & 
Field,  September  8th,  1S55,  as  a  machino  shop;  July  2d, 
1S56,  facilities  were  added  for  casting  metals,  and  changed 
to  present  stylo  of  firm  on  the  6th  of  same  month.  Tho 
works  at  present  keep  about  thirty  hands  employed  in 
the  different  departments. 

Sutter  Iron  Works. — These  works  were  established  on 
the  corner  of  Folsom  and  Beale  streets,  January,  1850, 
by  George  K.  Oluyas,  in  connection  with  the  Interna^ 
tional  Navigation  Company,  known  as  the  Aspiuwall 
Company.  Tho  buildings  were  not  fully  completed  until 
September  of  tho  same  year,  when  the  works  were  in  full 
operation,  and  did  a  very  large  business.  Prior  to  Sep- 
tember, the  work  that  was  transacted  by  this  establish- 
ment, was,  to  a  great  extent,  performed  in  the  open  air. 
Number  of  hands  employed,  thirty. 

BOILER  WORKS. 

The  Boiler  Works  of  Messrs.  Coffey  &  Risdon, 

is  the  only  establishment  on  this  coast  confined 

to  this  manufacture  exclusively,  and  are  engaged 

in  an  extensive  and  increasing  business,  employ- 
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ing  a  large  number  of  hands,  involving  a  heavy 
outlay  for  labor  and  materials  the  past  year  of 
$90,000.  The  worthy  proprietors  are  men  of 
family,  settled  here  as  permanent  Califomians, 
and  deserve,  as  they  will  certaiuly  achieve,  suc- 
cess. The  number  of  men  employed,  about  forty. 
FLOUR  MILLS. 
The  number  of  Mills  eleven,  with  an  aggre- 
gate run  of  thirty-one  stones,  and  a  capacity  of 
about  eleven  hundred  barrels  of  flour  per  day  of 
twenty-four  hours.  Several  of  these  mills  are 
constantly  employed,  with  profltable  results  to 
their  proprietors. 

RICE  MILLS. 

The  number  of  mills  engaged  in  the  cleansing 
of  rice,  coffee,  etc.,  is  two.  The  Oriental  Mills, 
owned  by  Henry  Baker  &  Co.,  and  Waits  4;  Bat- 
tles, located  on  Fremont  street,  have  a  capacity 
of  cleaning  and  polishing  from  fitly  thousand  to 
one  hundred  thousand  pounds  per  day. 
SAW  MILLS. 

There  are  four  Steam  Saw  Mills  at  present  in 
operation  in  this  city,  employing  forty-five  men. 
Attached  to  these  mills  are  manufactories  for  the 
production  of  sashes,  doors,  packing  boxes,  etc., 
and  one  of  these  mills,  (Chace's)  has  connected 
with  it  machinery  for  making  barrels,  with  a  ca- 
pacity for  two  hundred  and  fifty  per  day. 

BREWERIES. 

The  number  of  Breweries  in  the  city  is  nin  e- 
teen,  employing  about  one  hundred  persons. 
The  new  establishment  of  Holcher,  Wieland  & 
Co.,  the  Philadelphia  Brewery,  situated  on  Second 
near  Folsom,  is  the  most  extensive  establish- 
ment of  the  kind  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  the 
enterprise  displayed  by  the  proprietors  in  its 
completion  is  worthy  of  attention. 
rUKNITURE. 

The  number  of  firms  engaged  in  the  sale  of 
Furniture  is  forty.  Several  of  the  establishments 
occupied  by  them  are  of  the  most  extensive  char- 
acter, and  are  largely  engage^l  in  the  manufactu- 
ring and  importing  of  the  diffierent  articles  of 
this  important  branch  of  trade.  The  bouse  of 
George  0.  Whitney  &  Co.,  is  largely  engaged 
both  in  manufacturing  and  importing,  and  their 
estabUshment  contains  one  of  the  largest  assort- 
ments of  Furniture  to  be  found  on  the  coast. 

Messrs.  J.  G.  Clark  &  Co.,  occupy  the  old  Clip- 
per Warehouse,  extending  through  from  No.  128 
Washington  to  Jackson  street.  Their  premises 
front  on  Washington  30  feet,  and  75  feet  on  Jack- 
son, besides  an  extensive  yard  west  of  the  ware- 
house, work  shops,  etc.,   assigned  to  the  diff- 


erent departments  of  their  business.  This  house 
has  a  largo  number  of  haniis  constantly  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacture  of  Furniture,  from 
native  California  wood,  and  their  display  of  arti- 
cles of  home  manufacture,  is  a  gratifying  evi- 
dence of  their  eObrts  to  encourage  home  industry. 

The  establishment  of  J.  T.  Pidwell,  also  con- 
tains an  extensive  assortment  of  Furniture,  and 
may  be  included  among  the  first  establishments 
of  the  City. 

THE  PRESS. 

The  number  of  newspapers  issued  in  this  City 
is  twenty-seven  ;  of  which  twelve  are  daily,  four- 
teen are  weekly,  and  one  semi-monthly.  Of  the 
dailies,  seven  issue  Weekly  and  five  issue  Steam- 
er papers,  in  addition  to  the  regular  publication, 
making  in  the  aggregate  thirty-nine  different  pa- 
pers. Four  are  published  in  the  French  language, 
one  in  German,  and  one  in  Spanish.  In  addi- 
tion, there  are  three  monthly  publications;  one 
devoted  to  Literature,  one  to  Law,  and  one  to 
Medicine. 

To  be  added  to  the  list  on  page  386,  is  the  new 
Medical  Magazine,  just  issued,  and  the  useful 
and  valuable  paper  edited  by  Col.  Warren — The 
California  Farmer — which  was  unintentionally 
omitted. 

HAZARD  POWDER  MAGAZINE. 

The  Hazard  Gunpowder  Company,  tlirough  their  agent, 
Mr.  E.  H.  Parker,  of  this  Cit.v,  have  completed  a  maga- 
zine situated  on  the  bay,  midway  between  Rincon  and 
Hunter's  Points.  Tiie  butUling  is  of  the  most  substantial 
character,  is  fifty  feet  long  by  thirty  feet  wide,  and  two 
stories  in  hight.  The  capacity  of  the  m.-igazino  is  about ' 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pounds,  or  nearly  four 
hundred  tons.  Besides  the  qualities  of  powder  need  by 
Government,  and  by  ships  and  sportsmen,  a  vast  amount 
is  used  in  California  for  blasting  operations,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  an  article  of  great  importance  to  the  conntr.v. 
Its  dangerous  character,  however,  makes  it  a  very  unfit  t 
article  to  be  kept  in  the  City  in  any  great  quantity. 
CAMPnENE  AND  OIL  WORKS. 

There  are  five  establishments  engaged  in  the  refining  . 

of  Oil  and  the  manufacture  of  Camphene.    The  works ' 

of  the  Fairhaven  Company,  Stott  k  Co.,  and  Dietz  k  Co., 

are  each  engaged  in  an  extensive  and  profitable  business. 

SEWING  MACHINES. 

There  are  several  depots  for  the  sale  of  machines  of 
Eastern  m.anufacture.  The  new  pattern  of  Wheeler  k  ■ 
Wilson's,  is  one  of  the  handsomest  we  have  seen,  and  is 
justly  entitled  to  the  attentions  bestowed  upon  it  by  the 
ladies  of  this  city.  From  the  warm  commendations  re- 
ceived by  the  Agent  from  those  who  have  tested  its  work- 
ings, we  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  generally  used.

THE    COIS^SOLIDATION    ACT, 

As  Amended  April  18th  a>T)  25th,  1857. 


A.  3Sr       A.  C  T 

To  repeal  the  Several  Charters  of  the  Citj  of  San  Francisco,  to  Establish 
the  Boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  Con- 
solidate the  Government  thereof. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California, 

represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE    I. 

Section  1.  The  corporation,  or  boj}'  politic  and  corporate,  now  existing  and  known 
as  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  shall  remain  and  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, in  name  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  defend,  in  all  Courts 
and  places,  and  in  all  matters  and  proceedings  whatever,  and  may  have  and  may  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter  at  pleasure,  and  may  purchase,  receive,  liold  and 
enjoy  real  and  personal  property,  and  sell,  convey,  mortgage  and  dispose  of  the  same 
for  the  common  benefit.  ■  The  boundaries  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
shall  he  as  follows :  begining  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  three  miles  from  shore,  and  on  the 
line  (extended)  of  the  United  States  Survey,  separating  townships  two  and  three,  South, 
(Mount  Diabolo  meridian,)  and  thence  running  northerly  and  parallel  with  the  shore 
80  as  to  be  three  miles  therefrom  opposite  Seal  Kock  ;  tlience  in  the  same  general  di- 
rection to  a  point  three  miles  from  shore,  and  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  entrance  to 
the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  ;  thence  to  low  water  mark  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  said 
entrance,  at  a  point  opposite  Fort  Point ;  thence  following  said  low  water  mark,  to 
a  point  due  northwest  of  Golden  Rock;  thence  due  southeast,  to  a  point  within 
three  miles  of  the  natural  high  water  mark  on  tlie  eastern  shore  of  the  Pay  of  San 
Francisco;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction,  to  a  point  three  miles  from  said  eastern 
shore,  and  on  the  line  first  named,  (considered  as  extending  across  said  liay  ;)  and 
thence  along  said  first  named  line,  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The  islands  in  said  Bay 
known  .as  the  Alcatraz  and  Yerba  Buen.a,  and  the  islands  in  s.aid  ocean,  known  as 
the  Farallones,  shall  be  attached  to  and  form  a  part  of  said  city  and  county.  Provi- 
ded, hoivcver,  That  all  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  corporation  heretofore  and  now  known 
as  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  shall  survive  to,  and  continue  against,  the  corporations 
continued  by  this  Act.  The  district  or  districts  of  said  city  and  county,  bordering 
upon  the  southern  line  thereof,  as  heretofore  established,  shall  be  extended  to  the 
southern  line  of  said  city  and  county,  as  established  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  The  public  buildings,  lands  and  property,  all  rights  of  property  and  rights  of 
action,  and  all  moneys,  revenues  and  income  belonging  or  appertaining  either  to  the 
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corpor.'Uion  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  tlie  County  of  San  Francisco,  are 
lieroby  declared  to  be  vested  in,  and  to  a]>pertain  to,  the  said  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco ;  and  the  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  said  City,  and  in  the  treasury  of  said 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  all  the  revenues  and  income  from  whatsoever  source 
arising,  including  cjelinquent  taxes  upon  persons  and  property  appertaining  to  the  said 
city  or  to  the  said  county,  shall  he  handed  over,  paid  and  received  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a  part  of  the  General  Fund;  or  where 
the  said  moneys,  revenues  and  income,  or  any  part  thereof,  have  been  heretofore  and 
still  remain  set  apart  and  dedicated  by  lawful  authority  to  the  use  of  a  Special  Fund, 
the  necessity  and  objects  of  which  still  continue,  the  same  shall  continue  to  be  received, 
held  and  disbursed  for  the  same  use,  unless  it  is  otherwise  provided  in  this  or  some 
other  Act. 

Sec.  3.  The  records,  books  and  papers  in  the  custody  of  the  said  City  Treasurer, 
shall  be  handed  over  to,  and  received  into,  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
City  and  County,  and  all  other  books,  records  and  papers  of  the  said  corporation, 
shall  be  delivered  and  received  into  the  custody  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  said  City  and  County,  and  shall  not  be  withheld  under  any  claim  of  a  lien 
thereon  for  arrears  of  salary,  fees,  services  or  advances,  nor  under  any  other  pretense 
whatsoever.  Suits  and  actions  may  be  brought  and  maintained  in  the  name  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  recovery  of  any  property,  money  or  thing 
belonging  thereto,  or  the  enforcement  of  any  rights  of,  or  contracts  with,  said  city 
and  county.  And  from  any  judgment  rendered  against  the  said  city  and  county  in 
any  court,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  by  the  said  city  and  county,  where  such  appeal  is 
allowed  by  law,  without  the  giving  of  any  appeal  bond  or  undertaking,  on  complying 
with  the  other  requisites  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  existing  provisions  of  law,  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  county 
officers,  excepting  those  relating  to  Supervisors  and  Boards  of  Supervisors,  so  far  as 
the  same  are  not  repealed  nor  altered  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  consid-'i 
ered  as  applicable  to  officers  of  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  or 
elected  under  this  Act.  Provision  shall  be  made  from  the  revenues  of  the  said  city 
and  county,  for  the  payment  of  the  legal  indebtedness  of  the  former  city  corporation 
and  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  taxes  which  may  be  levied  and  collected 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco ;  but  in  case  it  should  hereafter  be  found  necessary,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  for  the  said  city  indebtedness,  to  increase  taxation  beyond  the 
rate  of  the  county  tax  levied  upon  property  in  said  County  of  San  Francisco,  during 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  such  increased  taxation,  over  and 
above  the  rate  aforesaid,  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  exclusively  upon  the  real  and 
personal  property  situated  within  the  limits  defined  in  the  second  section  of  the  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  Re-Incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed  May  fifth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  not  upon  such  property  situated  without 
those  limits.  ] 

Sec.  5.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  present  City  Attorney,  Sur- ' 
veyor-General  and  C.  K.  Garrison,  shall  proceed  to  lay  oflf  the  said  city  and  county 
into  twelve  convenient  districts,  equal  in  population  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be, 
giving  a  distinct  name  to  each  district,  the  boundaries  of  which  they  shall  accurately 
define  by  reference  to  public  streets,  roads  or  other  permanent  monuments,  and  shall 
cause  a  map  to  be  made  representing  the  said  districts  with  their  names  and  bounda- 
ries so  fixed.  The  act  of  said  officers  establishing  said  districts,  signed  by  them  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  said  city 
and  county,  and  the  orignal  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk,  and  the 
map  shall  be  deposited  with  the  said  County  Su^^■eyor.  Each  of  said  districts  shall 
constitute  an  election  precinct. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  elected,  hereafter,  for  the  said  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  by  the  qualfied  electors  thereof,  at  the  time  and  in  the  mode  prescribed  by 
law  for  the  election  of  State  and  County  officers,  a  County  Judge,  who  shall  hold  his 
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office  four  years,  one  President  of  tlio  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  County  Clerk,  Police 
Judge,  Chief  of  Police,  Slierill',  Recorder,  Coroner,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tax  Collector, 
Assessor,  Surveyor,  Su]ieriiitendeut  of  Common  Schools,  Superiuteudent  of  Public 
,  Streets  and  Uighways,  ])istrict  Attorney,  and  one  Harbor  Master,  who  shall  respec- 
i  tively  continue  in  office  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  ;  and  in  and  for  eacli  of  said  districts,  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  one 
I  Supervisor,  and  one  School  Director,  who  shall  continue  in  office  two  years  and  until 
«  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  ;  also  one  Inspector  and  two  Judges  of  Elec- 
tions, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified  ;  and  in  all  elections  for  Inspectors  and  Judges  of  Elections,  each  quali- 
fied voter  shall  vote  for  one  Inspector  and  one  Judge  of  Elections  only,  and  that  the 
person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Inspector,  shall  be  declared  elected  In- 
spector, and  the  two  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Judges  shall  be  the  Judges 
of  Elections  for  the  respective  districts.     There  shall  also  be  elected  at  the  general 
election  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  present  Justices  for  the  said 
city  and  county,  six  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  six  Constables.     For  that  purpose  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  lay  off  the  city  and  county  into  six  townships,  in  such  man- 
ner as  not  to  divide  any  district  in  the  formation  of  such  township,  in  each  of  which 
townships  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  one  Justice  of  the 
Peace  and  one  Constable,  to  continue  in  office  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.     The  Justices  of  the  Peace  so  elected  shall  have  jurisdiction  co- 
extensive with  the  city  and  county,  but  shall  hold  their  courts  within  the  townships 
for  which  they  were  chosen  respectively.     Provided,  That  at  the  next  general  election 
a  Constable  shall  bo  elected  for  each  of  said  districts, according  to  the  original  provisions 
of  the  section  hereby  amended. 

Sec.  7.  By  the  term  "  qualification  of  officers,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  is  to  be  under- 
stood, their  having  taken  the  oath  of  office,  given  the  official  bond,  where  it  is  required 
by  law,  and  complied  with  all  the  requisites  prescribed  by  the  statutes  of  this  State, 
to  entitle  and  qualify  them  to  exercise  the  functions  of  their  offices. 

Sec.  8.  The  Sheriff,  Clerk,  Recorder,  Treasurer,  District  Attorney,  Auditor,  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and  Dock-Masters  of  said  city  and  county, 
shall  keep  public  offices,  which  must  be  open,  and  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  on  all  judicial  days,  during  the  following  hours :  From  March  twentieth  to 
September  twentieth,  from  nine,  A.  M.,  to  five,  P.  M.;  from  September  twentieth  to 
March  twentieth,  from  ten,  A.  M.,  to  four,  P.  M.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  designate  the  places  for  keeping  the  said  offices, 
except  the  Dock-Masters'  offices,  and  to  set  apart  for  their  use  suitable  apartments  in 
the  City  Uall,  or  other  public  buildings.  The  apartments  designated  for  the  use  of 
the  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Assessor  of  said  city  and  county,  shall  be  as  nearly  con- 
tiguous as  possible. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  vacancies  occur  in  any  elective  office  of  the  said  city  and  county, 
and  provision  is  not  otherwise  made  in  this,  or  some  other  Act,  for  filling  the  same 
until  the  next  election,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  a  person  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  such  office,  until  the  next  election,  when  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
election  for  the  term,  excepting  vacancies  in  the  office  of  Dock-Masters,  which  vacan- 
cies shall  be  filled  by  appointments  by  the  Governor.  All  persons  so  appointed  shall, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  take  the  oath  of  office,  and  give  bond  as  required 
by  law.  But  in  an  action  or  proceeding  where  the  Sheriff  of  said  city  and  county  is 
a  party,  or  is  interested,  or  otherwise  incapacitated  to  execute  the  orders  or  process 
therein,  the  same  shall  be  executed  by  a  suitable  person,  residing  in  said  city  and 
county,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court,  and  denominated  an  "Elisor,"  who  shall  give 
such  security  as  the  court  in  its  discretion  may  require,  and  shall  execute  the  process 
and  orders  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Sheriff  is  required  to  execute  similar  process 
and  orders  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.     The  Sherift",  County  Clerk,  Recorder,  Surveyor,  Justices  of  the  Peace  and 
Constables,  shall  continue  to  receive  for  their  official  services  (except  from  the  city 
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and  county)  siurh  fees  and  compensation  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  by 
law.  In  addition  to  such  fees  and  com])ensation  to  be  collected  from  private  parties 
or  by  way  of  costs  on  judgments  against  individuals  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  there 
shall  be  allowed  to  said  officers  payable  out  of  the  Treasury,  in  lieu  of  all  fees  or  other 
charges  for  official  services,  which  would  otherwise  be  a  city  or  county  charge,  the 
following  fixed  salaries: 

To  the  Sheriti",  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  To  the  County  Clerk,  six  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum.  To  the  County  liecorder,  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  To  the 
City  and  County  Surveyor,  one  thousaml  dollars  per  annum.  The  compensation  to  be 
allowed  to  the  Assessor  and  his  deputies,  while  actually  engaged  in  making  the  annual 
assessment  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars  per  day  for  the  Assessor,  and  five  dollars  a  day  for  each  of  his 
deputies.  Provided,  That  the  whole  amount  allowed  to  the  Assessor  and  his  dc|nities 
shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  not  more  than  half  of 
the  daily  compensation  fixed  for  the  Assessor  and  his  deputies  shall  be  audited  or  al- 
lowed until  the  annual  assessments  shall  have  been  made  and  completed  according  to 
law.  And,  provided  further.  That  in  addition  to  the  compensation  aforesaid,  the  As- 
sessor shall  be  allowed  such  commissions  for  the  collection  of  poll  taxes  as  are  now,  or 
may  hereafter  be  allowed  bv  law  to  other  County  Assessors,  and  the  annual  a.ssessnient 
for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  may  be  commenced  on  the  first  Monday  il' 
February,  and  shall  be  required  to  be  completed  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  Jun. 
in  each  year,  at  and  after  which  time  until  the  first  day  of  July  the  Board  of  Supervi 
sors  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessar}'  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  to  hear  and  deterniiii 
all  complaints  respecting  the  valuation  of  property,  both  real  and  personal,  made  sul 
sequent  to  the  preceding  first  Monday  in  February,  or  the  period  fixed  by  law  i.\ 
beginning  the  annual  assessment.  Provided,  That  for  the  present  year  the  Assessor 
shall  be  allowed  till  the  first  Monday  of  July  for  the  completion  of  the  assessment, 
after  which  time  until  the  first  day  of  August,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  meet  and 
act  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  in  all  respects  and  for  all  the  purposes  as  above  provi- 
ded. 

Sec.  11.  The  following  salaries  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  to 
the  officers  named  : 

To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  present  County  Judge,  the  salary  now  fixed  by  law.  To  the  successors  of 
the  present  County  Judge,  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  Auditor,  Police  Judge,  Chief  of  Police,  District  Attorney,  City  and  County 
Attorney,  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  four  thousand  dollars,  each,  per  annum. 

To  the  present  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  amount  now  allowed  by 
law.     To  his  successors,  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  shall  also 
discharge  the  duties  of  Clerk  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Fire  \Varden,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 

To  each  of  the  Bell  Ringers  of  the  City  Hall  bell,  not  exceeding  three,  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

To  two  City  and  County  Interpreters  and  Translators  of  Foreign  Languages,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  County  Judge,  Police  Judge,  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, if  they  deem  them  necesssary,  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  each  ;  subject, 
however,  to  be  reduced  by  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  if  they  deem  such  re- 
duction proper. 

To  the  Coroner,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be  in 
full  compensation  for  his  official  services,  medical  or  surgical  assistance,  and  expense 
of  burials  which  otherwise  would  be  a  county  charge. 

To  the  Associate  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Sessions,  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
each. 

To  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County,  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  besides 
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such  foes  aiul  coiiiinissioiis  as  are  by  l»w  a  State  iliarge,  or  allowable  out  of  tlie  funds 
in  his  custody,  belonging  exclusively  to  the  State  Treasury  ;  and  to  one  Deputy  of 
said  Treasurer,  two  thousand  dollars  jier  annum. 

To  the  necessary  number  of  Jail  Keepers,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Sherift',  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  each,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  number  and  sum  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

To  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court,  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  addition  to  his  salary,  the  compensation 
allowed  by  law  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  E([iializaiic)n  for  oflicial  services  relating 
to  the  collection  of  poll  taxes.  lie  shall  also  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  parties  at 
whose  instance  the  service  may  bo  performed,  (the  city  and  county  excepted,)  twenty- 
five  cents  for  administering  an  oath,  twenty-five  cents  per  folio  of  one  hundred  words 
for  writing  out  affidavits,  and  sixteen  cents  per  folio  for  certified  copies  of  any  records, 
papers,  or  documents  in  his  custody. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court  in  addition  to  his  salary,  shall,  on  rendering  his  ac- 
count to  the  Auditor,  be  allowed  each  mouth,  to  retain  out  of  costs  legally  taxed  as 
clerk's  fees,  and  collected  from  the  defendants,  in  cases  tried  in  the  Police  Courts,  an 
amount  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  per  month 

The  District  Attorney's  fees,  taxed  as  costs  in  criminal  cases,  against  the  defendant, 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  as  a  special  fund,  out  of  which,  and  from 
no  other  source,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  provide  for  payment  of  the  compensa- 
tion, (not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,)  of  a  Prosecuting  Attorney 
for  the  Police  Court,  to  bo  by  them  appointed  during  pleasure  ;  the  District  Attorney, 
however,  not  being  relieved  from  the  obligation  to  attend  person.ally  in  said  court, 
whenever  business  of  importance  shall  require  his  assistance.  Any  surplus  arising 
from  said  fund,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  to  be  paid  into  the  general  fund. 

No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  Supervisors  or  School  Directors,  and  no  fees 
or  compensation,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  and  county  ti'easury,  other  than  those  ex- 
pressly allowed  in  this  Act,  shall  be  allowed  or  received  by  any  officer  of  said  city  and 
county,  or  of  any  district ;  nor  shall  any  allowance  or  provision  be  made  for  them,  or 
any  of  them,  at  the  public  expense,  beyond  the  fixed  compensation  aforesaid,  under  the 
name  of  ofiice  rent,  fuel,  lights,  stationery,  contingencies,  or  otherwise,  except  that  the 
necessary  and  proper  books,'  stationery,  and  official  blanks,  may,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  be  purchased  and  supplied  for  the  Police  Court,  Court  of 
Sessions,  Grand  Juries,  and  officers  of  the  County  Clerk,  County  Recorder,  Auditor, 
Treasurer,  Assessor,  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  Highways,  and  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors; the  expense  whereof,  when  the  amount  in  each  particular  case  shall  have 
been  previously  authorized  and  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  may  be  jiaid  out  of 
the  general  fund,  upon  demands  upon  the  treasury,  duly  audited  as  provided  in  this 
Act.  Provided,  That  the  total  amount  of  expenditures  for  all  of  the  aforesaid  books, 
stationery,  and  official  blanks,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  12.  Neither  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Board  of  Education,  nor  any 
officer  of  the  said  city  and  county,  or  of  any  district,  shall  have  any  power  to  contract 
any  debt  or  liability,  in  any  form  whatsoever,  against  the  said  city  and  county  ;  nor 
shall  the  people  or  tax  payers,  or  any  property  therein,  ever  be  liable  to  be  assessed 
for,  or  on  account  of,  any  debt  or  liability  hereafter  contracted,  or  supposed,  or  at- 
tempted to  be  contracted,  in  contravention  of  this  section. 

Sec.  13.  Balio  Peyton,  E.  J.  Moore,  J.  P>.  Crockett,  Louis  McLane,  Jr.,  and  E.  R. 
Carpentier,  shall  appoint  in  each  of  the  districts  to  be  erected  in  said  city  and  county 
as  aforesaid,  one  Inspector  and  two  Judges  of  Election,  by  whom  the  first  election 
under  this  Act  shall  be  held.  The  term  of  office  of  all  officers  elected  under  this  Act, 
shall  commence  on  the  Monday  following  the  day  of  election,  unless  otherwise  already 
provided  by  law.

Sec.  14.  All  officers  of  the  said  city  and  county  must,  before  they  can  enter  upon 
tlieir  official  duties,  j^ve  bond  as  required  by  law.  The  bonds  and  sureties  of  such 
olHcers  must  be  approved  by  the  County  Judge,  Auditor  and  President  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  Wliere  the  amount  of  such  official  bond  is  not  fixed  by  law,  it  shall 
be  fi.\ed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  No  banker  residing,  or  doing  business,  in  said 
city  and  county,  nor  any  such  banker's  partner,  clerk,  employee,  agent,  attorney, 
father,  son,  or  brother,  shall  be  received  as  surety  for  the  Treasurer,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Sheriff,  Auditor,  nor  any  officer  having  the  collection,  cu.stody, 
or  disbursement  of  money.  No  person  can  be  admitted  as  surety  on  any  such  bond, 
unless  he  be  worth,  in  fixed  pro]ierty,  including  mortgages  situated  in  said  city  and 
county,  twice  the  amount  of  his  undertaking,  over  and  above  all  sums  for  which  he  is 
already  liable,  or  in  any  manner  bound,  whether  as  principal,  indorser  or  surety,  and 
whether  such  prior  obligation  or  liability  be  conditional  or  absolute,  liquidated  or  un- 
liquidated, certain  or  contingent,  due  or  to  become  due.  All  persons  offered  as  sure- 
ties on  official  bonds,  maj'  be  examined,  on  oath,  touching  their  qualifications.  The 
ofticial  bond  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  filed  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  said 
city  and  county.  All  other  official  bonds  shall  be  filed  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Auditor.  All  officers  continued  in  office  under  this  Act,  shall  be  required  to  execute 
new  bonds,  conformable  to  laws  heretofore  existing ;  and  in  case  of  default,  on  the 
part  of  any  officer,  of  doing  so,  within  two  days  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  the  said  Board  shall  declare  his  office  vacant. 

ARTICLE    II. 
PUBLIC   ORDER  AND  POLICE. 

Sec.  15.  The  Department  of  Police,  of  said  city  and  county,  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  in  subjection  to  tlie  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  rules 
and  regulations,  not  in  conflict  therewith,  which  ma}'  be  established  by  competent 
authorit}',  under  the  powers  granted  in  this  Act.  In  the  suppression  of  any  riot,  pub- 
lic tumult,  disturbances  of  the  public  peace,  or  organized  resistance  against  the  laws, 
or  public  authorities,  in  the  lawful  exercise  of  their  functions,  he  shall  have  all  the 
powers  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  conferred  upon  Sheriffs,  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  and  his  lawful  orders  shall  be  promptly  executed  by  all  Police  Officers,  Watch- 
men and  Constables,  in  the  said  city  and  county ;  and  every  citizen  shall  also  lend 
him  aid,  when  required,  for  the  arrest  of  offenders  and  maintenance  of  public  order. 

Sec.  16.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  a  public  office,  which  shall  be  open,  and 
at  which  he,  or  in  case  of  his  necessary  absence,  a  Captain  of  Police,  or  Police  Officer 
by  him  designated  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  in  attendance,  at  all  hours,  day  and  night. 
In  case  of  his  necessary  absence  from  his  office,  it  shall  be  made  known  to  the  Police 
Officer  in  attendance  where  he  can  be  found,  if  needed,  and  he  shall  not  absent  him- 
self from  the  city  and  county,  without  urgent  necessity,  and  leave  obtained,  in  writing, 
from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Police  Judge  and  County  Judge,  or 
two  of  them,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  granting  the  same,  appoint  a  person  to  act 
during  his  absence,  with  all  his  powers,  duties  and  obligations.  If  such  absence  from 
the  city  and  county  be  on  any  other  than  business  immediately  connected  with  his 
office,  he  shall  loose  his  salary  for  the  time  of  such  absence,  of  which  account  shall 
be  taken  by  the  Police  Judge. 

Sec.  17.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  designate  one  or  more  out  of  the  number  of 
police  officers  to  attend  constantly  upon  the  Police  Judge's  Court  to  execute  the 
orders  and  process  of  the  said  court ;  he  may  order  to  be  arrested  and  to  be  taken 
before  the  Police  Judge,  anv  person  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  a  violation  of 
the  general  regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  the  authority 
granted  in  this  Act;  he  shall  supervise  and  direct  the  police  force  of  said  city  and 
county,  and  shall  observe  and  cause  to  be  observed,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the 
regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  relation  thereto  ;  he  shall  see 
that  the  lawful  orders  and  process,  issued  by  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  are  promptly 
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executed  ;  and  shall  exercise  such  other  powers  connected  with  his  office  as  head  of 
police,  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  general  regulations  adopted  by  the  ]3oard  of 
Supervisors. 

Sec.  18.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  acquaint  himself  with  all  the  statutes  and  laws 
in  force  in  this  State,  defining  public  otl'enses  and  nuisances  and  regulating  criminal 
proceedings,  and  shall  procure  and  keep  in  his  office  the  Statutes  of  this  State  and  of 
the  United  States,  and  all  necessary  elementary  works  on  that  subject;  he  shall  give 
information  and  advice  touching  said  laws,  gratuitously,  to  all  police  officers  and  mag- 
istrates asking  it. 

Sec.  19.  The  Police  Judge  throughout  the  city  and  county  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  jurisdiction,  in  all  cases,  as  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  conferred  by  law 
upon  Recorders'  Courts,  and  in  all  criminal  cases,  in  addition  thereto,  the  powers  and 
jurisdiction  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace ;  also,  jurisdiction  of  every  oftense  or  act,  which, 
by  common  law  is  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  (and  for  which  no  punishment  is 
especially  prescribed  by  law,)  with  power  to  punish  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  or  city  prison,  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  he  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  to 
try  and  punish  all  offences  committed  against  the  rules  and  regluations  established  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  granted  in  this  Act,  except 
where  it  is  otherwise  provided,  and  may  commit  or  hold  the  offender  to  bail  for  trial 
in  the  proper  court,  or  may  try,  condemn,  or  acquit,  and  cany  his  judgment  into  exe- 
cution, as  the  case  may  require,  according  to  law ;  and  shall  have  power  to  issue 
warrants  of  arrest,  subpoenas,  and  ail  other  process  necessary  to  the  full  and  proper 
exercise  of  his  powers  and  jurisdiction. 

All  fines  imposed  by  the  Police  Judge,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  exclusive  of 
costs,  shall  be  final  and  without  appeal ;  his  court  shall  be  a  Court  of  Record  ;  a  Clerk 
shall  be  appointed  therefor  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  a  salary  of  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year,  who  shall  give  bond  as  required  by  law,  and  hold  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  said  Board. 

Sec.  20.  Proceedings  in  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  shall  be  conducted  in  con- 
formity with  the  laws  regulating  proceedings  in  the  Recorder's  Court.  The  said  court 
shall  be  open  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  and  may  be  held  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace 
of  the  city  and  county,  in  case  of  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Police  Judge  or  his 
temporary  inability  to  act  from  any  cause.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  oflice  of 
Police  Judge,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  Justice  of 
the  Peace  of  the  said  city  and  county  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  election,  when 
the  office  shall  be  filled  by  election  for  a  full  term. 

Sec.  21.  The  Clerk  of  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, issue  all  process  ordered  by  said  court,  receive  and  pay  weekly  into  the 
treasury  of  the  city  and  county,  all  fines  imposed  by  said  court,  and  render  to  the 
County  Auditor,  monthly,  and  before  any  amount  can  be  paid  him  on  account  of  sal- 
ary or  otherwise,  an  exact  and  detailed  account,  upon  oath,  accompanied  with  the 
exhibition  of  the  said  record  of  all  fines  imposed  and  moneys  collected  since  his  last 
account  rendered. 

Sec.  22.  All  fines  imposed  by  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  Court  of  Sessions  of  said 
city  and  county,  or  any  Justice's  Court,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof,  as  part 
of  the  Police  Fund ;  in  cases  where  for  any  oftense,  the  said  courts  are  authorized  to 
impose  a  fine  or  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail,  or  both,  they  may,  instead  thereof, 
sentence  the  oflfender  to  be  employed  in  labor  upon  the  public  works  of  said  city  and 
county,  for  a  period  of  time  equal  to  the  term  of  imprisonment  which  might  be  legal- 
ly imposed,  and  may,  in  case  of  imposing  a  fine,  embrace  as  a  part  of  the  sentence, 
that  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine,  the  ott'ender  shall  be  employed  to  labor  on 
said  public  works  at  one  dollar  a  day,  till  the  fine  imposed  is  satisfied.  By  the  I'ublic 
Works  as  used  in  this  Act,  is  understood  the  construction,  or  repair,  or  cleaning,  of 
any  street,  road,  dock,  wharf,  public  square,  park,  building  or  other  works  whatsoever, 
which  is  authorized  to  be  done  by  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  city  and  county,  and 
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the  exjicnse  of  wliich  is  not  to  be  borne  exclusively  by  the  individuals  or  property 
particularly  bonefited  thereby. 

8kc.  23.  The  Chief  of  Polioe,  in  conjunction  with  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Su])ervisors  and  the  Police  Judge,  the  concurrence  of  two  of  tlieui  being  necessary  to 
a  choice,  shall  appoint  four  Captains  of  I'olice,  each  from  a  diB'crent  district,  and  as 
many  police  officers,  not  exceeding  thirty,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine 
to  be  necessary.  Thereof,  an  equal  number  in  proportion  to  population,  as  near  as 
may  be,  shall  be  selected  from  each  district  that  shall  be  situated,  wholly  or  partly, 
within  the  limits  specified  in  section  second  of  the  Act  now  repealed,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  Re-Incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed  May  sixth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

Sec.  24.  No  person  can  be  appointed  Captain  of  Police  or  Police  Officer,  unless 
he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State  and  a  resident  and  a  qualified 
voter  of  the  city  and  county ;  and  in  case  of  each  Police  Officer,  a  resident  of  the 
district  from  which  he  is  chosen  and  also  before  his  appointment,  shall  produce  to  the 
said  I'resident  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Chief  of  Police  and  Police  Judge,  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  at  least  twelve  fieeholders  and  qualified  voters  of  the  said  city  and 
county,  who  in  case  of  application  for  appointment  of  a  Police  Officer,  must  also  be 
residents  of  the  district  from  which  he  is  to  be  appointed,  stating  that  they  have  been 
personally  and  well  acquainted  with  the  applicant  for  one  year  or  more,  next  pre- 
ceding the  application,  and  that  he  is  of  good  repute  for  honesty  and  sobriety,  and 
they  believe  him  to  be,  in  all  respects,  competent  and  fit  for  the  office.  All  the  cer- 
tificates so  produced,  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec.  25.  Police  Captains  and  Officers  may  be  suspended  from  office  by  the  Chief 
of  Police,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
Police  Judge,  removed  from  office  for  official  negligence,  inefficiency,  or  misconduct, 
under  such  general  rules  and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  law,  as  may  have  been 
established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  they  shall  receive  from  the  treasury  of  said 
city  and  county,  payable  out  of  the  Police  Fund,  such  compensation  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  not  exceeding  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  a 
year,  each,  for  Captains,  and  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  a  year,  each,  for  Police 
Officers. 

Sec.  26.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police,  Captains  or  any  Officer  of  Police,  shall  fol- 
low any  other  profession  or  calling,  become  bail  for  any  person  charged  with  any 
oft'ense  whatever,  receive  any  present  or  reward  for  official  services  rendered,  nor  be 
allowed  pay  for  any  period  during  which  they  shall  absent  themselves  from  public 
duty,  unless  such  absence  necessarily  result  from  indisposition  or  disability,  occasioned 
by  injuries  suftered  while  in  the  discharge  of  official  duty.  Police  Officers,  in  sub- 
jection to  the  orders  of  the  respective  Captains,  and  all  under  the  general  direction 
of  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall  be  prompt  and  vigilant  in  the  detection  of  crime,  the 
arrest  of  public  otfenders,  the  suppression  of  all  riots,  frays,  duels  and  disturbances  of 
the  public  peace,  the  execution  of  process  from  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  in  causing 
the  abatement  of  public  nuisances,  the  removal  of  unlawful  obstructions  from  the 
public  streets  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  and  regulations  of  police. 

Sec.  27.  In  case  of  great  public  emergency  or  danger,  the  Chief  of  Police  may 
appoint  an  additional  number  of  Policemen,  of  approved  character  for  honesty  and 
sobriety,  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  other  police  officers  for  twenty-four  hours 
only,  but  without  pay.  The  Chief  of  Police,  Captains  and  every  officer  of  the  perma- 
nent force  shall  provide  themselves  with  a  uniform  and  badge  of  office,  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  shall  be  worn  by  them 
upon  all  occasions,  with  such  exceptions  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Chief  of  Police 
in  the  performance  of  detective  duty. 

Sec  28.  Charges  of  oppression  or  official  misconduct,  when  presented  by  any 
citizen  of  the  said  city  and  county,  against  any  Police  Captain  or  Officer  and  verified 
on  oath,  setting  forth  the  specific  acts  com])lained  of,  shall  be  received  and  attentively 
considered  and  determined  by  the  Police  Judge,  President  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
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visors  and  Chief  of  I'oliee,  giving  to  the  accused  due  notice,  and  an  impartial  hearing 
in  defense.  The  Chief  of  Police,  Police  Judge  and  all  other  officers  now  acting  or 
hereafter  to  be  elected  or  apjiointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  accused, 
tried  and  removed  from  otlice  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  for 

Kthe  removal  of  civil  officers  otherwise  than  by  impeachment. 

Sec.  20.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  a  convenient 
number  of  police  stations;  determine  within  what  districts  the  Police  Officers  and 
Captains  shall  usu.ally  be  distributed  and  emjdoyed  ;  designate  the  prisons  to  be  used 
for  the  reception  of  all  persons  arrested  or  convicted  and  sentenced  for  public  ofl'enses, 
in  cases  not  provided  for  by  law ;  [and]  appoint,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board, 

I,  the  Keeper  of  such  prisons. 

ARTICLE    III. 
PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Sbc.  30.  The  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  shall  have  the  powers,  and 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Education,  perform  the 
duties  specified  in  the  general  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  that  office,  except  where 
,  the  same  are  altered  by  the  provisions  of  this  xVct ;  and  it  shalj  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Superintendent  to  visit  and  critically  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  each  school  in 
the  said  city  and  county  at  least  once  in  three  months.  It  sliall  also  be  the  special 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  in  the  said  city  and  county,  and  of  each  School  Director 
in  his  district,  to  observe  and  cause  to  be  observed,  such  general  rules  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  schools  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  as  may  be  established 
by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  said  city  and  county.  Sections  nineteen,  twenty, 
twenty-one,  twenty-two,  twenty-three  and  twenty-four  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
;  Establish,  Support  and  Regulate  Common  Schools,  and  to  Repeal  former  Acts  con- 
cerning the  Same,"  passed  May  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  inapplicable  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  31.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  attend  the  sessions,  and  act  as  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  inform  them  at  each  session  of  the  condition  of  the  com- 
mon schools,  school-houses,  school  funds  and  other  matters  connected  therewith,  and 
recommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  educa- 
tion in  the  city  and  county.  He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  all  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  public  schools  in  the  said  city  and  county,  and  the  judicial 
decisions  thereon,  and  give  advice  on  subjects  connected  with  the  public  schools 
gratuitously  to  officers,  teachers,  pupils  and  their  parents  and  guardians.  In  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Superintendent,  the  Board  of  Education  may  assemble  and 
appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  vifcancy  until  the  regular  election  then  next  following, 
•when  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  election  of  the  people. 

Sec.  32.  The  School  Directors  of  the  several  districts  shall  assemble  within  five 
days  after  their  election  and  qualification,  and  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  in  June, 
September,  December  and  March  of  each  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may 
for  urgent  reasons  be  specially  convoked  by  the  Superintendent;  and  when  so  assem- 
bled, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Education  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
A  majority  of  all  the  School  Directors,  elected  in  the  said  city  and  county,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 
The  Board  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  its  members,  to  continue  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent,  a  Secretary  joro  lent.; 
deteruune  the  rules  of  its  proceedings ;  keep  a  record  of  its  acts  and  resolutions,  and 
allow  the  same  to  be  published.  The  sessions  of  the  Board  shall  be  public,  and  the 
record  of  its  proceedings  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Secretary,  subject  to  the 
inspection,  without  charge,  of  all  public  officers  and  citizens  of  the  said  city  and 
county. 

Sec.  33.     The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power — 

First.  To  establish  common  schools  and  school  districts  in  said  city  and  county 
conformably  with  the  laws,  and  to  fix  the  boundaries  of  such  school  districts. 
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Second.  To  establish  rules  wliicli  shall  not  bo  contrary  to  law,  for  the  govem- 
mont,  improvement  and  progress  of  the  public  schools  within  the  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  law  relating 
and  applicable  thereto,  and  for  the  government  of  all  school  officers  and  teachers  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Third.  To  determine  annually  the  amount,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  thirty-five 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars'  valuation  upon  the  Assessment  Roll,  to  be  raised  by 
tax  upon  the  real  and  persoual  property  within  the  city  and  county  not  exempt  from 
taxation,  for  the  support  of  free  common  schools  therein,  and  for  providing  suitable 
school-houses,  furniture,  libraries  and  apparatus. 

Fourth.  To  establish  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  as  aforesaid,  for  the 
safe  custody,  and  just  and  equal  disbursement  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Com- 
mon School  Fund  of  said  city  and  county,  from  whatsoever  source  arising. 

Fifth.  To  recpiire  that  all  Teachers,  previous  to  their  being  employed  in  any  of 
the  said  common  schools,  shall  be  rigidly  examined  before  the  said  Board,  or  a  com- 
mittee of  its  members  appointed  for  that  purpose,  or  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
being  approved  shall  receive  a  certificate  signed  by  such  Committee  and  Superinten- 
dent of  qualification  in  respect  to  moral  character,  ability  and  fitness  to  teach  in  the 
said  schools,  and  to  revoke  such  certificates  for  good  cause,  of  which  the  said  Board 
shall  be  the  sole  judge,  giving  to  the  parties  interested  reasonable  notice  and  an  op- 
portunity to  be  heard ;  and  any  School  Director,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Superintendent,  may  provisionally  withdraw  the  certificate  of  any  Teacher  employed 
in  the  schools  of  his  district  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
in  the  meantime  such  Teacher  shall  not  be  employed  in  any  of  the  common 
schools. 

Sec  34.  Upon  the  petition  of  fifty  heads  of  white  families,  resident  citizens  in 
any  district,  the  Board  of  Education  may,  in  their  discretion,  establish  a  common 
school  or  additional  common  schools  therein,  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  governing  the  other  common  schools,  awarding  to  such  school  or  schools 
its  proportionate  share  of  the  School  Fund,  but  no  sectarian  doctrines  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  be  inculcated  in  any  of  the  public  schools;  nor  shall  any  school  within 
the  said  citv  and  county  which  is  not  established  and  conducted  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  therewith, 
established  by  the  said  Board  of  Education,  be  permitted  to  receive  any  share  of  the 
Common  School  Fund. 

Sec.  35.  At  every  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Education,  before  proceeding 
to  other  business,  each  School  Director  shall  be  called  upon  to  report  orally  to  the 
Board  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  his  district,  the  cft-cumstances  and  wants  of  the 
inhabitants  in  respect  to  education,  and  to  suggest  any  defect  he  may  have  noted 
and  improvements  he  would  recommend  in  existing  regulations  on  the  subject. 

ARTICLE    IV. 
PUBLIC  STREETS  AND  HIGHWAYS. 

Sec.  36.  In  the  public  streets  already  laid  out  by  lawful  authority,  opened  and 
graded  within  the  limits  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  which  shall 
hereafter  be  laid  out,  opened  and  graded,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  the  paving,  planking 
sewering  and  repairs  of  every  kind,  shall  be  assessed  upon  and  done  at  the  equal  ex- 
pense of  the  adjacent  lots  on  each  side  of  said  streets,  each  distinct  and  separate  owner 
being  at  liberty,  and  being  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets  and  Highways,  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  at  his  own  expense,  the 
work,  repairs  and  improvements  in  front  of  his  own  property  to  the  center  of  the 
street. 

Sec.  37.  The  expense  of  all  such  work,  improvements  and  repairs  upon  each 
street  crossing,  or  the  space  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  streets,  shall  be 
assessed  with  equality  upon  each  quarter  block,  adjoining  and  cornering  upon  the 
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I  same;  each  distinct  lot,  or  part  of  a  lot,  included  in. such  quarter,  being  separately 
assessed  for  its  equal  proportion.  For  that  purpose,  all  the  blocks  shall  be  considered 
as  divided  into  quarters,  by  straight  lines  running  through  the  centers  of  them,  and 
running  parallel  with  each  of  the  streets  bounding  said  blocks.  In  cases  where  the 
blocks  are  of  irregular  shape,  and  not  bounded  by  parallel  streets,  so  that  they  can- 
not be  equally  divided  in  that  manner,  the  expense  of  constructing  and  repairing 
crossings,  or  that  portion  of  them  adjacent  to  such  irregular-shaped  blocks,  shall  be 
assessed,  as  aforesaid,  with  equality,  upon  the  lots  and  buildings  in  the  whole 
block.  The  space  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  streets  terminating  at  the  same 
point,  if  such  a  case  should  occur,  shall  be  planked,  paved  and  kept  in  repair,  at 
the  e<jual  expeii.se  of  the  lots  fronting  thereon  and  the  contiguous  quarter  block. 

Sec.  38.  In  all  the  streets  constituting  the  water  front  of  the  city,  or  bounded  on 
one  side  by  the  property  of  said  city  and  county,  the  expense  of  construction  and 
repairs  of  that  portion  of  said  streets,  from  the  center  line  thereof  to  the  said  water 
front,  or  to  such  property  of  the  city  and  county  bounded  thereon,  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  said  city  and  county  ;  but  no  contriict  for  any  such  work  shall  be  given 
out,  except  to  the  lowest  bidder,  after  an  observance  of  all  the  formalities  requisite  in 
contracts  for  grading  and  planking  or  paving  of  streets,  as  hereinafter  provided,  so 
far  as  the  same  can  be  applied  to  the  case. 

Sec.  39.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  lay  out,  and  open,  new 
streets  within  the  former  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  west  of 
Larkin  and  south-west  of  Johnson  streets,  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
Ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  citv,  approved  June  twentieth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  entitled  "  An  Oixlinance  for  the  settlement  and 
quieting  of  Land  Titles ;"  but  shall  have  no  power  to  subject  the  city  and  county  to 
■my  expense  therefor,  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  40.  Where  any  street  is  located,  but  not  yet  graded,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  may  order  the  whole  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  be  grailed,  afler  notice  of  their  intention  published  in  some  daily  newspaper, 
printed  m  said  city  and  county,  for  the  period  of  ten  days,  unless  the  owners  of  one- 
third  in  extent,  of  frontage  of  lands  and  lots,  bounded  on  such  street  or  portion  of  a 
street,  so  proposed  to  be  graded,  shall  have  made  written  objection  thereto,  and  de- 
livered the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec.  41.  If  the  owners  of  more  than  two-thirds  in  extent,  of  frontage  of  land  and 
lots  fronting  on  any  street,  or  portion  of  a  street  not  yet  graded,  or  their  duly  author- 
ized agent,  shall  petition  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  writing,  to  open  and  grade  the 
same,  the  signatures  of  the  petitioners  being  verified  by  their  acknowledgment  before 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  the  form  required  by  law  for  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds, 
the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  order  the  same  to  be  done ;  but  in  such  case, 
they  may  receive  and  consider  remonstrances  for  the  purpose  only  of  a.scertaining 
whether  the  petitioners  truly  comprehend  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  s.iid  owners, 
as  in  this  section  required.  No  order  or  permission  shall  be  given  to  grade  any  street 
or  portion  of  a  street,  without  extending  and  completing  such  grading  tliroughout 
the  whole  breadth  of  such  street,  up  to  the  boundary  of  the  lands  and  lots  fronting 
thereon. 

Sec.  42.  The  total  amount  of  the  expense  of  grading  any  street  or  portion  of  a 
street,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  assessed  upon  and  borne  with  abso- 
lute equality  by  all  the  lands  fronting  thereon  and  in  proportion  to  the  frontage,  at  a 
rate  per  foot  suflScient  to  cover  such  total  expense  of  the  work  ;  and  the  contract  therefor 
and  also  all  contracts  for  work  authorized  to  be  done  upon  street  crossings  shall  in  all 
ca.ses  be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder  offering  adequate  security,  and  shall  be  given, 
without  security,  to  the  owners  of  the  lands  and  lots  or  of  the  greater  part  thereof, 
in  extent  of  frontage,  which  are  liable  to  be  assessed  therefor ;  provided,  they  ofier  to 
take  the  same  at  as  low  a  rate  as  any  others  offering  adequate  security. 

Sec.  43.  Before  gi\'ing  out  any  such  contract,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
cause  notice  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
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ami  lligliways,  and  inserted  in  one  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city  and 
county,  for  a  period  of  ten  days,  inviting;  sealed  proposals  for  the  work  contemplated, 
to  be  handed  in  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways.  All  propo- 
sals offered  shall  be  delivered  over  by  the  said  Superintendent,  sealed,  to  the  IJoard 
of  Supervisors,  who  shall  open,  examine,  and  publicly  declare  them,  in  open  session, 
and  thereupon  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  at  the  lowest  price  offered,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  section  ;  provided,  that  the  lot  owners,  or  the 
major  part,  as  specified  in  said  section,  liable  to  be  assessed  therefor,  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  present  sealed  proposals,  but  may,  within  five  days  after  such  award,  elect 
to  take  the  contract,  for  the  price  it  has  been  awarded  at.  The  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets  and  Highways,  shall  be  authorized,  in  his  official  character,  to  enter 
into  written  contracts  for  work  upon  streets  and  street  ci'ossings,  ordered  to  be  done, 
and  awarded,  or  taken  by  the  said  owners,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec.  44.  The  grading,  sewering,  planking,  paving,  repairing,  or  otherwise  con- 
structing or  improving  of  streets  and  street  crossings,  must,  in  all  cases,  be  done  under 
the  direction,  and  to  the  satisfaction,  of  the  Superintendent;  and  all  contracts  made 
therefor,  must  contain  this  condition,  and  also  express  notice,  that  in  no  case,  (except 
when  it  is  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act),  will  the  said  city  and  county  be  liable  for 
any  portion  of  the  expense,  nor  for  any  delinquency  of  persons  or  property  assessed. 
The  assessment  and  apportionment  of  the  expenses  of  all  such  works,  in  the  mode 
herein  provided,  shall  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  High- 
ways. 

Sec.  45.  If  any  party  directly  interested  in  any  such  work,  contract  or  assess- 
ment, shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  determination  of  the  said  Superintendent,  in 
relation  thereto,  he  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  whose  decision  thereon, 
upon  hearing,  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  46.  The  person  in  possession  of  lands,  lots  and  buildings,  under  claim,  and 
exercising  acts  of  ownership,  shall  be  regarded,  treated  and  deemed,  to  be  the  owner, 
according  to  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  used  in  this  article  ;  and  in  case  of  property 
leased,  the  possession  of  the  tenant,  or  lessee,  holding  and  occupying  under  him,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  possession  of  such  owner,  so  that  such  owner  shall,  in  such  case, 
be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  by  his  tenant. 

Sec.  47.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways  shall  make,  and 
keep  in  his  office,  a  record  of  all  assessments  which  he  is  authorized  by  law  to  make, 
in  well  bound  volumes,  in  which  shall  be  entered  diagrams,  exhibiting  each  street 
crossing,  the  work  upon  which  may  have  been  duly  contracted  for,  and  each  street, 
or  portion  of  a  street,  for  the  grading,  planking,  or  paving  of  which,  contract  may 
have  been  entered  into,  the  amount  or  rate  to  be  paid  upon  such  contract,  each  dis- 
tinct lot,  or  portion  of  a  lot,  assessed  therefor,  and  the  amount  of  such  assessment. 
Every  assessment  made  and  recorded  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall 
have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  judgment  in  a  court  of  record,  and  remain  a  lien  upon 
the  property  assessed,  and  take  precedence  of  all  other  liens  piior,  as  well  as  subse- 
quent, in  date,  for  the  period  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  discharged. 

Sec.  48.  The  contractor  for  grading  of  streets,  or  work  upon  street  crossings, 
having  fulfilled  his  undertaking,  and  the  work  having  been  approved  by  the  Superin- 
tendent or  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  appeal,  shall  receive  from  the  Superintendent  a 
warrant,  by  virtue  of  which  he  shall  be  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  the  amount 
of  the  several  assessments  made  to  cover  the  sum  due  for  the  work  specified  in  such 
contract ;  which  warrant  shall  refer  to  the  contract,  the  work  contracted  for  and  per- 
formed, and  the  amount  agreed  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  shall  specify  the  amount  of 
each  assessment,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  lot  assessed,  if  known,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Superintendent,  and  be  countereigned  by  the  Auditor  of  said  city 
and  county  who,  before  countersigning  it,  shall  examine  the  contract,  the  steps  taken 
previous  thereto,  and  the  record  of  assessments,  and  must  be  satisfied  that  the  pro- 
ceedings have  been  legal  and  fair. 

Sec.  49.     The  contractor  or  his  agent  shall  call  upon  the  persons  so  assessed,  or 
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f  their  agents,  if  they  can  conveniently  be  founil,  and  if  payment  be  not  made,  shall 
demand  payment  u]ion  tlie  premises.  If  any  payment  be  made,  the  contractor  or 
his  agent  shall  receipt  the  same  upon  the  w.irrant,  or  a  scheUide  affixed  thereto,  in 
i  presence  of  the  person  making  such  payment,  and  shall  also  give  a  se]>arate  receipt 
'  if  demanded  ;  the  warrant  shall  be  returned  to  the  Superintendent  within  thirty  days 
after  its  date,  with  a  return  endorsed  thereon,  signed  by  the  contractor  or  his  agent; 
and  if  any  of  the  assessments  remain  unpaid,  verified  upon  oath,  and  stating  that  he 
has  called  upon  the  persons  assessed,  and  whose  assessments  remain  unpaiil  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  demanded  payment,  or  that  they  could  not  conveniently  be  found,  and 
that  he  has  publicly  demanded  payment  on  the  premises  liable  for  such  assessments, 
and  that  the  same  or  the  amounts  thereof,  specified  in  such  return  as  delinquent, 
remain  unpaid  ;  thereupon  the  Superintendent  shall  record  the  said  warrant  with  such 
sworn  return,  and  also  the  original  contract  referred  to  therein  if  it  has  not  been 
already  recorded  at  full  length  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in  his  office,  and 
shall  sign  such  record. 

Sec.  50.  If  such  delinquent  assessment  or  assessments  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
five  days  thereafter,  the  Police  Judge  shall,  on  the  application  which  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  make,  carefully  examine  the  aforesaid  record  and  also 
the  record  of  assessments,  and  finding  the  proceedings  to  have  been  legal  and  free 
from  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  contractor,  shall  issue  his  warrant,  to  be  signed  by 
him  and  countersigned  by  the  said  Superintendent,  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  said  city 
and  county,  briefiy  setting  forth  the  delinquent  assessment  or  assessments,  the 
amounts  thereof  remaining  unpaid,  the  name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners,  if 
known,  and  an  accurate  description  of  the  property  liable  therefor,  and  commanding 
the  said  Sheritt"  to  collect  the  amount  of  such  delinquent  assessment  so  remaining 
unpaid,  with  costs,  including  his  legal  fees,  and  fifteen  dollars  to  be  collected  and  paid 
over  to  the  Superintendent  for  his  services,  and  also  five  per  cent,  damages  upon  the 
amount  remaining  due  to  the  contractor  by  sale  of  the  property  liable  therefor,  and 
described  in  said  warrant  in  the  same  manner  as  real  estate  is  required  by  law  to  be 
sold  upon  execution,  and  out  of  the  moneys  made,  to  pay  over  the  amount  or  amounts 
due  to  the  contractor,  w  ith  the  said  five  per  cent,  damages ;  which  warrant,  after 
having  been  recorded  by  the  Superintendent  in  full  in  his  office,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  said  SheriflF. 

Sec.  51.  The  warrant  so  issued,  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  an  execution 
upon  a  judgment  or  decree  entered  up  in  a  court  of  record,  and  the  Sheriff,  in  his 
proceedings  thereon,  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  regulating  sales  under  execution  ; 
and  the  rights  and  remedies  of  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  at  any  sale  made  by 
virtue  of  such  w^arrant,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  purchasers  at  Sheriff's  sales 
under  execution.  The  property  sold  may  also  be  redeemed  in  the  same  manner  as 
real  estate  sold  under  execution,  by  the  owner  or  any  person  for  him  being  duly  au- 
thorized, or  by  any  creditor  having  a  lien  thereon.  The  deed  executed  by  the  Sheriff 
shall  briefly  refer  to  the  essential  steps  in  the  proceeding  previous  thereto,  and  shall 
h&  prima  facie  eviilenre  of  the  facts  so  recited. 

Sec.  52.  Any  tenant  or  lessee  of  the  property  liable,  may  pay  the  amount  of  the 
delinquent  assessment  to  the  contractor  or  his  agent,  before  the  issuing  of  the  warrant 
of  sale,  or  may  pay  such  amount  with  damages  and  costs  afterward  and  before  the 
sale,  or  may  redeem  the  property  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  owner  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law,  and  deduct  the  amount  so  paid  from  the  rents  due,  and  to  become 

(due  ;  and  for  any  sum  so  paid  beyond  the  rents  due,  he  shall  have  a  lien  upon,  and 
may  retain  possession  of,  the  said  property  until  the  amount  so  advanced  be  satisfied 
with  legal  interest  from  accruing  rents  or  repayment  by  the  owner. 

Sec.  53.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  the  cases  and  with  the  requisites  prescribed 
in  the  sections  forty  and  forty-one,  may  order  the  entire  planking  or  replanking, 
paving  or  repaving  (including  side-walks),  of  any  street  or  portion  of  a  street,  or  the 
construction  of  sewers  therein,  according  to  plans  and  specifications,  and  after  a  care- 
ful estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  which  shall  first  be  furnished  them  by  the  Su- 
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periiUeiident  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and  all  of  which  shall,  before  such 
order  can  be  passed,  bo  made  public  in  the  mode  prescribed  in  section  forty-three, 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  therein  specified,  proposals  shall  be  received,  and  contracts 
given  out,  for  the  work  ordered  to  be  done ;  which  contracts  shall  contain  the  con- 
dition and  notice  s])ecified  in  section  forty-four,  and  also,  expressing  that  each  owner 
will  bo  at  liberty  to  do  or  cause  to  be  done  the  work  falling  in  front  of  his  own 
property,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  prescribed  by  the  said  Superintendent,  shall 
obligate  the  contractor  to  perform  within  a  specified  time  thereafter,  and  at  the  rates 
per  foot  front  at  which  the  contract  has  been  awarded,  such  portions  of  the  work  as 
the  respective  owners  shall  have  failed  to  execute. 

Sec.  .54.  Immediately  after  the  contract  or  contracts  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
section  shall  have  been  given  out  and  recorded,  it  shall  operate  as  an  assessment  and 
lien  ujwn  each  lot  for  the  amount  which  it  would  be  liable  to  pay  at  the  rates  specified 
in  such  contract,  and  the  Superintendent  shall  notify  each  owner,  in  writing,  of  the 
same,  and  of  the  rate  and  amount  of  his  assessment,  by  causing  such  notice  to  be 
delivered  to  hira  personally,  or,  if  he  cannot  be  found,  to  be  left  upon  the  premises  so 
assessed,  and  warn  him  that  he  must  do  the  said  work  in  front  of  his  own  property 
within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  in  such  notice,  or  that  the  contractor  will 
execute  the  same  at  his  expense  and  that  the  property  will  be  liable  therefor.  If  such 
work  should  not  be  commenced  and  completed  by  the  owner  within  the  time  so  pre- 
scribed, it  shall  be  performed  by  the  contractor  according  to  his  contract  and  at  the 
cost  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  55.  For  the  levying,  collection  and  enforcement  of  such  assessments,  the 
same  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  observed  as  prescribed  in  sections  forty-seven, 
forty-eight,  forty-nine,  fifty,  fifty-one  and  fifty-two,  and  all  the  provisions  of  those 
sections  shall  be  followed  as  far  as  applicable  to  the  case. 

Sec.  56.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways  shall  require,  by 
verbal  or  written  notice,  (to  be  delivered  to  them  personally  or  left  upon  the  premi- 
ses), all  owners,  tenants  and  occupants,  of  lots  and  buildings  situated  and  fronting 
upon  streets  already  graded  and  planked  or  paved,  or  which  shall  hereafter  have  been 
graded  and  planked  or  paved,  where  local  repairs  are  needed  in  the  planking,  paving, 
sidewalks,  sewers,  or  otherwise,  to  make  such  repairs  forthwith,  each  one  in  front  of 
the  property  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  tenant  or  occupant ;  and  all  repairs  so  made 
or  expense  therefor  incurred  by  tenants  may  be  charged  to  the  landlord,  unless  other- 
wise agreed  between  such  landlord  and  tenant,  and  deducted  from  the  rents,  payable 
under  their  leases  ;  and  the  said  tenants  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  premises,  therefor, 
and  may  retain  possession  thereof  till  the  amounts,  so  advanced,  shall  be  repaid,  with 
interest,  from  accruing  rents  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  57.  If  such  repairs  be  not  commenced  within  three  days  after  notice  given 
as  aforesaid,  and  diligently  and  without  any  interruption,  prosecuted  to  completion, 
the  said  Superintendent  shall  employ  any  suitable  person,  applying,  to  do  the  work, 
at  the  expense  of  the  tenant,  and  owner,  or  occupant,  at  a  reasonable  price,  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  said  Superintendent;  and  such  owner  and  tenant  or  occupant,  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  the  same.  If  the  expense  of  such  work  and  repairs,  after  the  com- 
pletion thereof,  be  not  paid  to  the  contractor  so  employed,  on  demand,  the  Police 
Judge,  on  application  of  the  Superintendent,  shall  issue  a  warrant  signed  by  hira,  and 
countersigned  by  the  said  Superintendent,  directed  to  any  Constable  or  Police  Officer 
of  said  city  and  county,  commanding  him  to  seize  and  sell  any  personal  property  of 
the  said  owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  found  upon  the  premises,  that  may  be  sufficient 
for  the  satisfaction  of  the  amount  due  to  the  contractor,  with  costs,  including  three 
dollars  for  fees,  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  Superintendent;  and  if  sufficient  per- 
sonal property  of  the  owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  cannot  be  found  on  the  said  premises, 
then  to  seize  and  sell  the  said  premises  and  real  estate,  which  shall  be  particularly 
described  in  the  warrant. 

Sec.  58.  The  officer  executing  such  warrant,  shall  be  governed  in  his  proceedings 
by  the  laws  regulating  levy  and  sale  of  property  on  execution  from  Justices'  Courts, 
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and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees.  But  if  the  said  real  estate  be  levied  on  in  defect  of 
personal  property,  under  the  provisions  of  the  two  next  j)roceding  sections,  it  shall  be 
sold  for  a  term  of  years  and  struck  off  to  the  lowest  biclder,  or  the  person  who  will 
take  it  for  the  shortest  time,  and  pay  the  amount  of  the  assessment,  with  costs.  A 
copy  of  the  warrant,  when  returned,  with  the  return  thereon  indorsed,  certified  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  shall,  when  any  real  estate  has  been  sold  under 
it,  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent,  and  bo  recorded,  in  full,  in  his  office.  In  ad- 
dition, and  as  cumulative  to  the  remedies  above  given  in  this  and  the  next  preceding 
section,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power,  by  regulation,  to  prescribe  the 
penalties  that  shall  be  incurred  by  any  person  liable  and  neglecting  or  refusing  to 
make  repairs  when  required,  as  provided  in  section  fifty-six,  which  fines  and  penalties 
shall  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  city  and  county,  and  may  be  applied,  if  deemed 
expedient  by  the  said  Board,  in  payment  of  the  expense  of  any  such  repairs,  when 
not  otherwise  provided  for. 

Sec.  59.  An  action  may  be  instituted  and  maintained  before  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  by  the  Contractor,  for  work  done  and  materials  furnished,  upon 
streets  or  street  crossings,  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  against  the  several 
owners  assessed  and  liable  therefor,  for  the  recovery  of  the  amounts  of  their  respec- 
tive assessments,  which  action  shall  be  deemed  a  remedy  concurrent  with  the  pro- 
ceedings for  the  enforcements  of  such  assessments  herein-before  provided. 

Sec.  60.  Notices  in  writing  which  are  required  to  be  given  by  the  Superintendent, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  may  be  served  by  any  private  person,  or  by  any 
police  officer,  with  permission  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  fact  of  such  service 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person  making  it,  taken  before  the  Superintendent, 
Police  Judge,  or  any  Judge  or  Justice  of  the  Peace;  or  such  notices,  whether  verbal 
or  written,  may  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent  himself.  The  Superintendent 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  fact  of  giving  such  notices,  when  delivered  by  himself 
personally,  and,  also,  of  the  notices  and  proof  of  service  when  delivered  by  any 
other  person. 

Sec.  61.  The  records  kept  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  signed  by  him,  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  etfect  as  other  public  records,  and  copies  therefrom,  duly  certified,  may  be 
used  in  evidence,  with  the  same  etl'ect  as  the  oiiginals.  The  said  records  shall,  during 
all  office  hours,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  wishing  to  examine  them,  free 
of  charge. 

Sec.  62.  The  said  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  public  office  in  some  convenient 
place,  to  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  his  office  shall  be  kept  open 
as  in  this  Act  required.  He  shall  not,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  follow  any 
other  profession  or  calling,  but  shall  be  required  to  devote  himself  exclusively  to  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  63.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Superintendent  to  see  that  the  laws,  or- 
ders and  regulations,  relating  to  the  public  streets  and  highways,  are  carried  into  exe- 
cution ;  that  all  nuisances  and  unlawful  obstructions  are  removed  therefrom ;  and 
that  the  penalties  therefor  are  rigidly  exacted  by  legal  process.  It  is  required  that  he 
shall  keep  himself  informed  of  tlie  condition  of  all  public  streets  and  highways  in 
said  city  and  county,  by  personal  inspection.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties 
in  the  supervision  of  public  streets  and  highways,  and,  also,  of  all  public  buildings, 
parks,  lots  and  grounds  of  the  said  city  and  county,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Sup«;rvisors.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give 
bond  to  the  city  and  county,  in  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  64.  If,  in  consequence  of  any  graded  street  or  public  highway  being  out  of 
repair,  and  in  a  condition  to  endanger  ])ersons,  horses,  or  other  animals,  passing 
therein,  any  person,  while  lawfully  using  said  street  or  public  highway,  and  exercising 
ordinary  care  to  avoid  the  danger,  sutler  damages  to  his  person ;  or  if  any  horses, 
animals,  or  other  property,  being  Lawfully  ridden,  driven,  or  conveyed  through  such 
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street  or  public  highway,  he  injured,  lost,  or  destroyefi,  through  any  such  defect 
therein,  no  recourse  for  the  damage  thus  suffered  shall  had  against  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco ;  but  if  such  defect  in  the  street  or  public  liighway  have 
existed  for  the  period  of  twenty-four  hotirs  or  more,  then  the  person  or  persons  on 
whom  the  law  may  liave  imposed  the  obligation  to  repair  such  defect  in  the  street  or 
public  highway,  and,  also,  the  officer  or  officers  through  whose  official  negligence  such 
defect  remained  unrepaired,  shall  be,  jointly  and  severally,  be  liable  to  the  party  in- 
jured for  the  damage  sustained. 

ARTICLE    V. 

SUPERVISORS. 

Sec.  0.5.  The  Supervisors,  in  their  respective  districts,  shall  vigilantly  observe  the 
conduct  of  all  public  officers,  and  take  notice  of  the  fidelity  and  exactitude,  or  the 
want  thereof,  with  which  they  execute  their  duties  and  obligations,  especially  in  the 
collection,  custody,  administration  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  and  property; 
for  which  purpose  the  books,  records  and  official  papers,  of  all  officers  and  magis- 
trates of  such  districts,  shall  at  all  convenient  times  be  open  to  their  inspection. 
They  shall  take  care  that  the  books  and  records  of  all  officers  in  their  districts,  are 
kept  in  legal  and  proper  form.  They  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty, 
every  month,  to  examine  the  accounts  of  any  officer  of  their  respective  districts,  hav- 
ing the  collection  and  custody  of  public  funds,  to  examine  and  count  over  the  mone3's 
remaining  in  the  hands  of  such  ofjicers,  and  shall  note  any  discrepancy  or  defalcation 
that  may  be  discovered,  or  reasonably  suspected,  and  report  the  same  forthwith,  to- 
gether with  any  willful  official  negligence  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  such  offi- 
cer, to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec.  66.  At  every  regular  session  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  before  proceeding 
to  other  business,  each  member  shall  be  called  upon  to  report,  orally,  upon  the  mat- 
ters specified  in  the  preceding  section ;  to  give  information  of  the  condition  of  his 
district,  in  regard  to  public  schools,  streets,  roads  and  highways,  health,  police,  indus- 
try and  population  ;  and  to  suggest  any  defects  he  may  have  noticed  in-  the  laws  and 
regulations,  or  the  administration  thereof,  and  the  means  of  remedying  them. 

Sec.  67.  The  Supervisors  shall  meet  within  five  days  after  each  annual  election,  ^ 
and  also  on  the  first  Monday  of  .January,  April,  July  and  October,  of  each  year,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  specially  required  by  law  ;  or  they  may,  for  urgent  reasons,  be 
specially  convoked  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  A  majority  of  all 
the  Supervisors  to  be  elected  in  the  several  districts  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business,  and  no  regulation,  resolution,  ordinance,  or  order  of  the  Board,  can  pass 
without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected,  but  a  sm.aller  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  day  to  day.  All  the  sessions,  acts  and  resolutions  of  the  Board 
shall  be  public.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  elected  by  the  city  and 
county  at  large,  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  without  the  right  to 
vote.  In  his  absence,  during  any  session,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  President  pro  tem- 
pore, who  shall,  however,  have  the  same  vote  as  other  members.  The  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors shall  be  the  judge  of  election  returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members, 
and  shall  order  and  provide  for  holding  elections  in  the  proper  districts,  to  fill  vacan- 
cies which  may  happen  or  exist  more  than  six  months  previous  to  the  next  general 
election;  at  which  general  election  such  office  shall  be  filled  by  election  for  the  full 
term  of  two  years.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceed- 
ings, keep  a  record  of  its  acts  and  resolutions,  and  allow  the  same  to  be  published; 
and  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  at  the  request  of  any  member,  be  entered 
on  its  journals.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  with  a  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  to  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  who  sliall  be 
ex-officio  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Equalization,  without  any  additional  salary  as  such, 
except  as  provided  in  section  eleven,  and  shall  be  required  to  take  the  constitutional 
oath,  of  office,  and  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.     He 
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shall  have  power  to  administer  such  oatlis  and  atTinnations  as  may  bo  required  by  law, 
or  the  rei;iiliitions,  or  the  orders  of  the  Board,  relating  to  any  demands  upon  tlie  treas- 
ury, or  other  business  connected  witli  the  government  of  the  city  and  county  ;  and 
slijill  also  have  power  to  certify  and  authenticate  copies  of  all  records,  papers  and 
.J.Muments  in  his  official  custody.  The  powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  those 
granted  in  this  Act,  and  they  are  prohibited  to  exercise  any  others. 

Sec.  68.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ^ngi- 
lantly  to  observe  the  official  conduct  of  each  Supervisor  in  his  district,  and  of  all  pub- 
lic officers  of  the  city  and  county,  and  take  note  of  the  fidelity  and  exactitude,  or  the 
want  thereof,  with  which  they  execute  their  duties  and  obligations,  especially  in  the 
collection,  custody,  administration  and  disbursement  of  the  public  funds  and  property ; 
for  which  purpose,  the  books,  records  and  official  papers,  of  all  officers  and  magis- 
trates of  said  city  and  county,  shall  at  all  convenient  times  be  open  to  his  inspection. 
Ho  shall  take  especial  care  to  see  that  the  books  and  records  of  all  such  officers  are 
kept  in  legal  and  proper  form ;  an<I  any  official  defalcation  or  willful  neglect  of  duty, 
or  officiarmisconduct,  which  he  may  have  discovered,  or  which  shall  liave  been  re- 
ported to  him  by  any  Su])ervisor,  shall,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  bo  laid  before  the 
Grand  Jury,  in  order  that  the  officer  in  default  may  be  proceeded  against  according 
to  law.  Every  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  providing  for 
any  specific  improvement,  the  granting  of  any  privilege,  or  involving  the  lease,  or 
other  approi)rialion  of  public  property,  or  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys,  (except 
for  sums  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,)  or  laying  tax  or  assessment,  and  every  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  imposing  a  new  duty  or  penalty  shall,  after  its  introduction  in  the 
Board,  be  published,  with  the  .ayes  and  nays,  in  some  city  daily  newspaper,  at  least 
five  successive  days,  before  final  action  by  the  Board  upon  the  same  ;  and  every  such  ordi- 
nance, after  the  same  shall  jiass  the  Board,  shall,  before  it  takes  effect,  be  presented  to 
the  President  of  the  Board  for  his  approval.  If  he  approves,  he  shall  sign  it;  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it,  within  ten  days,  to  the  Board,  with  his  objections,  in  writing.  The 
Board  shall  then  enter  the  objections  on  the  journals,  and  publish  them  in  some  city 
newspaper.  If  at  any  stated  meeting  thereafter,  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  the  Board,  vote  for  such  ordinance  or  resolution,  it  shall  then,  despite  the  objec- 
tions of  the  President,  become  valid.  Should  any  such  ordinance  or  resolution  not 
be  returned  by  the  President,  within  ten  days  after  he  receives  it,  it  shall  become 
valid  the  same  as  if  it  had  received  his  signature. 

Sec.  69.  All  contracts  for  building  and  printing  to  be  done  for  the  said  city  and 
county,  and  ordinary  supplies  for  subsistence  of  prisoners,  must  be  given  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  lowest  bidder  offering  adequate  security,  after  due  public 
notice  published  for  not  less  than  five  days  in  at  le.ast  two  newspapers  in  said  city  and 
county.  The  contract  for  subsistence  of  all  prisoners  must  be  given  out  every  three 
months  at  a  fixed  price  per  day,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  for  each  person  con- 
nected with  the  prison ;  and  the  advertisement  for  proposals,  to  be  published  as 
aforesaid  by  the  l^oard  of  Supervisors,  shall  specify  each  article  that  will  be  required, 
the  quality  thereof,  the  quantity  for  each  person  and  the  existing  and  probable  number 
of  prisoners  to  be  supplied.  All  articles  of  food  supplied  for  j)risoners  must  be  of  a 
sound  and  wholesome  quality,  and  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the 
Keeper  of  the  prison,  an<l  also  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
Police  Judge  of  said  city  and  county,  all  of  which  must  be  expressed  in  the  contract 
therefor  to  be  entered  into. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine  ap- 
peals from  the  executive  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  in  the  cases  provided  in  this 
Act;  and  in  all  cases  of  an  appeal  taken  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  Board  of 
Education,  from  the  order  or  decision  made  by  any  other  officer  or  officers,  such 
6fficer  or  officers  sh.all  furnish  the  Board  with  a  statement  of  his  or  their  reasons  for 
the  order  or  decision  so  appealed  from,  and  the  party  appealing  shall  be  heard  briefly, 
but  without  the  observance  of  any  technical  or  other  formalities,  not  necessary,  in 
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the  discretion  of  the  Hoard,  to  a  just  decision;  which  shall,  after  ascertaining  the  true 
state  of  the  case,  be  given  without  delay. 

Skc.  71.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect,  in  the 
mode  prescribed  by  law,  for  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  by  tax  each  year,  u])on 
all  property  in  said  city  and  county,  not  exempt  from  taxation,  such  amount  as  they 
may  deem  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  prompt  ])ayment  of  all  demands  upon  the 
treasury  thereof,  authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  paid  out  of  the  same ;  jyrovidcd,  that 
such  taxation,  exclusive  of  State  and  school  tax,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rate  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars'  valuation  upon  the  Assess- 
ment Roll.  The  said  Board  shall  also  levy  and  collect  in  the  same  manner  such 
amount,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  thirty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars'  valuation 
as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  be  necessary  for  the 
support  of  free  common  schools  in  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  72.  The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  also  constitute  a  Board  of  Equal- 
ization for  said  city  and  county,  and  as  such  shall  have  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
general  laws  regulating  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  when  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Appointments  of  officers  or  public  agents  required 
by  existing  statutes,  not  repealed  by  this  Act,  to  be  made  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Mayor,  and  confirmation  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  shall, 
after  this  Act  takes  ett'ect,  be  made  in  like  manner  on  the  nomination  of  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  a  confirmation  by  said  Board. 

Sec.  73.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor,  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  Chief  of  Police  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  of  said  city  and  county,  to  report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  of  each  year,  the  condition  of 
their  respective  departments,  embracing  all  their  operations  and  expenditures  during 
the  preceding  year,  and  recommending  such  improvements  in  them  as  they  may 
deem  necessary.  The  Auditor  shall  also  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  each 
quarterly  session,  and  must  also  publish  the  same,  a  statement  of  the  exact  condition 
of  the  finances  of  said  city  and  county,  which  must  show  the  receipts  into,  and  dis- 
bursements made  from,  the  treasury  during  the  preceding  quarter,  the  amount  of 
money  on  hand  and  the  amount  of  audited  demands  outstanding.  Immediately  after 
the  first  Monday  in  February,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  make  up  and  publish 
an  abstract  from  these  several  reports  and  other  sources  of  the  operations,  expen- 
ditures and  condition  of  all  departments  of  government  of  the  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  74.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  further  have  power  by  regulation  or 
order : 

First.     To  regulate  the  police  and  police  force  of  said  city  and  county. 

Second.  To  provide  for  the  security,  custody  and  administration  of  all  property  of 
said  city  and  county,  without  any  power  to  sell  or  encumber  the  same,  or  to  lease  any 
part  thereof  for  more  than  three  years,  except,  however,  that  such  personal  property 
belonging  to  the  fire,  street,  or  other  departments,  as  they  may  deem  unsuited  to  the 
uses  and  purposes  for  which  the  same  was  designed,  or  so  much  worn  or  dilapidated 
as  not  to  be  worth  repairing,  may  be  sold  or  exchanged  by  order  or  resolution.  The 
said  Board  shall  also  have  power,  at  their  discretion,  to  appoint  a  City  and  County 
Attorney,  learned  in  the  law,  and  to  prescribe  and  regulate  his  duties  and  obligations. 

Third.  To  provide  by  regulation  for  the  prevention  and  summary  removal  of  all 
nuisances  to  public  health,  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases,  the  prevention  and 
summary  removal  of  all  nuisances  and  obstructions  in  the  public  streets  and  highways. 

Fourth.  To  provide  in  cases  omitted  in  this  Act,  and  in  conformity  with  the  prin- 
ciples adopted  in  it,  for  opening,  altering,  extending,  grading,  planking,  paving,  or  re- 
paving,  or  otherwise  improving  of  public  streets  and  highways  at  the  expense  of  the 
property  benefited  thereby,  without  any  recourse  in  any  event  upon  the  city  and 
county,  or  the  public  treasury,  for  any  portion  of  the  expense  of  such  works,  or  any 
delinquency  of  the  property  owners  or  holders. 

Fifth.     Providing  for  lighting  and  cleaning  the  streets. 
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Sixth.     To  regulate  market  houses  and  market-places. 

Seventh.  To  provide  for  the  erection,  repair  and  regulation  of  wharves  and  docks, 
and  fixing  the  rates  of  wharfage  there.at. 

Eighth.  To  jH'ovidc  for  enclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  of 
the  city  and  county. 

Ninth.  To  prohibit  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  or  structures  within  any  fixed 
limits  where  the  street  shall  have  been  established  and  graded,  or  ordered  to  be  gra- 
ded ;  to  regulate  the  sale,  storage  and  use  of  gunpowder  or  other  explosive  or  com- 
bustible materials  and  substances,  and  make  all  needful  regulations  for  protection 
against  fire. 

Tenth.  To  make  such  regulations  concerning  the  erection  and  use  of  buildings  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants. 

Eleventh.  To  determine  the  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  that  shall  be  incurred 
for  the  breach  of  the  regulations  established  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  also  for 
a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  where  no  penalty  is  affixed  thereto  or  provided 
by  l.iw  ;  but  no  penalty  to  be  imposed  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  value  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  six  months'  imprisonment,  or  both  ;  and  all  actions  for  the  recovery 
of  such  fines,  or  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  may  be  prosecuted  before  the  Po- 
lice Judge  in  the  name  of  the  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Twelfth.  To  regulate  and  provide  for  the  employment  of  prisoners  sentenced  to 
the  public  work  of  said  city  and  coimty,  and  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  to 
let  out  the  labor  of  such  prisoners,  by  contract  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Thirteenth.  To  license  and  regulate  hafknoy  coaches,  carriages,  and  other  public 
vehicles,  and  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  transportation  of  persons,  baggage, 
and  property  therein,  and  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  employed  in  conveying 
baggage  for  persons  arriving  in,  and  departing  from,  said  city  and  county,  and  to  pro- 
hibit the  exercise  of  those  employments  without  such  license. 

Fourteenth.  To  license  and  regulate  all  such  callings,  trades,  and  employments,  as 
the  public  good  may  require  to  be  licensed  and  regulated,  and  as  are  not  prohibited 
'by  law.  And  all  licenses  granted  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  the 
powers  therein  delegated,  shall  be  signed  and  issued  by  the  Auditor  of  said  city  and 
county,  on  production  to  him  of  the  Treasurer's  receipt  for  the  sum  required  to  be 
paid  therefor,  which  receipt  shall  also  be  entered  and  countersigned  by  the  Auditor,  as 
in  case  of  all  other  receipts  for  money  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Fifteenth.  To  prohibit  and  suppress  all  houses  of  ill-fiime  and  prostitution,  and  all 
occupations,  houses,  places,  amusements  and  exhibitions  which  are  against  good 
morals,  and  contrary  to  jmblic  order  and  decency. 

Sixteenth.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  work-house,  house  of  refuge,  or  house 
of  correction,  and  for  the  regulation  and  government  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth.  To  direct  and  control  the  Fire  Department  of  said  city  and  county, 
in  conformity  with  the  laws. 

Eighteenth.  To  fix  the  fees  and  charges  to  be  made  by  the  Surveyor  of  said  city 
and  county  for  certificates  of  surveys  for  buildings  or  other  purposes,  on  the  public 
streets. 

Nineteenth.  To  provide  by  regulation,  where  it  may  be  necessary,  for  carrying  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  into  eflfect. 

Twentieth.  To  provide  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  indigent  sick  of  said 
city  and  county,  but  not  to  incur  any  expenses  therefor  exceeding  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  eiffht  hundred  dollars  a  month. 

Twenty-first.  To  provide  for  .the  construction  and  repair  of  hydrants,  fire-plugs, 
cisterns  and  pumps  in  the  streets,  for  the  public  security  and  convenience. 

Twenty -.second.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  buildings  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  use  of  the  city  and  county,  upon  lands  belonging  thereto,  but  without  the 
power  to  purchase  either  lands,  lots,  or  buildings. 

Twenty-third.  To  provide  ways  and  means  for  the  prosecution  of  the  claims  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  Pueblo  lands  now  pending  for  the  same. 
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AR'TICLE    VI. 
FINANCE    AND    REVENUE. 

Sec.  75.  All  finos,  penalties  ami  forfeitures,  imposed  for  offense.s  committed  witliin 
the  said  city  .and  county,  sh.all  be  received  by  the  Clerk  or  Magistrate  of  the  respec- 
tive court  and  ]>aid  into  the  treasury  thereof,  as  a  jiart  of  the  Police  Fund  ;  forty  per 
cent,  of  iill  poll  taxes  collected  in  said  city  and  county,  or  any  other  proportion  of 
such  poll  taxes  which  may  be  hereafter  assigned  to  said  city  and  county,  by  law,  shall 
also  be  paid  and  received  into  the  trefisury  thereof,  as  a  part  of  the  I'olice  Fund.  All 
demands  payable  out  of  said  fund,  may,  in  case  there  be  not  sufficient  money  in  the 
treasury  arising  from  the  sources  specified  in  this  section,  be  paid  out  of  the  General 
Fund  of  s.iid  city  and  county. 

Sec.  76.  The  School  Fund  of  said  city  and  county,  shall  consist  of  all  moneys 
received  from  the  State  School  Fund ;  all  moneys  arising  from  taxes  upon  property 
which  shall  be  levied  each  year  for  that  use,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  which 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rate  of  thirty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dolliir.s'  valuation 
of  all  property,  real  and  personal,  liable  to  be  assessed.  The  General  Fund  consists 
of  all  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  designated  and  set  apart  by  law  to  a  .specified  use, 
and  of  the  overplus  of  any  Special  Fund  remaining  after  the  satisfaction  of  all  de- 
mands upon  it.  The  Surplus  Fund  consists  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  General 
Fund  remaining  in  the  treasury  after  the  satisfaction  of  all  demands  due  and  payable, 
which  are  specified  in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  in  section  ninetj'-five.  The  Fiscal 
Year  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  State. 

Sec.  77.  All  taxes  assessed  upon  real  and  personal  property,  in  said  city  and 
county,  shall  be  payable  and  be  paid  directly  to  the  Treasurer  thereof;  and  in  default 
of  such  payment  before  the  time  when  the  Tax  Collector  may  be  authorized  by  law 
to  seize  and  sell  the  property  therefor,  the  said  Tax  Collector  shall  proceed  to  collect 
said  taxes,  together  with  his  legal  fees,  by  seizure  and  sale  of  the  property  liable,  in 
the  mode  prescribed  by  law  for  the  collection  of  such  State  and  county  taxes.  The 
taxes  due,  however,  may  be  paid  to  the  said  Treasurer  at  any  time  before  the  property 
is  sold,  and  on  production  to  the  Tax  Collector  of  the  proper  receipt,  and  payment  of 
his  legal  fees  for  services  rendered  up  to  that  time,  such  property  shall  be  discharged. 

Sec.  78.  The  Tax  Collector,  upon  the  final  settlement  to  be  made  by  him  a,s  such 
Tax  Collector,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  shall  be  charged  with,  and 
shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  the  full  amount  of  all  taxes  by  him  collect- 
ed and  not  previously  paid  over,  without  any  deduction  of  commissions,  fees  or 
otherwise ;  he  shall  also  be  charged  with  and  be  deemed  debtor  to  the  treasury  for 
the  full  amount  of  all  taxes  due  upon  the  delinquent  list  delivered  to  him  for  col- 
lection, unless  it  be  made  to  appear  that  it  was  out  of  his  power  to  collect  the  same 
by  levy  and  sale  of  any  property,  liable  to  be  seized  and  sold  therefor ;  if  the  impossi- 
bility to  collect  any  portion  of  such  delinquent  taxes  have  resulted  from  any  irregu- 
larity or  defect  in  the  assessment,  then  the  Assessor  whose  duty  it  was  to  make  the 
assessment,  shall  be  liable  and  be  deemed  debtor  to  the  treasury  for  the  amount  re- 
maining imcollected  for  that  cause. 

Sec.  79.  The  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  in  a 
secure  fire-proof  vault,  to  be  prepared  for  the  purpose,  all  moneys  belonging  to,  or 
which  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and  shall  not  loan,  use,  or  deposit  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  with  any  banker  or  other  person,  nor  pay  out  any  part  of  said 
moneys,  except  iipon  demands  authorized  by  this  Act,  and  after  they  have  been  duly 
audited ;  he  shall  keep  the  key  of  said  vault  and  not  suffer  the  same  to  be  opened 
except  in  his  presence.  At  the  closing  up  of  the  same,  each  day,  he  shitU  t.ake  an  ac- 
count and  enter  in  the  proper  book,  the  exact  amount  of  money  on  hand,  and  at  the 
end  of  every  month  shall  make  and  publish  a  statement  of  all  receipts  into,  and  pay- 
ments from,  the  treasury,  and  on  what  account.  If  he  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  he  shall  be  considered  a  defaulter  and  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
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a  misik'ineanor  iii  oftioe,  an.l  be  liable  to  removal  and  shall  bo  proceeded  against 
accordingly  ;  if  ho  loan  or  de]>osit  said  inone\'s,  or  any  part  thereof,  contrary  to  tho 
provisions  of  this  section,  or  apply  the  same  to  his  own  use  or  to  the  use  of  any  other 
person,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  or  snffer  the  same  to  go  out  of  his  personal  custody, 
except  in  payment  of  audited  demands  upon  the  treasury,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  sutler  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  for 
a  period  not  less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  years. 

vSiic.  80.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  moneys  belonging  to  each  fund  separate 
and  distinct,  and  shall,  in  no  case,  pay  demands  chargeable  against  one  fund  out  of 
moneys  belonging  to  another,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act,  without  an 
express  order  of  tho  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  can  only  be  made  at  or  after  the 
third  regular  session,  held  during  the  fiscal  year,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds.  The  said 
Treasurer  shall  give  his  personal  attendance  at  his  public  oflfice  during  the  office  hours 
tixed  in  this  Act;  and  if  he  absent  himself  therefrom,  except  on  account  of  sickness 
or  urgent  necessity,  during  such  office  hours,  he  shall  lose  Lis  salary  for  the  entire  day 
on  which  ho  was  absent. 

Sec.  81.  The  following  demands  against  the  treasury  shall  be  received  for  taxes,  at 
one  per  cent,  above  their  par  value : 

First.  Audited  bills  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  for  wages  or  salaries  of  teachers  in 
the  common  schools,  and  all  other  duly  audited  demands  of  such  year,  payable  out 
of  the  School  Funil,  after  having  been  presented  for  payment,  and  registered  by  the 
Treasurer,  as  provided  in  section  eightyreight,  shall  be  received  for  school  taxes,  but 
no  other  demands  shall  be  so  received. 

Second.  Coupons  due,  or  to  become  due,  during  the  current  fiscal  ye.ar,  issued  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Funded  Debt,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  cer- 
tificates known  as  the  San  Francisco  City  Stock,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  enti- 
tled "An  Act  to  authorize  the  Funding  of  the  floating  Debt  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  to  provide  for  tho  Tayment  of  the  same,"  passed  May  first,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  all  coupons  so  received,  must  every  week  be  handed 
over  to  said  Commissioners  to  he  canceled,  and  the  receipt  of  saiil  Commissioners 
taken  therefor  by  the  Treasurer;  also  the  coupons  due  or  to  become  due,  during  the 
current  fiscal  year,  issued  by  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  an 
Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Funding  the  legal  and  equitable  Debt  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  the  final  Redemption  of  the  same,"  passed  May  seventh, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -five. 

Third.  Coupons  due,  or  to  become  due,  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  issued  for 
interest,  by  the  Commissioners  for  funding  the  floating  debt  of  the  County  of  San 
Francisco,  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  Fund  the  Floating  Debt  of 
the  County  of  San  Francisco,"  passed  May  fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
two. 

Fourth.  All  lawful  demands  upon  the  Treasury,  except  those  payable  out  of  the 
School  Fund  and  the  Surplus  Fund,  after  having  been  duly  audited,  and  presented  for 
payment  and  registered,  as  provided  in  Section  eighty-eight,  shall  be  a  legal  tender 
for  the  whole  amount  of  all  taxes  and  other  dues  belonging  to  and  receivable  into  the 
City  and  County  Treasury.  Provided,  That  none  of  the  demands  or  coupons  named 
in  the  several  numbered  subdivisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  received  for  vState  taxes 
and  dues  to  the  State  Treasury.  And  provided  further,  Tliat  none  of  the  demands  or 
coupons  aforesaid,  except  as  provided  in  the  first  of  said  subdivisions,  shall  be  received 
for  or  in  payment  of  school  taxes.  If  the  Treasurer  shall  refuse  to  receive  such  audited 
demands  or  coupons,  when  tendered  for  taxes  or  other  dues  to  the  Treasury  as  afore- 
said, or  shall  neglect  to  cancel  such  audited  demands  on  the  day  so  received,  or  other- 
wise pairl  into  the  Treasury,  or  shall  neglect  to  deliver  such  coupons  received  by  him 
to  the  Fund  Commissioners,  as  before  required,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor in  office,  and  for  every  oft'ence  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  adjudged  to  pay 
a  fine  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  audited  demands  and  coupons  so  tendered  and 
refused,  or  so  received  or  paid,  and  neglected  to  be  canceled,  or  to  be  delivered  to  the 
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Commissioners  as  aforesaid.  Every  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  shall  specify  in  what 
funds  the  payment  was  made,  whether  in  cash,  audited  demands  or  coupons,  and  the 
amount  of  each  ;  and  his  receipt  for  State  dues  shall  in  the  same  manner  specify  how 
payment  was  made,  otherwise  he  shall  be  liable  to  account  for  the  amount  thereof  in 
cash  onl}\ 

Sec.  82.  No  payment  can  be  made  from  the  treasury  or  out  of  the  public  funds 
of  said  city  and  county,  unless  the  same  be  .specifically  authorized  by  this  Act,  nor 
unless  the  demand  which  is  paid,  be  duly  audited,  as  in  this  Act  provided,  and  that 
must  appear  upon  the  face  of  it.  No  demand  upon  the  treasury  shall  be  allowed  by 
the  Auditor  in  favor  of  any  person  or  officer  in  any  manner  indebted  thereto,  without 
first  deducting  the  amount  of  such  indebtedness,  nor  to  any  person  or  officer  liaving 
the  collection,  custody  or  disbursement  of  public  funds,  unless  his  account  has  been 
duly  presented,  passed,  approved  and  allowed,  as  required  in  this  Act ;  nor  in  favor  of 
any  officer  who  shall  have  neglected  to  make  his  official  returns  or  his  reports,  in' 
writing,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  required  by  law  or  by  the  regulations  establish- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors ;  nor  to  any  officer  who  shall  have  neglected  or  re- 
fused to  comply  with  any  of  the  piNsKisions  of  this  or  any  other  Act  of  the  Legisluture 
regulating  the  duties  of  such  officer,  on  being  required,  in  writing,  to  comply  there- 
with, by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  Supervisor  of  the  respective 
district ;  nor  in  favor  of  any  officer  for  the  time  he  shall  have  absented  himself  with- 
out lawful  cause,  from  the  duties  of  his  office  during  the  office  hours  prescribed  in 
this  Act,  and  the  Auditor  may  examine  any  officer  receiving  a  salary  from  the  treas- 
ury, on  oath,  touching  such  absence. 

Sec.  83.  The  term  "audited,"  as  used  in  this  Act  with  reference  to  demands  upon 
the  treasury,  is  to  be  understood  their  having  been  presented  to,  and  passed  upon,  by 
every  officer  and  board  of  officers,  and  finally  allowed  as  required  by  law ;  and  this 
must  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  paper  representing  the  demand,  or  else  it  is  not 
audited.  The  term  "law  or  laws,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  is  never  to  be  understood  as 
applicable  to  any  regulation  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, or  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Fire  Department,  but  only  applicable  to  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  made  or  adopted  by  the  Legislature  in  pursance  thereof. 

Sec.  84.  Every  demand  upon  the  treasury,  except  the  salary  of  the  Auditor,  and 
including  salary  of  the  Treasurer,  must,  before  it  can  be  paid,  be  presented  to  the 
Auditor  of  the  city  and  county  to  be  allowed,  who  shall  satisfy  himself  whether  the 
money  is  legally  due  and  remains  unpaid,  and  whether  the  payment  thereof  from  the 
treasury  of  the  city  and  county  is  authorized  by  law,  and  out  of  what  fund.  If  he 
allow  it,  he  shall  indorse  upon  it  the  word  "  allowed,"  with  the  name  of  the  fund  out 
of  which  it  is  payable,  with  the  date  of  such  allowance,  and  sign  his  name  thereto ; 
but  the  allowance  or  approval  of  the  Auditor,  or  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  any 
other  Board  or  officer,  of  any  demand,  which  upon  the  face  of  it  appears  not  to  have 
been  expressly  made  by  law  payable  out  of  the  treasury  or  fund  to  be  clftirged  there- 
with, shall  afford  no  warrant  to  the  Treasurer  or  other  disbursing  officer  for  paying 
the  same.  No  demand  can  be  approved,  allowed,  audited  or  paid,  unless  it  specify 
each  several  item,  date  and  value  composing  it,  and  refer  to  the  law  by  title,  date  and 
section  authorizing  the  same. 

Sec.  85.  The  demand  of  the  Auditor  for  his  monthly  salary  shall  be  audited  and 
allowed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  other  monthly  demands 
on  account  of  salaries  fixed  by  law,  and  made  payable  out  of  the  Treasury  of  said  city 
and  county,  may  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  without  any  previous  approval.  All  de- 
mands payable  out  of  the  School  Fund  must,  before  they  can  be  allowed  by  the 
Auditor  or  paid,  be  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  or  by  the  Presi- 
dent thereof,  and  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  acting  under  the  express  author- 
ization of  said  Board.  Demands  for  teachers' wages  or  other  expenses  appertaining 
to  any  school,  cannot  be  approved,  allowed  or  audited,  to  an  aujount  exceeding  the 
share  of  school  money  which  such  school  will  be  entitled  to  have  apportioned  to  it 
during  the  current  fiscal  year.     Demands  for  monthly  pay  of  Police  Captains  and  Offi- 
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cers,  must,  before  they  can  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  or  paicl,  first  be  ap]iroved  by 
the  Police  Judge  and  Cliief  of  Police,  or  if  thoy  refuse  or  cannot  agree,  then  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  All  other  lawful  demands  payable  out  of  the  treasury,  or  any 
public  funds  of  said  city  and  county,  and  not  liereinbefore  in  this  section  specified, 
must  before  they  can  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor,  or  in  any  manner  be  recognized  or 
paid,  be  first  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors ;  or  if  the  demand  bo  under  two 
tiundred  dollars,  by  the  President  and  two  members  thereof,  appointed  by  the  Board 
for  that  ])urpose,  with  power  to  act  under  and  subject  to  its  instructions  and  regula- 
tions during  recess  of  the  said  Board.  The  Auditor  must  number  and  keep  a  record 
of  all  demands  on  the  Treasury  allowed  by  him,  showing  the  number,  date,  amount 
and  name  of  the  original  and  present  liolder ;  on  what  account  allowed,  out  of  what 
fund  payable,  and  if  previously  approved,  by  what  officer,  officers  or  Board  it  has 
been  so  approved  ;  and  it  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  in  office  for  the  Auditor  to 
deliver  any  demand  with  his  allowance  thereon  until  this  requisite  shall  have  been 
complied  with. 

Sec.  86.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Auditor,  Chief  of  Police, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  each  Supervisor,  shall  have  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  anil  affirmations  concerning  any  demand  on  the  Treasury  or  otherwise  re- 
lating to  their  official  duties.  Every  officer  who  shall  ajiprove,  allow,  or  pay  any 
demand  on  the  Treasury  not  authorized  by  this  Act,  shall  be  liable  to  the  city  and 
county  individually  and  on  his  official  bond  for  the  amount  of  the  demand  so  ille- 
gally approved,  allowed,  or  paid.  Ever}-  citizen  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the 
books  of  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  any  time 
during  business  hours.  Copies  or  extracts  from  said  books,  duly  certified,  shall  be 
given  by  the  officer,  having  the  same  in  his  custody  to  any  citizen  demanding  the 
same,  and  paying  or  tendering  si.\teen  cents  per  folio  of  one  hundred  words  for  such 
copies  or  extracts. 

Sec.  87.  The  Auditor  is  the  head  of  the  Finance  Department  of  the  city  and 
county,  and  as  such  is  required  to  be  constantly  acquainted  with  the  exact  condition 
of  the  treasury  and  every  lawful  demand  upon  it.  Ue  shall  keep  a  public  office  and 
give  his  personal  attendance  there  daily,  during  the  office  hours  fixed  in  this  Act,  and 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  follow  or  engage  in  any  other  occupation,  office  or  calling 
while  he  holds  said  office ;  if  he  absents  himself  from  his  office  during  such  office 
hours,  except  on  indispensable  official  business  or  urgent  necessity,  he  shall  lose  his 
salary  for  the  day,  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  his  official  duty  to  keep  account  of  the 
times  and  occasions  when  he  shall  be  so  absent  from  duty. 

Sec.  88.  Every  lawful  demand  upon  the  treasury  duly  audited,  as  in  this  Act  re- 
quired, shall  in  all  cases  be  paid  on  presentation  and  canceled,  and  the  proper  entry 
thereof  be  made  if  there  be  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  fund 
out  of  which  it  is  payable  ;  but  if  there  be  not  sufficient  money  belonging  to  said 
fund  to  pay  such  demand,  then  it  shall  be  registered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
Treasurer  for  that  purpose,  showing  its  number,  when  presented,  date,  amount,  name 
of  the  original  holder,  and  on  what  account  allowed,  and  out  of  what  fund  payable ; 
and  being  so  registered,  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  presenting  it  with  an  indorse- 
ment of  the  word  "  registered,"  dated  and  signed  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  89.  Whenever  any  audited  demand  has  been  presented  to  the  Treasurer 
and  not  paid,  and  it  be  made  known  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
he  shall  proceed  immediately  to  investigate  the  cause  of  such  non-payment ;  and  if 
it  be  ascertained  that  the  demand  has  been  illegally  and  fraudulently  approved  or 
allowed,  he  shall  cause  the  officer  guilty  of  such  illegal  and  fraudulent  approval  or 
allowance,  to  be  preceded  against  for  misconduct  in  office.  If  he  ascertain  that  the 
demand  has  been  duly  audited,  and  that  the  Treasurer  has  funds  applicable  to  the 
payment  thereof,  which,  without  reasonable  grounds  for  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of 
such  payment,  he  refuses  to  apply  thereto,  he  shall  proceed  against  him  as  a  defaulter ; 
if  it  be  ascertained  that  the  demand  was  not  paid  for  want  of  funds,  then  he  shall 
cause  the  Sheritt"  or  Tax  Collector,  or  other  officer  or  person  or  persons,  who  ought  to 
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have  collectud  or  to  have  paid  the  money  into  tlio  treasury,  if  tliey  liave  been 
grossly  negligent  therein,  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  law  and  without  any 
delay. 

Sec.  90.  The  salaries,  fees  and  compensation  of  all  officers,  including  Policemen 
and  employees  of  all  classes,  and  all  teachers  in  common  scliools  or  others,  employed 
at  fixed  wages,  shall  be  payable  niontlily ;  and  any  demand  whatsoever  upon  the 
treasury  hereafter  accruing,  shall  not  be  paid,  but  shall  be  for  ever  barred  by  limita- 
tion of  time  unless  the  same  be  ]iresenteJ  lor  jjayment,  properly  audited,  within  one 
month  after  such  demand  became  due  and  ]iayable  ;  or  if  it  be  a  demand  which  has  to 
be  [lassed  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  Board  of  Education,  then 
w'ithin  one  month  after  the  regular  session  of  the  i)roper  Board,  held  next  after  the 
demand  accrued,  or  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall,  within  six  months  after 
the  demand  accrued  as  aforesaid,  on  a  careful  investigation  of  the  facts,  certify  that 
the  same  is  in  all  respects  just  and  legal,  and  that  the  presentation  of  it  as  above  re- 
quired was  not  in  the  power  either  of  the  original  party  interested  or  his  agent  or 
the  present  holder,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  barred  in  the  same  manner,  unless  pre- 
sented for  payment  within  twenty  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  91.  The  Treasurer,  for  money  received  into  the  treasury,  and  all  other  officers 
^of  said  city  and  county  receiving  money  from  the  Treasurer  for  disbursement,  shall 
give  receipt  for  all  moneys  by, them  received,  which  receipt  shall  be  presented  to,  and 
countersigned  by,  the  Auditor.  The  Auditor,  before  countersigning  any  such  receipt, 
shall  number  it,  and  make  an  entry  in  a  book  of  record,  to  be  kept  in  his  office  for 
that  purpose,  of  the  number,  date  and  amount,  by  whom,  and  in  whose  favor  given, 
and  on  w'hat  account.  No  such  receipt  shall  be  valid  as  evidence  in  favor  of  the 
person  or  officer  receiving  it,  till  presented  to  the  Auditor,  and  countersigned  as  afore- 
said ;  and  any  person  or  officer  using,  or  offering  to  use,  such  receipt  as  evidence,  in 
favor  of  such  person  or  officer,  of  the  payment  specified  in  it,  without  being  first 
countersigned,  as  above  required,  shall  forfeit  to  the  said  city  and  county  double  the 
amount  of  money  specified  in  such  receipt. 

Sec.  92.  If  any  person  feel  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Auditor,  or  other 
proper  officer  or  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  except  the  Board  of  Education,  in 
the  rejection  of,  or  refusal  to  approve  or  allow,  any  demand  upon  the  treasury,  pre- 
sented b}'  such  person,  he  may  appeal,  and  liave  the  same  passed  upon  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  whose  decision  thereon  shall  be  final ;  and  if  the  said  Board  shall  ap- 
prove and  allow  the  demand,  it  shall  afterwards  be  presented  to  the  Auditor,  and 
entered  in  the  proper  book  in  like  manner  as  other  demands  allowed  by  him,  and  an 
indorsement  must  be  made,  of  its  having  been  so  entered,  before  it  can  be  paid  ;  fro- 
vided,  that  from  the  decision  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  Super- 
intendent of  Common  Schools  refusing  or  not  agreeing  to  allow  any  demand,  payable 
out  of  the  School  Fund,  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  the  Board  of  Education,  whose 
decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  93.  In  all  cases  of  such  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  opinion  of  the  District  Attorney  thereon,  shall  be  required  in 
writing,  read  and  filed ;  and  upon  such  appeal,  and  in  all  other  cases  upon  the  appro- 
val or  allowance  of  any  demand  upon  the  ti'easury,  or  School  Fund,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  b}'  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the  records. 

Sec.  9i.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Judge  and  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county,  shall,  every  month,  examine  the 
books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  other  officers  of  said  city  and  county  having  the  collec- 
tion and  custody  of  public  funds,  and  shall  be  permitted  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to 
see  and  count  over  all  the  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  such  Treasurer,  or 
other  officer.  If  they  ascertain  clearly  that  such  Treasurer,  or  other  officer,  is  a 
defaulter,  they  shall  forthwith  take  possession  of  all  funds,  books  and  papers,  belong- 
ing to  such  officer,  and  appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  same,  until  the  said  defaulting 
officer  can  be  proceeded  against  according  to  law,  which  shall  be  done  without  delay. 
The  person  so  appointed  shall  give  bond  and  take  the  oath  of  office,  in  the  same

uiaiincr  as  was  required  of  the  officer  whoso  place  he  is  appointed  to  fill.  If  the 
Treasurer,  or  other  officer  so  charged  as  a  defaulter,  he  accjuitted  thereof,  he  shall 
resume  his  duties. 

Skc.  95.  raynients  of  demands  on  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county,  may  bo 
made  for  the  followini;  objects,  and  none  others  : 

First.  (»ut  of  the  Police  Fund,  the  fixed  salaries  of  Police  Captains  and  officers, 
Chief  of  Police,  Police  Judge,  and  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court. 

Second.  Out  of  tlie  School  Fund,  the  salaries  or  wages  of  teachers  in  the  com- 
mon schools,  rents,  repairs,  building  and  furnishing  of  school  houses,  as  provided  by  law. 

Third.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  fixed  salaries  or  compensation  of  the  Assessor 
and  his  Deputies,  the  salaries  fixed  by  law,  of  the  Judge  of  the  Sujierior  Court,  and 
other  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  and  of  officers  of  the  Fire  Departn)eut,  and  the 
legal  fees  of  jurors  and  witnesses  in  criminal  cases,  when  the  same  by  law  are  payable 
out  of  the  County  Treasury. 

Fourth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  upon  the  "San  Fran- 
cisco City  Stock,"  duly  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize 
the  funding  of  the  Floating  Debt  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  same,"  passed  May  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Fifth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  on  the  bonds  duly  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  enti- 
tled "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  funding  of  the  Legal  and  Equitable  Debt  of  the  City 
of  San  Francisco,  and  for  final  redemption  of  the  same,"  passed  May  seventh,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty -five.  ' 

Sixth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  on  bonds  duly  issued  by 
the  Commissioners  for  Funding  the  Floating  liebt  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco,  in 
pursuance  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An  A(!t  to  fund  the  Floating  Debt  of  the  County  of  San 
Francisco,"  passed  May  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

Seventh.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  upon  the  bonds 
known  as  the  "  Fire  Bonds,"  issued  to  the  amount  of  "two  hundred  thousand  dollars," 
by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  bearing  date  December 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four. 

Eighth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund  the  certificates  of  stock  and  bonds,  after  matu- 
rity, which  have  been  duly  issued,  referred  to  in  the  four  next  preceding  subdivisions 
of  this  section. 

Ninth.  C)ut  of  the  School  Fund,  coupons  for  interest  due  on  the  bonds  known  as 
the  "  School  Bonds,"  dated  May  foiu'th,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  issued  by  the  corporate 
authority  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  together  with  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
annually,  as  a  Sinking  Fund,  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds,  and  the  sum  or  sums 
due  on  each  and  every  of  the  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  also  the  amount  necessary 
to  discharge  legal  incumbrances  now  existing  on  school  houses  and  school-house  lots. 

Tenth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  annually,  for 
the  redemption  of  the  certificates  of  stock,  mentioned  in  the  fourth  subdivision  of 
this  section,  when  the  same  shall  bo  ottered  for  redemption  at  the  treasury,  and  after 
first  applying  to  that  use  the  money  now  belonging  to  said  "Sinking  Fund,"  remain- 
ing in  the  hands  of  the  Fund  Commissioners.  Also,  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  six 
liuudred  and  sixty-seven  dollars,  annually,  for  the  redemption  of  said  "  Fire  Bonds," 
mentioned  in  the  seventh  subdivision  of  this  section,  when  the  same  shall  be  oflered 
at  the  City  and  County  Treasury  for  redemption,  and  after  first  applying  to  that  use 
tlie  money  now  belonging  to  this  "  Sinking  Fund." 

Eleventh.  Out  of  the  Police  Fund,  bills  for  the  subsisting  of  prisoners  previously 
autliorized  by  the  Board  of  Su])ervisors,  as  in  this  Act  provided,  and  duly  audited, 
which  bills  must  minutely  specify  each  several  item  composing  the  demand. 

Twelfth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  the  amount  due  upon  the  mortg.ago  upon  the 
City  Hall  shall  bo  paid  off  immediately,  and  in  preference  to  any  other  demand  what- 
soever, not  previously  registered  by  the  Treasurer  under  this  Act.

Thirteenth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  bills  duly  audited  for  expenditures  in  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  indigent  sick  of  the  city  and  county,  previously  authori- 
zed by  tlie  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  not  exceeding  the  amount  in  this  Act,  limited  for 
that  purpose. 

Fourteenth.  Out  of  the  General  Fund,  expenditures  not  exceeding  the  total 
amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  including  salaries,  during  any  one  fiscal  year,  pre- 
viously authorized  by  the  Board  of  Sui)ervi.sors,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, the  construction  and  repairs  of  cisterns  and  other  necessary  works,  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires ;  also  the  expense  legally  incurred  for  books,  stationery,  and 
official  blanks,  as  authorized  by  section  eleven  of  this  Act.  and  the  necessary  expense 
of  constructing  a  fire-proof  vault,  to  be  prepared  for  the  Treasurer's  office,  as  required 
by  section  soventy-nine  of  this  Act ;  also,  expenditures,  not  exceding  one  thousand 
dollars,  during  any  one  month,  for  objects  of  urgent  necessity  other  than  those  hereto- 
fore specified  in  this  section,  vplien  the  amount  thereof  in  each  particular  case  shall 
have  been  previously  authorized  and  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  the  lawful 
exercise  of  their  powers. 

Fifteenth.  Out  of  the  Surplus  Fundf  expenditures  previously  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  in  the  lawful  exercise  of  their  powers,  for  objects  other  than 
.those  specified  in  the  preceding  fourteen  subdivisions  of  this  section,  may  be  paid  out 
of  the  Surplus  Fund,  as  specified  in  sections  ninety-seven  and  ninety-eight,  but  not 
otherwise.  At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  after  every  lawful  demand  on  the 
Treasury  then  due  and  payable,  or  to  accrue  for  that  year,  shall  have  been  actually 
paid,  taken  up  and  cancelled,  and  record  thereof  made  in  the  proper  books,  or  cash 
in  the  treasury  shall  have  been  set  apart  and  reserved,  equal  to  the  amount  of  said  de- 
mands that  may  then  be  outstanding,  or  to  accrue  for  that  year,  and  a  surplus  of 
money  shall  still  remain  in  the  treasury,  then,  and  in  such  case,  but  not  otherwise, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  out  of  such  Surplus  Fund,  and  from  no  other  source 
whatever,  make  appropriations  for  the  various  objects  embraced  within  their  lawful 
powers,  other  than  those  specified  in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  this  section,  and 
may,  in  case  the  revenue  of  the  year  then  next  ensuing,  will  in  their  opinion,  be  amply 
sufficient  to  satisfy  all  demands  upon  the  General  Fund  and  Police  Fund,  set  apart 
and  reserve  the  moneys  so  appropriated,  to  be  expended  from  time  to  time,  during 
such  succeeding  year,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  section  ninety-six.  Every 
contract  whereby  any  money  is  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  for  other  objects  than 
those  specified  in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  null  and  void, 
as  against  the  city  and  county,  if  made  before  such  Surplus  Fund  exists  in  the  treasury, 
and  unless  it  be  in  writing,  with  a  printed  copy  of  section  ninety-five,  ninety -six,  nine- 
ty-seven and  ninety-eight  of  this  Act  attached  to  it,  and  in  such  case,  the  officer  or 
officers  executing  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  county,  in  contravention  of  this 
provision,  shall  alone  be  liable  in  his  or  their  individual  capacity,  to  the  other  con- 
tracting party,  for  the  fulfilment  of  such  contract. 

Sec.  96.  The  demands  specified  in  the  first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  section  ninety- 
five,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury,  in  preference  to  any  and  all 
other  demands  whatsoever ;  and  in  case  of  any  deficiency  of  funds  for  the  payment 
of  any  of  the  said  demands,  when  presented,  then  all  such  demands,  being  presented 
and  registered  by  the  Treasurer,  as  in  this  Act  required,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
moneys  afterwards  coming  into  the  said  treasury,  applicable  thereto,  in  the  order  in 
which  the  same  are  registered. 

Sec.  97.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Board  of  Education,  and  each  and  every 
officer  of  the  said  city  and  county,  being  absolutely  prohibited  to  contract  any  debt 
or  liability,  in  any  form,  against  the  said  city  and  county  hereafter,  the  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  enumerated  in  this  Act,  so  far  as  the  exercise  thereof  may  in- 
volve the  expenditure  of  money  otherwise  than  for  the  objects  and  demands  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  extend  only  to  authorizing  the  appro- 
propriation  and  application  of  any  surplus  moneys  remaining  in  the  treasury,  during 
any  one  fiscal  year,  to  the  objects  specified  in  such  enumeration  of  powers,  after  the 
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demands  mentioned  in  tbo  first  fourteen  subdivisions  of  section  ninety-five,  duo  and 
payable  during  such  fiscal  year,  shall  have  been  paid,  and  the  several  Sinking  Funds 
shall  have  been  provided  and  reserved  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  certifi- 
cates of  stock,  to  the  amount  herein-before  specified. 

Sec.  98.  If  any  expenditures,  not  authorized  by  this  act,  be  incurred,  they  can 
never  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  nor  shall  they  be  deeme<l  to  constitute,  or  lay  the 
foundation  of,  any  claim,  demand,  or  liability,  legal,  etjuitable,  or  otherwise,  against 
tlie  said  city  and  county.  If  expenditures  be  incurred,  which  are  authorized  by  this 
Act  to  be  paid  out  of  the  surplus  funds  in  the  treasury,  but  not  for  the  preferred  ob- 
jects specified  in  section  ninety-six,  such  expenditures  can  only  be  paid  out  of  such 
surplus  funds  and  revenues  strictly  appertaining  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  ex- 
penditures have  been  ordered,  or  the  contracts  therefor  entered  into,  and  can  not  be 
carried  forward  and  paid  out  of  any  revenues  accruing  and  receivable  into  the  treas- 
ury for  any  subsequent  year ;  nor  shall  any  demand  for,  or  arising  out  of,  any  such 
expenditure,  contract  or  consideration,  be  deemed  to  be  a  legal  nor  equitable  claim  or 
liability  against  the  said  city  and  county,  or  the  treasury  thereof,  or  the  taxable  pro- 
perty or  tax  payers,  othevwise  than  as  in  this  section  provided  ;  and  no  demand  pre- 
ferred against  the  said  city  and  county,  or  the  treasury  thereof,  which  is  not  legally 
obligatory  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  can  be  recognized,  assumed,  or  legalized, 
80  as  to  give  it  any  validity,  or  authorize  the  payment  thereof. 

Sec.  99.     The  following  Acts  and  Laws  are  hereby  repealed  : 

The  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  Re-Incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed 
May  fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

The  Act  explanatory  thereof,  passed  May  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-five. 

The  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  Re-Incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed 
April  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one ;  and 

The  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  passed  April 
fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  eighth  section  of  the  Act,  passed  April  twenty-fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one,  entitled  "  An  Act  Dividing  the  State  into  Counties  and  Establish- 
ing the  Seats  of  Justice  Therein. 

The  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  Create  a  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  Define  their  Duties,"  passed  April  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one. 

The  twenty-eighth  section  of  the  Act,  passed  March  twenty-sixth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning  County  Recorders,"  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  San  Francisco  County. 

All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  Supervisors  or  Boards 
of  Supervisors,  are  declared  inapplicable  to  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, except  such  as  are  expressly  referred  to  in  and  made  applicable  thereto  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act;  also,  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  so  far  as  they  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section  1.  The  present  County  Auditor  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall 
act  as  Auditor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  until  the  next  general  elec- 
tion, with  the  powers,  duties  and  compensation  provided  for  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  The  present  Marshal  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  shall  act  as  Chief  of 
Police  for  the  said  city  and  county  until  the  next  general  election,  with  the  powers, 
duties  and  compensation  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  Until  the  next  general  election,  the  present  Coimty  Surveyor  of  the 
County  of  San  Francisco  shall  act  as  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Ilighways, 
with  the  powers,  duties  and  compensation  provided  for  in  this  Act,  but  without 
any  further  compensation  for  ofiicial  services  rendered  to  the  city  and  county  as 
Surveyor. 
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Seo.  4.  Until  the  next  general  election,  and  the  election  ami  qualification  of  a  Po- 
lice Judge,  the  present  Mayor  and  ex  officio  Recorder  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  shall 
act  as  Polico  Judge  for  the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  with  the  powers, 
duties  and  compensation  of  Police  Judge  as  provided  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  5.  Until  the  next  general  election,  the  .Justices  of  the  Peace  remaining  in 
office  in  the  said  city  and  county  when  assembled,  shall  have  the  powers  of  the  Hoard 
of  Supervisors  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  therein 
contained,  and  shall  elect  a  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ami  Clerk,  to  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  next  general  election,  with  the  powers,  duties  and  compensa- 
tion as  provided  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.  The  police  force  of  the  said  city  and  county  shall  immediately  be  reduced 
to  the  number  authorized  by  this  Act,  and  the  compensation  of  Captains  and  Police- 
men shall  not  exceed  the  amounts  herein-before  provided. 

Sec.  7.  Until  the  next  general  election,  the  present  Board  of  Education  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  shall  continue  in  office,  and  constitute  a  Board  of  Education 
for  sai<l  City  an<l  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  8.  At  the  next  general  election,  to  be  held  as  provided  by  law,  there  shall 
be  elected  for  the  city  and  county,  a  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Police 
Judge,  Cliief  of  Police,  Auditor,  Tax  Collector  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets 
and  Highways ;  and  for  the  several  districts  therein,  the  Supervisors,  School  Direct- 
ors, Justices  of  the  Peace,  Constables  and  Inspectors  and  Judges  of  Elections,  pro- 
vided for  in  this  Act ;  and  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  or  exist  in  the  elective  offices 
provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  be  filled  by  election  at  the  same  time. 

SAN    MATEO    COUnA. 

Sec.  9.  Subdivision  1.  There  shall  be  formed  out  of  the  southern  portion  of  the 
County  of  San  Francisco  a  new  county  to  be  called  San  Mateo. 

Sub.  2.  The  boundaries  of  the  County  of  San  Mateo,  on  all  sides,  except  the 
north,  shall  be  identical  with  those  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  they  e.xisted 
on  the  eighteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six ;  the  said 
County  of  Sau  Mateo  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Sub.  3.  The  Seat  of  Justice  shall  be  at  such  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  county  at  the  election  for  county  officers,  as  provided  by  this  Act. 

Sub.  i.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  for  county  officers  and  to  determine  the 
County  Seat  in  said  County  of  San  Mateo  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  of  the  present 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six. 

Sub.  5.  At  the  election  mentioned  in  the  preceding  subdivision  of  this  section, 
there  shall  be  chosen  a  Board  of  Supervisors,  consisting  of  three  persons,  one  County 
Judge,  one  County  Attorney,  one  County  Clerk,  who  shall  be  e.v  officio  County  Re- 
corder, one  Sheriff,  one  County  Surveyor,  one  Assessor,  one  Treasurer,  one  Coroner 
and  one  Public  Administrator,  also  a  place  to  be  the  Seat  of  Justice. 

Sub.  6.  John  Johnson,  R.  0.  Tripp  and  Chas.  Clark,  are  hereby  appointed  as  a 
Board  of  Commissioners,  to  act  without  any  compensation,  in  the  organization  of  said 
County  of  San  Mateo,  with  powers  and  duties  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Suh.  1.  The  laws  of  a  general  nature  now  in  force,  regulating  elections  in  this 
State,  shall  apply  to  the  election  ordered  by  this  section  ;  except  that  the  above  Board 
of  Commissioners,  in  the  preceding  subdivision  of  this  section  appointed,  shall  de- 
signate the  election  precincts,  appoint  the  Inspectors  and  Judges  of  Election,  issue  the 
several  certificates  to  the  persons  elected,  and  declare  what  place  receives  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  County  Seat. 

Sub.  8.  Said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  hold  their  first  session  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  at  the  house  of  Edwaj-d  Hancock,  Red  Wood  City,  in  said  county. 

Sub.  9.  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  meet  on  the  Monday  two  weeks 
previous  to  the  election.  At  such  meeting  said  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  their  num- 
ber President,  and  one  as  Clerk.     A  record  of  their  proceedings  shall  be  kept.     The 
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attendanco  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  tlie  BoarJ,  shall  be  necessary  for  tlio 
transaction  of  business.  At  the  said  meeting,  the  Board  shall  designate  the  precincts 
of  the  county,  and  appoint  Inspectors  and  Judges  of  such  precincts,  and  give  noUce 
at  each  of  the  said  precincts. 

Sub.  10.  Sealed  returns  from  the  officers  of  election  may  be  delivered  to  any 
member  of  said  Board.  The  said  Board  shall  meet  on  the  second  day  subsequent  to 
the  election,  at  the  house  of  Edward  Hancock,  Redwood  Cit}-,  and  the  returns  shall 
then  be  opened  and  read ;  and  under  their  direction,  and  in  their  presence  a  tabular 
statement  shall  be  made  out,  showing  the  vote  given  at  each  precinct  of  the  county, 
for  each  person,  and  for  each  of  the  offices  to  be  filled  at  the  election,  and,  also,  the 
entire  vote  given  for  each  person,  and  in  the  county  for  County  Seat,  and  for  what 
]ilace,  or  ]»laces,  cast.  The  statement  made  out  by  such  Board,  shall  be  signed  by  its 
President  and  Clerk.  The  place  for  which  the  highest  number  of  legal  votes  shall 
be  found  to  have  been  cast,  shall  be  the  County  Seat.  The  persons  having  the  high- 
est number  of  legal  votes  for  the  several  offices  to  be  filled,  shall  be  declared  elected; 
and  the  I'resideut  shall  immediately  make  out  and  send,  or  deliver,  to  each  person 
chosen  a  certificate  of  election,  signed  by  him  as  President  of  the  Commissioners, 
.and  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

Sub.  11.  The  County  Judge  shall  qualify  before  the  President  of  the  Board,  and 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  day  succeeding  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  subdivision.  The  ])erson,s  elected  as 
countv  officers,  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  qualify  before  the  County  Judge, 
wiihin  ten  days  thereafter,  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sub.  12.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  transmit,  without  delay,  a  copy  of  the 
tabular  statement,  prepared  as  provided  for  in  the  tenth  subdivision  of  this  section,  to 
the  Secretary  of  State.  The  election  returns  of  the  county,  and  a  duplicate  tabular 
statement,  shall  be  furnished  to,  and  retained  by,  the  County  Judge  of  the  county 
until  the  person  elect,  as  Clerk  of  said  county,  has  qualified  and  entered  upon  liis 
duties,  after  which  they  shall  be  filed  in  his  office. 

Sub.  13.  The  County  Judge  chosen  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
hold  office  for  four  years  from  the  next  aimual  election  for  members  of  the  Assembly, 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  other  officers  elected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  fixed  by  law, 
commencing  from  the  ne.xt  annual  election  for  members  of  the  Assembly. 

Sub.  14.  The  County  Judge  shall  receive  for  his  services,  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 

Sub.  1,5.  The  County  of  San  Mateo  shall  be,  and  form  a  portion  of,  the  Twelfth 
Judicial  1  listrict  of  this  State. 

Sub.  10.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Mateo  County,  sh.ill  have  the  power 
to  levy  a  special  tax,  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  valu- 
ation of  taxable  property  of  said  count)',  to  be  assessed  and  collected  as  other  taxes; 
and  the  fund  arising  from  said  special  tax,  shall  be  applied,  solely,  to  the  erection  of 
a  jail  and  court-house  for  said  County  of  San  Mateo.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  also  have  power  to  levy  and  collect,  each  year,  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law 
for  assessment  and  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes,  uj)on  all  the  taxable  property 
therein,  such  amount  as  they  may  deem  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  county  ;  provided,  that  the  amount  so  levied,  exclusive  of  State  and  school  tax, 
shall  not,  in  any  one  year,  exceed  the  r.ato  of  fifty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  upon 
all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  upon  the  assessment  roll.  But  neither  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  nor  any  officer,  or  officers,  of  the  said  County  of  San  Mateo, 
shall  have  power  to  contract  any  debt  or  liability,  in  any  form,  against  the  said  coun- 
ty ;  nor  shall  the  said  countj",  or  any  person  or  property  therein,  ever  be  liable  for  any 
debt  or  liability  contracted,  or  attempted  to  be  contracted.  This  prohibition,  how- 
ever, shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  said  Board,  or  officers,  from  approjjriating, 
and  paying  out,  moneys  actually  existing  in  the  treasury,  to  the  various  objects,  as 
authorized  by  law.  ' 
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Sub.  17.  All  township  officers  chosen  at  the  general  election  for  San  Francisco 
County,  whose  districts,  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  may  be  included  within  the 
present  limits  of  San  Mateo  County,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
said  County  of  San  Mateo,  during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sub.  18.  The  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  San  Francisco  County,  upon  application  by 
any  person,  and  payment  of  the  fees,  shall  furnish  certified  copies  of  all  deeds,  or 
other  papers,  recorded  in  their  offices,  wherein  the  subject  matter  of  such  deeds,  or 
other  papers,  are  situated  in  San  Mateo  County. 

Sub.  19.  All  actions  pending,  or  proceeding,  in  the  nature  of  actions,  whether 
original  or  on  appeal,  civil  or  criminal,  that  were  commenced  by  a  party,  or  parties, 
now  residing  within  the  limits  of  San  Mateo  County,  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the 
tribunals  and  officers  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  in  San  Francisco  County  ;  and 
nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  aft'ect  any  such  action. 

Sub.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Surveyor,  under  the  instruction  and 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  mark  the  boundary  line  between  [the]  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  County  of  San  Mateo,  and  for  such  services  he 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  by  law.  The  said  County  of  San 
Mateo  shall  remain  connected  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  hereto- 
fore, for  all  purposes  connected  with  representation  in  the  Legislature  and  the  elec- 
tion of  members  thereof,  which  shall  remain  as  heretofore  established  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  This  Act,  excepting  this  section,  and  section  five  of  article  first,  only, 
shall  take  efiect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next ;  and,  in  the  meantime,  the 
existing  municipal  government,  or  officers,  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  or  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  or  other  officers,  of  the  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  not  have  power 
to  contract  any  debt  or  liability  against  the  said  city  or  against  the  said  county.  But 
this  prohibition,  or  anything  contained  in  the  existing  charter  of  said  city,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  appropriation,  or  payment  out  of  the  treasury,  of  any 
moneys  actually  existing  therein,  to  the  various  objects  and  purposes,  as  authorized 
by  law,  or  the  drawing  of  any  warrant,  or  order  therefor.  This  section  and  section 
five  of  article  first,  of  this  Act,  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage.

Amendatory  of  and  Supplementary  to  "An  Act  to  Eepeal  the  Several 
Charters  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  etc.,  etc. 

[Approved  April  18th,  1S67.] 

Sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight  (amended  April  25th,  1857,) 
nine,  ten,  eleven.  See  Sections  one,  six,  ten,  eleven,  nineteen,  sixty-seven,  seventy-four, 
eighty-one,  eif/hty-Jive,  eighty-six,  and  ninety-five,  of  original  Act,  respectively. 

Sec.  12.  The  second  section  of  this  amendatory  Act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as 
to  shorten  or  otherwise  to  affect  the  term  of  office  of  the  officers  chosen  at  the  last 
general  election.  But  all  officers  then  elected  shall  continue  in  office  and  hold  office 
for  the  same  time  as  if  said  amendatory  section  had  not  been  passed. 

Sec.  13.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  examine  and  approve, 
and  the  Auditor  to  allow,  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore  examined  and  allowed, 
and  register  in  a  book  to  be  specially  prepared  for  that  purpose,  the  demands  of  all 
officers  of  the  county  and  the  policemen  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  months 
of  April,  May  and  June,  A.  D.  1856,  in  cases  where  the  amount  claimed  has  not 
been  previously  audited,  and  where  the  same  is  fixed  by  law,  or  by  ordinance  of  the 
Common  Council  of  said  city,  in  pursuance  of  and  by  due  authority  of  law.     The  said 
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Board  shall  also  have  power  to  examine  and  approve,  and  ihe  Auditor  to  allow  and 
register  the  demands  for  compensation  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  created  by  virtue  of 
an  ordinance  numbered  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  passed  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil of  said  city  on  the  27th  day  of  July,  A.  1>.  1855,  and  also  shall  have  power  to 
examine  and  approve,  audit  and  register  the  demands  for  compensation  of  the  clerks 
and  other  persons  actually  employed  by  said  Board  of  Examiners  in  aid  of  their  offi- 
cial duties  as  such  Board.  Provided,  That  no  amount  exceeding  thirty  dollars  per 
day  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  said  examination  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Chairman 
of  said  Board  of  Examiners,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-tive  dollars  per  day  for 
the  time  actually  spent  shall  be  allowed  the  two  Associate  Examiners.  And  provi- 
ded, also,  That  no  sum  exceeding  ten  dollars  per  day  shall  be  allowed  to  any  one  of 
the  clerks  or  other  persons  employed  by  said  Board  for  the  time  actually  spent  by 
said  clerks  or  other  persons  during  such  employment. 

Sec.  14.  Any  indebtedness  of  such  officer  or  policeman  to  the  city  and  county, 
arising  from  over-payments  or  allowances  made  to  him,  either  before  or  since  the  first 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  1856,  beyond  the  amount  to  which  he  was  legally  entitled,  or 
arising  from  any  other  cause,  shall  be  deducted  from  any  amount  that  may  bo  found 
due  him,  and  the  balance  only  shall  be  allowed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  of  the  Auditor,  diligently  and  faithfully  to  examine  the  ac- 
counts and  vouchors  of  such  officers,  and  other  evidence,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
such  indebtedness  exists,  and  the  true  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  15.  Any  demands  found  due  and  owing  to  said  officers  or  policemen,  when 
allowed  and  registered  by  the  Auditor,  under  the  provisions  of  the  next  two  preceding 
sections,  shall  be  received  at  their  par  value  in  payment  of  all  delinquent  county  taxes 
and  delinquent  city  taxes  for  any  fiscal  year  prior  to  July  1st,  1856. 

Sec.  16.  Any  demands  examined,  approved,  allowed  and  registered,  as  compen- 
sation to  the  said  Board  of  Examiners,  created  by  said  ordinance  eight  hundred  and 
thirty  one,  and  of  their  clerks  or  other  persons  employed  by  them  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  received  at  their  par  value  in  payment  for  any  taxes  due  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  17.  This  Act  shall  take  eti'ect  immediately  after  its  passage,  but  for  the  pe- 
riod which  shall  intervene  until  the  next  general  election,  the  salaries  to  be  allo\^ed  to 
the  Police  Judge,  District  Attorney,  Chief  of  Police,  and  Auditor,  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  after  which  the  same  shall  be  as  fixed  in  Section 
four  of  this  Act. 


Amendatory  of  and  Supplementary  to  "  An  Act  to  Repeal  the  Several 
Charters  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  etc.,  etc. 

[Approved  April  26th,  1867.] 

Section  one.     See  Section  eighty-one,  page  349. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Education  of  said  city  and  county  shall  have  power  to  se- 
lect and  designate  Common  School  Marshals,  who  shall  ))erform  the  duties  of  the 
Marshals  named  in  section  eighteen  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish,  support 
and  regulate  Common  Schools,  and  repeal  former  Acts  concerning  the  same,"  ap- 
proved May  3d,  1855,  and  such  Common  School  Marshals  shall  receive  for  the  ser- 
vices by  law  required  of  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate,  five  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  which,  within  this  limit,  shall  be  determined  and  apportioned  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  demands  of  said  Common  School  Marshals  shall  be 
approved  and  audited  in  the  same  manner  as  the  demands  of  teachers  in  the  common 
schools  for  wages,  and  when  so  approved  and  audited  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  School 
Fund. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  taking  care 
and  the  cleaning  of  school  rooms  and  school  houses,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  for  supplying  the  schools  with  water  at  an 
expense  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  ;  for  lighting  school 
rooms,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  for  pro- 
curing the  necessary  blanks,  blank  books  and  printing  for  the  Superintendent  of  Com- 
mon Schools  and  the  said  Hoard,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  and  shall  be  allowed  for  the  incident;)!  expenses  of  said  15oard  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  demands  accruing  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  ])aid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  the  current  fiscal  year, 
after  having  been  duly  a])proved  and  audited  as  provided  in  case  of  demands  payable 
out  of  the  School  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Claims  for  wages  or  salaries  of  teachers  in  the  Common  Schools,  and  all 
other  demands  payable  out  of  the  School  Fund,  may  be  approved  and  audited  by  the 
proper  officers,  even  though  there  should  not  at  the  time  be  money  in  the  treasury 
belonging  to  the  School  Fund  for  the  payment  of  the  same.  Frovided,  That  after 
such  claims  and  demands,  to  the  amount  of  ninety-thousand  dollars,  have  been  ap- 
proved and  audited  in  any  year,  no  other  claims  or  demands  upon  said  fund  shall  be 
approved  and  audited  for  that  year,  unless  there  is  money  in  the  treasury  belonging 
to  the  School  Fund  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  outstanding 
audited  claims  and  demands  upon  the  said  fund,  approved  and  audited  during  such 
year.  And  provided,  further,  That  no  claim  or  demand,  approved  and  audited 
agreeably  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  when  there  is  no  money  in  the 
treasury  belonging  to  the  School  Fund  for  the  payment  thereof,  shall  he  a  charge 
against  or  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  School  Fund 
and  derived  from  the  revenues  of  any  subsequent  fiscal  year  or  years;  but  if  not  paid 
during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  claim  or  demand  was  approved  and  audited,  the 
same  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  School  Fund  and  derived 
from  delinquent  scliool  taxes  or  other  proper  dues  to  the  School  Fund  of  the  year 
during  which  such  claim  or  demand  was  audited.  And  also  provided,  That  any  such 
clairtl  or  demand  upon  the  School  Fund,  not  audited  during  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
it  accrued,  because  there  was  no  money  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  School  Fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  may  be  audited  whenever  there  shall  be  money  in  the 
treasury  belonging  to  the  School  Fund  and  derived  from  the  delinquent  school  taxes, 
or  other  proper  dues  to  the  School  Fund,  of  the  fiscal  year  during  which  the  same 
accrued,  and  out  of  such  money  such  claim  or  demand  so  audited  shall  be  payable. 
And  no  claitn  or  demand  upon  said  School  Fund,  approved  and  audited  in  any  fiscal 
year  after  claims  and  demands  upon  said  fund  have  for  and  during  such  year  been 
approved  and  audited  by  the  pro[>er  officers,  to  the  amount  of  ninety  thousand  dol- 
lars, when  there  is  no  money  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  said  Fund  for  the  payment 
of  the  same,  shall  ever  be  a  charge  against  any  fund  in  the  treasury,  or  against  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  xVuditor  shall  state,  by  endorsement  upon 
every  claim  or  demand  audited  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  particular 
fund  or  moneys  out  of  which  the  same  is  payable,  and  that  it  is  payable  from  no 
other  source. 

Sec.  .5.  The  Auditor  is  liereby  empowered  to  audit  the  claims  for  wages  or  sala- 
ries of  teachers  in  the  common  schools,  and  all  other  lawful  demands  upon  the 
School  Fund,  for  the  months  of  February,  March  and  April,  A.  D.  1857.

AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(ApproTcd,  March  25,  1857. 

Tlie  Peopk  of  the  State  af  California  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as/oUowa : 

Section-  1.  The  Fire  Department  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Chief  Engineer,  and  three  Assistant 
Engineers,  a  President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
a  Board  of  Delegates,  and  such  companies  as 
now  compose  the  same,  or  as  hereafter  may  be 
admitted  thereto,  in  accordance  with  the  provi*- 
ions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  on 
the  first  Monday  of  December,  A.  D.  1857,  and 
thereafter  according  to  their  terms  of  office,  for  a 
Chief  and  three  Assistant  Engineers.  The  Pres- 
ident of  the  Department  shall  call  said  election, 
giving  ten  days'  notice  thereof  in  at  least  two  of 
the  daily  papers  of  the  city  and  county.  The 
Board  of  Delegates  shall  appoint,  to  conduct  said 
election,  three  judges,  each  from  a  different  com- 
pany, who,  together  with  their  clerk.s,  shall  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation  to  faithfully  dis- 
charge their  duties.  Said  judges  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  said  election,  have  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  affirmations;  said  election  shall 
be  held  at  such  place  as  the  Board  ol  Delegates 
may  appoint,  from  9  o'clock,  A.  M.  until  5  o'clock, 
P.  M.  The  returns  of  said  election,  duly  certifi- 
ed, shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  within  five  days  thereafter,  and  bo 
by  him  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Delegates, 
who  shall  convene  within  ten  days  thereafter, 
and  declare  the  result.  The  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  the  office  ol  Chief 
Engineer,  shall  be  declared  elected  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  The  person  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  Assistant  Engineer,  shall  be 
declared  First  Assistant  Engineer  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualilied.  The  person  having  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  Second  Assis- 
tant Engineer  for  the  term  of  two  years,  or  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  per- 
son having  the  next  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  Third  Assistant  Engineer  for 
tho  term  of  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified.  Contested  elections  for 
Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Delegates;  and 
should  a  tie  vote  occur  for  either  of  said  officers, 
the  Board  shall,  by  a  majority  of  its  members, 
determine  between,  or  the  rank  of  the  contest- 
ing parties. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  elected  to  succeed  the 
said  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Provided, 
That  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  First 
or  Second  Assistant  Engineers,  the  officer  next 
below  in  rank  shall  succeed  to  the  vacancy,  and 
an  election  be  held  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
lower  office  or  offices.     All  succeeding  elections 
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for  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Skc.  4.  Kach  and  every  company  shall,  at  its 
stated  meetinj;  in  October,  elect  two  of  its  mem- 
bers to  tlio  Hoard  of  Delegates,  which  Board 
shall  consist  of  two  representatives  from  each 
fire  company,  who,  before  entering  upon  the  du- 
ties of  their  ofBee,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  or  affirmation,  (to  be  administered  by  the 
President  of  the  Fire  Department),  to  well  and 
truly  perform  the  duties  of  Delegates,  as  prescri- 
bed in  the  laws  governing  the  Department. — 
They  shall  assemtile  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  November,  at  seven  and  a  half  o'clock,  P.  M., 
in  the  room  of  the  Board,  and  then  and  tliere 
organize  by  the  election  of  a  President,  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  diily  elect- 
ed and  qualified.  They  shall  make  laws  for  the 
government  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  laws 
made  by  them  shall  be  binding  on  every  compa- 
ny, officer,  or  member  of  the  Department;  and 
any  company,  officer,  or  member  of  the  Depart- 
ment, who  shall  violate  any  of  the  said  laws,  or 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  who  shall 
refuse  to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the  Chief  or 
Assistant  Engineers,  shall,  upon  complaint,  be 
tried  by  the  Board,  and,  if  found  guilty,  be  cen- 
sured, suspended,  removed  from  office,  or  expel- 
led from  the  Fire  Department,  as  a  majority  of 
the  Board  in  its  judgment  may  direct.  They 
shall  examine  the  returns,  and  declare  the  result 
of  all  Engineers'  elections,  and  give  them  their 
certificates  of  office. 

Sbo.  5.  The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treas- 
urer, elected  by  the  Board  of  Delegates,  shall  be 
styled,  respectively,  tlie"President,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer  of  the  San  FrancLsco  Fire  Department," 
and  in  all  business  relating  thereto,  the  President 
and  Secretary  shall  be  empowered  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations.  The  President  and  Trea- 
surer shall  be  elected  from  among  the  Delegates, 
and  the  Secretary  from  the  Department  at  large. 
The  Secretary,  if  not  a  member  of  the  Board, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  office  faithfully',  and  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  Department ;  and  he  shall 
be,  ex-officio,  Clerk  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Skc.  6.  A  company  shall  be  composed  of  not 
more  than  sixty-five  nor  less  than  twenty-five 
males  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years — all 
of  whom  must  be  duly  registered  members  of  the 
Department.  The  officers  of  a  company  shall  be 
a  Foreman,  at  least  one  Assistant  Foreman,  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  A  company  desir- 
ing admission  into  the  Department,  must  make 
application  to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  accompa- 
cying  such  application  with  a  copy  of  their  con- 
stitution, signed  by  at  least  twenty-five  males  of 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  the  names  of  their 
officers,  the  residence  of  their  members,  and  the 
location  they  desire ;  and,  should  the  Board,  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  its  members,  decide  to 
recommend  the  admission  of  such  company,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department  shall  forward  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  a  certificate  of  such  recom- 
mendation, together  with  the  petition  ofthe  com- 
pany, the  constitution  of  the  same,  the  names  of 


the  officers  and  men,  their  residences,  and  the 
location  desired.  If  such  recommendation  shall 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  company  shall  be  declared  admitted  into  the 
Department,  and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city 
and  county  with  Hro  apparatus,  and  a  house  for 
receiving  the  same  ;  and  no  petition  for  the  ad- 
mission of  any  company  shall  be  entertained  by 
the  Board  of  Supervicois,  until  it  shall  have  re- 
ceived the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Del- 
egates. 

Skc.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company 
or  association  not  belonging  to  the  Department 
to  perform  any  of  the  duties  of  firemen,  when 
said  Department,  or  any  portion  thereof,  is  in 
service,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  a  fire  company,  by  reason 
of  deaths,  resignations,  or  expulsions,  shall  have 
reduced  its  roll  to  less  than  twenty-five  active 
registered  members,  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department  to  forthwith  notify 
the  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  foreman  of  the  com- 
pany of  the  fact ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  suspend  such  company  until 
the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Dele- 
gates, when,  unless  a  majority  of  the  members 
composing  the  same  decide  to  reinstate  the  com- 
pany, it  shall  he  disbanded. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have 
sole  power  to  order  work  and  supplies  for  the 
Department,  and  to  locate  all  cisterns  and  fire 
company  houses,  hereafter  to  be  built.  All  pro- 
posals for  the  same  shall  be  opened  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  in  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  and  Water,  and  by  them,  without 
unreasonable  delay,  awarded  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder  or  bidders ;  all  work  done  for, 
and  supplies  furnished  said  Department,  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
a  majority  of  the  Fire  and  Water  Committee, 
and  they  shall  certify  all  bills  for  such  work  and 
supplies. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are 
empowered  to  sell  or  exchange,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Fire  and 
Water  Committee,  any  engines  or  apparatus  per- 
taining to  the  Department  and  belonging  to  the 
city  and  county,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
or  sales  shall  be  paid  to  and  credited  by  the 
County  Auditor  to  the  Fire  Department  Fund, 
and  ma}'  be  appropriated  by  order  of  said  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  any  necessary  purposes  con- 
nected with  the  Fire  Department;  and  such 
amount  so  received  shall  not  be  considered  as 
any  part  of  any  amount  previously  appropriated 
to  the  Fire  Department  Fund,  but  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  an  extra  allowance  thereto. 

Sec.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  report  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  quarterly,  in  the  mfmths 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  the  numb- 
er, location  and  condition  of  cisterns  and  fire 
apparatus,  and  the  state  of  fire-company  houses, 
and  all  property  of  the  city  in  keeping  of  said 
Department.  Also,  all  accidents  by  fire  which 
may  have  taken  place,  with  the  causes  thereof, 
and  a  description  of  the  property  destroyed  or 
injured,  with  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the 
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same;  also,  such  other  information  and  such  re- 
commendntions  as  he  may  deem  proper.  lie 
shall  fcirlhermore  inquire  into  the  causes  of  all 
firos,  and  see  that  all  persons  criminally 'connect- 
ed therewith  are  diligently  prosecuted  by  the 
proper  authorities. 

Sec.  12.  The  Board  of  Delegates  shall,  at 
their  stated  meeting  in  December  of  each  year, 
elect  three  persons  to  serve  as  Bell-ringers  of  the 
city  and  county  hall  bell,  who  shall  be  governed 
by  such  rules  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  and 
for  a  violation  of  the  same,  shall  be  amenable  to 
the  Board. 

Sec.  13.  All  fines  collected  under  all  fire 
orders  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment Charitable  Fund.  They  shall  be  paid  to 
the  City  and  County  Auditor,  who  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  instructed  to  pay  over  the  same  to 
tlie  Treasurer  of  tlio  Fire  Department  Charitable 
Fund,  taking  his  receipt  therelor,  which  receipt 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  oCBce  of  the  City  and 
County  Auditor. 

Sec.  14.  Any  member  of  any  fire  company 
belonging  to  the  said  Department,  who  shall  have 
served  as  an  active  fireman  for  the  period  of  five 
years,  and  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  the  same, 
signed  by  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the  Fire 
Department,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certifi- 
cate as  an  exempt  fireuian,  which  certificate  of 
exemption  shall  forever  release  him,  after  the 


date  thereof,  from  jury  duty  or  militia  service 
within  this  State.  Provided,  That  the  service 
which  shall  entitle  such  person  to  the  e.xcmption 
herein  provided,  shall  not  date  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  original  certificate  of  membership  of  such 
person  of  the  fire  company  or  companies  belong- 
ing to  the  said  Department,  in  which  such  service 
shall  have  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  bo,  ren- 
dered ;  And  further,  That  the  date  from  which 
said  period  of  five  years  shall  begin,  shall  be  the 
time  when  such  person  became  a  member  of  said 
Department,  and  shall  be  proven  by  the  produc- 
tion by  such  person  of  a  properly  authenticated 
certificate  of  his  membership  of  some  fire  com- 
pany or  companies  belonging  to  said  Depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  15.  Exempt  members  of  the  Department 
may  organize  themselves,  to  bo  known  and  de- 
signated as  the  "  Exempt  Fire  Company."  Upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Delegates 
and  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
they  shall  be  provided  by  the  city  and  county 
with  a  house  and  fire  apparatus,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  laws  of  the  Department,  and  the 
direction  of  its  officers ;  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
equal  relief  from  the  Fire  Department  Charitable 
Fund;  but  they  shall  have  no  vote,  or  other  re- 
presentation, in  the  Department. 

Sec.  1G.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

The  law  for  the  establishment  and  regulation 
of  the  United  States  Mint  and  the  branches 
thereof,  provides  tliat  any  penson  may  deposit 
with  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  same,  gold  and 
silver  in  bull'on,  grain  or  lumps,  which,  if  re- 
quested, shall  be  relincd,  assayed  and  oast  into 
bars  or  coined  as  speedily  as  passible  after  the 
receipt  thereof,  the  bars  to  be  stamped  in  said 
mint  or  branches,  in  such  manner  as  shall  indi- 
cate the  fineness  and  value  of  the  same  ;  the  ex- 
pense incurred  to  be  retained  from  each  deposit 
so  made,  at  such  rates  and  charges  and  under 
such  regulations,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
established.  The  said  charges  not  to  exceed  the 
actual  cost  of  retining,  casting  and  forming  said 
bars,  including  labor,  wa-stagc,  u.se  of  machinery, 
material,  etc.  or  i  per  cent,  for  coinage,  to  be  re- 
ceived by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mint  at  which  the 
deposit  was  made,  and  by  him  accounted  for  to 
the  Treasurer  of  tlie  United  States.

First  Baptist  Chorch. 
B.  Brierlt,   Pastor;    Location,   Washington 
street  near  Stockton. 

This  cliurcli  was  organized  in  June,  1849,  un- 
der the  labors  of  its  first  pastor,  Rev.  0.  C. 
Wlieelor.  Tlio  cluircli  lot  was  purchased  in  the 
pprinfr  of  the  year,  lor  the  sum  of  $10,000.  The 
first  house  of  worship  was  dedicated  in  August, 
1840,  and  was  the  first  Protestant  house  of  wor- 
ship erected  in  California.  Rev.  0.  C.  Wheeler's 
pastorate  ended  in  November,  1851,  and  the 
present  pastor  begun  his  in  May,  1852.  In  the 
summer  aud  fall  ol  '53,  the  wooden  building  was 
removed,  and  the  basement  of  the  present  edifice 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $13,000.  In  this  the  church 
worshipped  until  September,  1857,  when  it  dedi- 
icated  its  newly  finished  buiiding,  which  it  had 
icompleted  for  the  sum  of  $10,000,  including  up- 
holstery. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  present  pastor- 
late,  the  church  numbered  32  members,  15  of 
whom  were  non-residents.  Since  then,  170  have 
Ibecu  added  ;  but  owing  to  the  numerous  re- 
jmovals  East,  only  130  now  remain.  There  is  a 
Sabbath  School,  including  two  Bible  classes, 
connected  with  the  church,  and  a  Library,  to 
which  valuable  additions  are  about  to  be  made.

Sabbath  services,  morning  and  evening;  Sab- 
bath School  at  2i  P.  M. ;  Prayer  meeting  every 
Wednesday  evening;  Young  People's  meeting 
every  Thursday  evening ;  Church  Covenant  meet- 
ing, the  Friday  evening  preceding  the  first  Sab- 
bath in  each  month.  At  this  church,  ushers  are 
always  in  readiness  to  seat  strangers  and  tran- 
sient' attendants  who  may  attend  the  Sabbath 
services.

This  church,  or  congregation,  was  organized 
July  29,  1849.  when  Thomas  Douglass  and  Fred- 
erick S.  Hawley  were  chosen  Deacons,  and  in- 
ducted into  office  on  the  following  Sunday  by 
Rev.  T.  D.  Hunt,  assisted  by  Rev.  A.  Williams. 
The  Society  met  in  the  school-house  on  the  Plaza 
until  it  was  required  for  other  purposes,  when 
the  members  were  deprived  of  a  regular  place  of 
meeting  lor  several  months.  As  early  as  practi- 
cable, however,  ellbrts  were  made  lor  the  erec- 
tion ot  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  which  lesulted 
in  ihe  building  of  a  commodious  frame  structure 
25  by  50  feet,  on  the  corner  of  Jackson  and  Vir- 
ginia streets,  which  was  dedicated  to  the  worship 
of  God,  February  10,  1850.  Rev.  T.  D.  Hunt  was 
chosen  pastor,  and  installed  June  20,  1850,  who 
in  this  connection,  it  is  proper  to  state,  was  the 
first  Protestant  clergymen,  located  as  such,  in 
the  State ;  having  arrived  at  San  Francisco  as 
early  as  October  29,  1848,  and  was  immediately 
invited  by  the  citizens,  in  a  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose,  to  act  as  their  chaplain  for  one  year, 
commencing  November  1,1848,  in  which  capacity 
he  was  laboring  at  the  time  of  the  organization 
of  this  church.  The  congregation  increased  so 
greatly  as  to  require  a  larger  house ;  accord- 
ingly,"measures  were  adopted  in  the  summer  of 
1852,  for  the  erection  of  the  present  substantial 
brick  edifice,  which  was  dedicated  on  the  10th  of 
July,  1853.  Rev.  E.  S.  Lacy  was  installed  July 
6th',  1856.

Up 
to  August  13,  1856,  worship  was  held  in  a  frame 
building  on  Stockton  street,  opposite  the  Marine 
Hospital,  since  which  service  has  been  held  in 
the  present  brick  edifice,  one  story  of  which  is 
finished.  It  was  dedicated  Sep.  7th,  1856.  The 
expenditure  on  this  building,  thus  far,  has  been 
$4,000.  Attached  to  the  congregation  is  an 
interesting  Sabbath  School,  numbering  about  50 
pupils,  6  teachers,  and  a  library  of  250  volumes.

This  church  was  organized  May  20th,  1849, 
uoder  the  direction  of  Mr.  Williams,  and  was  the 
first  Protest.nnt  Church  organized  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. W.  W.  Caldwell,  Frederick  Billings,  Mrs. 
Sarah  B.  Gillespie,  Mrs.  Ann  Hodgson,  Mrs. 
Margaret  A.  Gearey,  Thomas  Angus,  Martin 
Robinson.  Addison  K.  Flint,  Mrs.  Eliza  0.  Flint 
and  Mrs.  B.  Robinson,  were  the  original  mem- 
bers ;  Capt.  B.  Simmons,  E.  Woodruff  and  II. 
Grimes,  were  the  first  trustees. 

For  about  eighteen  months,  the  congregation 
worshipped  in  a  lent  on  Dupont  street,  with  tho 
exception  of  the  rainy  season,  when  they  met  in 
the  Custom  House. 

January  7ih,  1851,  a  neat  Gothic  edifice,  capa- 
ble of  holding  five  hundred  persons,  was  dedica- 
ted. Tliis  house  was  destroyed  by  the  great  fire 
of  22d  June,  1851.  A  plain  building  was  imme- 
diately erected,  in  which  the  church  worshipped 
until  August,  1857  ;  and  from  that  time  till  Feb- 
ruary. 1858.  their  meetings  were  held  in  the  Chi- 
nese Mission  Chapel.  Their  present  fine  house 
of  worship  was  built  in  the  summer  and  autumn 
of  1857.  it  is  in  tho  Goihic  style  of  architecture 
throughout.  Tho  main  building  is  117  feet  long, 
or  to  the  outside  ol  the  tower,  123;  and  is  61 
feet  wide.  Rooms  for  ihe  Pastor's  study  and  so- 
cial meetings,  are  on  the  same  Hoor  with  the 
audience  room,  which  last,  is  81  by  58  feet;  with 
a  ceiling  39  feet  high.  A  Sabbath  School  room 
57  by  36,  is  over  the  front  apartments;  on  the 
north-east  corner  ot  the  house,  there  is  a  brick 
tower  96  feet  in  hight.  There  is  an  organ  gal- 
lery which  will  seat  a  choir  of  forty  persons.  In 
all  its  arrangements  the  edifice  is  admirably  adap- 
ted to  it-s  purpose,  lind  at  the  same  time,  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  true  architectural  taste.

On  the  17th  of  July.  1854,  a  society  was  formed, 
adopting  the  name  and  title  of  tho  "  Calvary 
Presbyterian  Church  and  Congregation  of  San 
Francisco,"  to  be  connected  with  the  "  old  school" 
Presbyterian  General  Assembly  of  the  United 
States.  A  constitution  was  adopted,  and  in  ac- 
cordance therewith,  C.  K.  Garrison,  James  B. 
Roberts,  ,1.  Carotliers,  B.  W.  Taylor,  Thomas  H. 
Selby,  John  Middleton,  H.  C.  Beals,  Henry  M. 
Hale  and  Lucius  Bell,  were  chosen  as  a  Board  of 
Trustees.  A  Building  Committee,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  J.  B,  Roberts,  H.  M,  Hale,  John  Middle- 
ton,  H.  C.  Beals  and  L.  Bell,  was  also  appointed, 
and  on  the  9th  of  August,  1854,  one-half  of  a  50 
vara  lot  on  Bush  street  was  purchased  for  the  sum 
of  $20,000  cash.  On  the  25th  of  the  same  month, 
proposals  from  H.  C.  Brown  were  accepted  to 
build  a  church  on  said  lot,  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  furnished  by  L.  R.  Townsend.  The  building 
was  finished  in  December  following,  and  is  in 
size — front  00  feel,  depth  100  feet,  hight  of  the 
side  walls  from  tho  surface  of  the  ground  45  feet ; 
with  a  foundation  of  seven  feet  in  depth.  Style 
of  architecture,  Italian  Corinthian.  There  is  a 
communication  with  a  two  story  building  in  the 
rear  of  the  church,  used  as  a  study  and  library 
room  by  the  pastor.  The  main  floor  with  the 
galleries  will  conveniently  seat  from  1,000  to 
1,200  persons.  The  basement  of  the  building  is 
set  apart  in  divisions,  and  used  as  Lecture,  Bab- 
bath  School  and  Library  rooms,  conveniently  ar- 
ranged and  neatly  furnished.  The  entire  cost  of 
the  lot  and  improvementshas  been  about  $70,000. 
The  annual  expenses  of  the  chnroh  are  about 
$13,000,  which  are  amply  provided  for  by  the 
rent  of  the  pews  on  the  main  floor  of  the  cliurch 
and  the  ordinary  Sunday  collections. 

On  19th  March,  1857,  a  fire  occurred  in  the 
church,  damaging  a  large  portion  of  the  interior. 
Insurance  having  been  promptly  paid,  ihe  church 
has  been  thoroughly  restored  to  its  original  con- 
diiion.  During  the  process  of  repairs,  by  the  po- 
liteness of  the  members  of  the  First  Congrega- 
tional Society,  Calvary  Congregation  with  its 
pastor,  was  allowed  the  use  of  their  church. 

Howard  Street  Church- 
Pastor,  Bev.  S.  H.  Willey.    Location,  Happy 
Valley. 

Organized  Sept.  1850,  to  supply  a  portion  of 
the  city  (Happy  Valley),  then  destitute  of  devo- 
tional lacilities.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  pre- 
sent pastor,  the  building  at  present  occupied  by 
the  congregation  was  dedicated  June  17,  1851, 
and  was  the  first  public  building  erected  in  the 
city  with  hard  finished  plastered  walls.

Officiating  Missionary,  Ruv.  William  Speeh, 
corner  of  Stockton  and  Sacramento  8trect.s.  A 
religious  service  iu  the  Chinese  language  on 
Sabbath  at  11  o'clock,  and  Sabbath  School  in  the 
alternoon.  A  day-school  is  also  kept  through- 
out the  week.  The  house  is  of  brick,  and  was 
built  by  the  liberality  of  the  citizens  ot  San 
Francisco.  It  contains  scliool  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment; on  the  first  lioor  a  cliapel  which  will  scat 
two  hundred  persons,  and  on  the  second,  apart- 
ments for  the  accommodation  of  the  missionary 
family.  Mr.  Speer  is  at  present  absent  on  ac- 
count of  ill-health,  but  hopes  to  resume  his  labors 
in  a  few  mouths. 


ROMAN  CATHOLIC. 
St.  Maty's  Cathedral. 

N.  E.  corner  of  California  and  Dupont  streets. 
The  erection  of  tliis  noble  structure  was  com- 
menced on  the  nth  of  July,  1853,  during  which 
year  the  basement  portion  was  built,  and  the 
work  was  resumed  the  July  following.  The 
church  is  seventy-five  feet  wide,  fronting  on 
California  street,  by  131  feet  on  Dupont  street, 
being  the  largest  church  iu  the  State.  A  portion 
of  the  basement  is  now  used  for  schools  and  a 
library,  the  rest  being  reserved  for  a  small  chapel. 
Service  was  begun  at  midnight  on  December 
24th,  1854.  The  basement  portion,  which  is  19 
feet  high,  is  lighted  from  both  sides  and  well 
ventilated.  The  present  expenditure  on  the 
building  is  $120,000,  and  will  require  $25,000 
more  to  complete  it.  The  church  portion  is  45 
feet  high  in  the  clear  and  contains  spacious  gal- 
leries and  an  organ  lolt.  The  ceilings  are  vault- 
ed with  a  series  of  groined  arches  which  are 
decorated,  and  every  means  has  been  resorted  to 
for  accommodation,  light  and  ventilation.  The 
church  can  seat  twelve  hundred  persons.  The 
tower  is  at  present  135  feet  high,  and  when  com- 
pleted, with  the  spire,  -will  be  200  feet  high. — 
The  edifice  is  of  gothic  architecture,  which  has 
been  carried  out  in  every  detail  through  the 
building.  In  all  tlie  arrangements  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  church,  the  greatest  attention  has 
been  paid  to  the  selection  of  the  best  materials 
and  to  the  combination  of  strength  and  durability, 
which  are  admirably  efl'ected  in  its  construction.

On  the  east  lies 
the  city  and  the  bay  with  the  villages  of  Oak- 
land, Alameda  and  Clinton,  and  in  the  distance 
Mount  Diablo.  On  the  north  may  be  seen  the 
Bay  of  San  Pablo,  Angel's  and  Alcatraz  Islands, 
Saucelito  Bay  and  village,  and  the  entrance  to 
the  Golden  (jate.  On  the  west  in  the  distance, 
you  have  the  Farrallono  Islands  and  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  the  roar  of  whose  waves  are  sounding  & 
continual  requiem  as  if  to  soothe  the  .spirits  of  the 
dead.  The  shrubbery  is  mostly  evergreen,  con- 
taining more  than  twenty  different  kinds  of 
flowering  shrubs.  About  2,000  interments  have 
already  been  made  within  the  inclosure,  and  the 
improvements  now  made  and  others  designed. 
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with  iis  natural  beauties,  bid  fair  to  make  this 
rival  any  of  the  rural  cemeteries  of  the  Atlantic 
States.
